1. The household income limit described in paragraph 2 is pre- 
scribed for the purposes of clause 11 (1) (a) of the Act. 


2. The household income limit referred to in paragraph | is the 
maximum income that a household could have and still be eli- 
gible to be selected under Part V of the Act to receive rent- 
geared-to-income assistance with respect to a unit in the ser- 
vice manager’s service area. 


3. For the purposes of paragraph 2, the income of a household 
shall be deemed to be below the household income limit if, on 
January 1, 2001, the household was residing in a unit in a hous- 
ing project that was subject to a program described under pro- 
gram category number | (a) in Table 1. 


(3) The number of households prescribed for the purposes of 
clause 11 (1) (a) of the Act in connection with a service manager is 
the number set out in Column 2 of Table 7 of this Regulation opposite 
the name of the service manager in Column 1. 


(4) The number of high need households prescribed for the pur- 
poses of clause 11 (1) (b) of the Act in connection with a service 
manager is the number set out in Column 3 of Table 7 of this Regula- 
tion opposite the name of the service manager in Column 1. 


(5) The number of modified units prescribed in connection with a 
service manager for the purposes of subsection 11 (3) of the Act is the 
number set out in Column 4 of Table 7 of this Regulation opposite the 
name of the service manager in Column 1. 


(6) For the purposes of subsection 11 (2) of the Act, the housing 
programs described opposite program category numbers 2 (c), 2 (d), 
3, 4, 5, 7 and 8 in Table | of this Regulation are prescribed. 


Duties of service manager, s. 12 (1) of the Act 
9. For the purposes of subsection 12 (1) of the Act, the following 
are prescribed as additional duties of a service manager: 


1. If the service manager is required to give notice under subsec- 
tion 18 (2) of the Act, the service manager shall also take such 
steps as are reasonable to ensure that the housing provider does 
all that it reasonably can to rectify the situation, described in 
clause 18 (2) (a), (b), (c) or (d) of the Act, that required the 
service manager to give notice. 


Content of notice of project in difficulty, s. 18 (4) of the Act 

10. For the purposes of subsection 18 (4) of the Act, the following 
information is prescribed as information to be included in the written 
notice that a housing project is in difficulty: 


1. The name of the housing project and the housing provider. 


2. A description of the situation, described in clause 18 (2) (a), 
(b), (c) or (d) of the Act, that requires the service manager to 
give the notice. 


3. The name of an individual who can communicate, on behalf of 
the service manager, with the Minister and details of how that 
individual can be contacted. 


4. The name of an individual who can communicate, on behalf of 
the service manager, with the housing provider and details of 
how that individual can be contacted. 
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5. If notice is not being given to the housing provider, an explana- 
tion of why that is not required under subsection 18 (3) of the 
Act. 


Records, s. 19 of the Act 

11. (1) This section prescribes, for the purposes of section 19 of 
the Act, records a service manager must keep and the lengths of time 
they must be kept. 


(2) The service manager must keep a record received by the ser- 
vice manager from the Minister for at least seven years after the 
record is received. 


(3) If the record described in subsection (2) is an agreement, the 
service manager must keep the record for at least seven years after the 
agreement is terminated or expires. 


(4) If the service manager has or had a duty to pay a subsidy for a 
housing project under subsection 102 (1) of the Act, the following 


apply: 


1. The service manager must keep any of the following that relate 
to the housing project for at least five years after the date on 
which the duty to pay the subsidy is terminated under subsec- 
tion 102 (2) of the Act: 


1. An operating agreement, construction contract, ground 
lease, contract with a development consultant or architect 
or any title document relating to the development or con- 
struction of the housing project. 


il. A record transferred to the service manager under section 
34 of the Act. 


A record which replaces or modifies anything described in 
subparagraph i or 11. 


lll. 


2. The service manager must keep any of the following that relate 
to the housing project until at least the date on which the duty 
to pay the subsidy is terminated under subsection 102 (2) of the 
Act: 


i. A drawing, plan or technical specification. 
ii. A record relating to anything described in subparagraph 1. 


(5) If the service manager enters into an agreement under section 
16 of the Act, the service manager must keep a copy of the agreement, 
together with all records related to the implementation or administra- 
tion of the agreement, for at least five years after the agreement is 
terminated or expires. 


(6) If the service manager gives written notice under subsection 
18 (2) of the Act that a housing project is in difficulty, the following 


apply: 


1. The service manager must keep the following for at least seven 
years after the notice is given: 


i. A copy of the notice. 


ii. Any record relied upon by the service manager to deter- 
mine the existence of the situation, described in clause 
18 (2) (a), (b), (c) or (d) of the Act, that required the ser- 
vice manager to give notice. 


iii. Any record used in the preparation of the notice. 

2. The service manager must keep any record related to the recti- 
fication of the situation, described in clause 18 (2) (a), (b), (c) 
or (d) of the Act, that required the service manager to give 
notice for at least seven years after the earlier of, 


i. the date the situation is rectified, and 
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li. the date on which the duty to pay a subsidy is terminated 
under subsection 102 (2) of the Act. 


(7) The service manager must keep a copy of each annual report, 
other report or document given by the service manager under section 
20 of the Act and every document used in the preparation of the report 
or document for at least seven years after the report or document is 
given to the Minister. 


(8) In subsection (7), 


“document” includes written information given under subsection 
20 (3) of the Act. 


(9) If responsibility for a housing project is transferred to the ser- 
vice manager under subsection 10 (1) of the Act, the service manager 
must keep a record that the service manager creates or receives that 
relates to the housing project for at least seven years after the record is 
created or received by the service manager. 


(10) If more than one subsection in this section applies with 
respect to a record, the record shall be kept long enough to satisfy all 
the subsections that apply. 


Annual report, s. 20 of the Act 

12. (1) For the purposes of subsection 20 (1) of the Act, April 30 
is prescribed as the date when the service manager shall give the Min- 
ister a report covering a 12-month period and January | is prescribed 
as the date on which the 12-month period ends. 


(2) The following are prescribed, for the purposes of subsection 
20 (2) of the Act, as information that shall be contained in the annual 
report: 


1. Information on the service manager’s compliance with 


requirements under the Act. 


2. Aggregated financial information on housing providers’ capital 
reserve funds, mortgage arrears and accumulated deficits. 


3. Financial information on the expenditure of municipal and 
federal funds for housing programs. 


4. Statistical information on households. 


(3) The information prescribed under subsection (2) shall be pro- 
vided as specified in the form approved by the Minister for the pur- 
poses of subsection 20 (4) of the Act. 


Inspection of transfer orders, s. 41 of the Act 
13. For the purposes of subsection 41 (1) of the Act, 


(a) the prescribed place where the Minister is required to keep 
copies of orders is the head office of the Ministry; 


(b) the prescribed period of time during which the Minister is 
required to keep them is ten years from the effective date of the 
transfer in each case; and 


(c) the prescribed class of transfer orders that are required to be 
kept is all transfer orders. 


Transactions without consent, s. 50 (2) of the Act 

14. For the purposes of subparagraph 4 ii of subsection 50 (2) of 
the Act, it is a criteria that the transaction must satisfy one of the fol- 
lowing: 


1. The transaction transfers an interest in the property, for the 
purpose of road widening, to, 


i. the municipality in which the housing project is located, or 


ii. another entity that has the authority to expropriate land 
under the Expropriations Act. 


2. The transaction transfers an easement or right of way and, 
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i. the purpose of the easement or right of way is to facilitate 
the provision of a service to the housing project, 


ii. the easement or right of way will not have a significant 
impact on the number of rent-geared-to-income units and 
modified units or on any other aspect of the operation of 
the housing project, or 

ii. the transfer is to an entity that has the authority to expro- 

priate land under the Expropriations Act. 


3. The transaction is a development or redevelopment of the 
property and the transaction does not include a transfer, mort- 
gage or other encumbrance of the property or a grant or dispo- 
sition of an interest in the property and, 


i. there will be no reduction in the numbers of rent-geared- 
to-income units and modified units, or 


ii. the transaction is required to bring the property or the 
housing project into compliance with another statute or a 
regulation made under another statute. 


Exempt transfers, s. 60 of the Act 
15. The following transfers are prescribed for the purposes of 
paragraph 3 of subsection 60 (2) of the Act: 


1. A transfer, to a local housing corporation, of all the assets, 
liabilities, rights and obligations of a corporation named in 
subparagraph 2 ili or iv of subsection 60 (2) of the Act. 


i) 


A transfer from the Ontario Housing Corporation to The Goy- 
erning Council of the University of Toronto of any interest in 
the real property municipally known as 35 Charles Street West 
and 730 Yonge Street, Toronto, Ontario, together with the 
assets, liabilities, rights and obligations related to the owner- 
ship or operation of the real property. 


Restrictions on mortgages, s. 95 (3) of the Act 

16. For the purposes of clause 95 (3) (a) of the Act, the rules pre- 
scribed are those set out in the Ministry publication titled “Mortgage 
Financing Handbook and Mortgage Administration Guidelines” and 
dated July 17, 2001, which was published as Release 3 to the Ministry 
publication titled “Service Manager’s Guide for Joint Local Transfer 
Planning”. 


Training requirements, s. 117 (4) of the Act 

17. The following matters are prescribed for the purposes of sub- 
section 117 (4) of the Act as matters in respect of which training may 
be required: 


1. The administration, management and operation of a housing 
project. 


2. The law relating to the operation of housing projects. 


Powers of receiver, s. 120 (2) of the Act 

18. (1) This section prescribes, for the purposes of subsection 
120 (2) of the Act, the powers of a receiver or receiver and manager 
appointed by a service manager under paragraph 5 of subsection 
116 (1) of the Act for a housing project operated by a housing pro- 
vider. 


(2) The powers of a receiver or receiver and manager who is 
appointed for more than one housing project operated by a housing 
provider apply with respect to all the housing projects for which the 
receiver or receiver and manager is appointed. 


(3) The receiver or receiver and manager has the exclusive power 
to act as the housing provider with respect to the housing project and 
the assets and liabilities of the housing provider relating to the hous- 
ing project. 


(4) Without limiting the generality of subsection (3), the powers 
under that subsection include the following: 
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1. The receiver or receiver and manager may carry on the busi- 
ness of the housing provider. 


2. The receiver or receiver and manager may take possession of 
and operate the housing project and may take possession of, 
preserve and protect the assets of the housing provider. 


3. The receiver or receiver and manager may sell, lease, give as 
security or otherwise dispose of the housing project and the 
assets of the housing provider. 


4. The receiver or receiver and manager may commence, conduct 
or defend legal proceedings. 


5. The receiver or receiver and manager may borrow money. 


6. The receiver or receiver and manager may receive payments or 
anything else in satisfaction of any obligation to the housing 
provider and may compromise any such obligation. 


7. The receiver or receiver and manager may enter into contracts, 
sign documents or do anything incidental to the exercise of its 
other powers. 


(5) The powers of the receiver or receiver and manager are subject 
to any conditions and restrictions, 


(a) under the Act; 


(b) 


in the appointment of the receiver or receiver and manager by 
the service manager; or 


(c) 


in an agreement between the receiver or receiver and manager 
and the service manager relating to the appointment. 


(6) The receiver or receiver and manager shall not exercise any of 
its powers unless all of the following are satisfied: 


1. The receiver or receiver and manager has insurance acceptable 
to the service manager and has provided the service manager 
with proof that the receiver or receiver and manager has such 
insurance. 


2. The receiver or receiver and manager provides the service 
manager with undertakings, satisfactory to the service man- 
ager, that the receiver or receiver and manager and all persons 
who the receiver or receiver and manager procures the assis- 
tance of in the carrying out of the powers of the receiver or 
receiver and manager, 


i. shall not do anything that would result in a conflict of 
interest, and 


ii. shall comply with the requirements, to which the housing 
provider was subject, relating to the collection, use, disclo- 
sure and safeguarding of privacy of personal information 
and for a person’s access to his or her personal informa- 
tion. 


Eligibility review officer powers, s. 159 (2) of the Act 

19. (1) This section prescribes, for the purposes of subsection 
159 (2) of the Act, the powers of eligibility review officers for the 
purposes of an investigation. 


(2) An officer may, 


(a) subject to subsection (3), enter any place that the officer 
believes on reasonable grounds contains evidence relevant to 
the investigation; 


(b) inquire into all financial transactions, records and other matters 
that are relevant to the investigation; and 


(c) demand the production for inspection of anything described in 
clause (b). 
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(3) An officer shall not, without the consent of the occupier, exer- 
cise a power to enter a place that is being used as a dwelling except 
under the authority of a search warrant. 


(4) An officer shall exercise the powers mentioned in subsection 
(2) only during business hours for the place that the officer has 
entered. 


(5) A demand mentioned in clause (2) (c) shall be in writing and 
shall include a statement of the nature of the things required. 


(6) On issuing a written receipt, the officer may remove the things 
that are produced and may, 


(a) review or copy any of them; or 


(b) bring them before a justice of the peace to be dealt with under 
section 159 of the Provincial Offences Act or in accordance 
with the applicable provisions of the Criminal Code (Canada). 


(7) Except where clause (6) (b) applies, the officer shall review or 
copy things with reasonable dispatch and shall forthwith after doing 
so return the things to the person who produced them. 


(8) An officer may call upon an expert for whatever assistance he 
or she considers necessary in carrying out an investigation. 


(9) For the purpose of carrying out an investigation, an officer may 
use a data storage, processing or retrieval device or system in order to 
produce a record in readable form. 


(10) An officer may require information or material from a person 
who is the subject of an investigation under this section or from any 
person who the officer has reason to believe can provide information 
or material relevant to the investigation. 


(11) Ifa person is required under this section to produce a record 
for an officer, the officer may require the person to provide whatever 
help is reasonably necessary including using any data storage, proc- 
essing or retrieval device or system to produce a record in readable 
form. 


Family support worker powers, s. 159 (4) of the Act 
20. (1) This section prescribes, for the purposes of subsection 
159 (4) of the Act, the powers of family support workers. 


(2) For the purposes of the Act and the regulations, a family sup- 
port worker may, 


(a) assist a member of a household with legal proceedings, includ- 
ing variation motions and applications, with respect to support 
for a member of the household; 


undertake legal proceedings, including variation motions and 
applications, for support for a member of a household on 
behalf of the member; 


(b) 


assist a member of a household in completing an agreement 
providing for support of a member of the household, including 
a domestic contract or a paternity agreement, as defined in sec- 
tion 51 of the Family Law Act, and register any such agreement 
with the Family Responsibility Office for enforcement; 


(c) 


(d) undertake investigations and inquiries necessary to carry out 


his or her duties under this section; and 


collect, use and disclose personal information necessary to 
carry out his or her duties under this section, in accordance 
with any agreements entered into under section 163, 164 or 165 
of the Act. 


— 


(e 


(3) Subsection (2) applies with necessary modifications with 
respect to the pursuit of resources available for the support or mainte- 
nance of a member of the household. 
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(4) Nothing in subsection (2) or (3) authorizes a family support 
worker to provide legal advice to any person. 


Personal information, prescribed programs, s. 162 (1) of the Act 
21. For the purposes of subsection 162 (1) of the Act, the housing 
programs listed in Table | of this Regulation are prescribed. 


Personal information, prescribed standards, s. 162 (1) of the Act 

22. (1) This section prescribes standards, for the purposes of sub- 
section 162 (1) of the Act, for the collection, use, disclosure and safe- 
guarding of privacy of personal information and for a person’s access 
to his or her personal information. 


(2) A provider shall not disclose personal information obtained in 
the course of the provider’s duties except, 


(a) 1f the person to whom the personal information relates consents 
to the disclosure; 


(b) if the person to whom the personal information relates is less 
than 16 years old or is unable for any reason to give a valid 
consent and consent is given by another individual who, 


(i) is the parent or guardian of the person, 


(ii) is an attorney of the person under a power of attorney that 
authorizes the attorney to give the consent on the person’s 
behalf, or 


(111) 1s otherwise authorized to give the consent on the person’s 
behalf; 


(c) if the disclosure is authorized by, or is for the purpose of com- 
plying with, the Act or a regulation, an agreement made under 
the Act or a regulation or a plan under section 14 of the Act or 
the disclosure is authorized otherwise by law or is for the pur- 
pose of complying with any other legal requirement;

for the purpose for which it was obtained or compiled or for a 
consistent purpose; 


if the disclosure is made to an officer, employee, agent or vol- 
unteer of the provider who needs the record in the performance 
of their duties; 


(e) 


if the disclosure is to a person or organization referred to in the 
portion of subsection 165 (1) of the Act preceding paragraph 1 
or to a person referred to in paragraph 2, 3 or 4 of subsection 
165 (1) of the Act to aid an investigation undertaken with a 
view to a law enforcement proceeding or from which a law 
enforcement proceeding 1s likely to result;

in compelling circumstances affecting the health or safety of an 
individual if upon disclosure notification is mailed to the last 
known address of the individual to whom the information 
relates; or 


(g) 


(h) in compassionate circumstances, to facilitate contact with the 
next of kin or a friend of an individual who is injured, ill or 


deceased. 


(3) A provider shall not collect or use personal information except,

as is necessary for purposes relating to the performance of its 
powers and duties under the Act or the regulations or purposes 
relating to an agreement made under the Act or a regulation or 
a plan under section 14 of the Act; or 


(a) 


(b) as otherwise authorized by law. 


(4) A provider that collects personal information from the person 
to which it relates shall ensure that the person is given written notice, 


(a) of the purpose or purposes of the collection; 
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(b) of the fact that the information may be shared as necessary for 
the purpose of making decisions or verifying eligibility for 
assistance under the Act, the Ontario Disability Support 
Program Act, 1997, the Ontario Works Act, 1997 or the Day 
Nurseries Act, or as authorized by an agreement under section 
163 or 164 of the Act; and 


of the name, title, business address and business telephone 
number of a person who can answer questions and respond to 
complaints about the collection, use or disclosure of the infor- 
mation.

(5) A provider shall take whatever steps are reasonably necessary 
to safeguard the privacy of personal information in its custody or 
control, and when it disposes of personal information shall do so in a 
secure manner. 


(6) A provider who has custody or control of personal information 
shall allow the person to whom the information relates to have access 
to it on request, if the person provides satisfactory identification. 


(7) Subsection (6) does not apply if, 


(a) the personal information to which the person seeks access 
contains or reveals personal information about another person, 
or confidential information about an organization, that the first- 
named person is not entitled to see; 


(b) it would be unreasonably difficult for the provider to retrieve 


and disclose the personal information; or

(9) A provider shall ensure that the provider’s directors, officers, 
employees, agents and volunteers comply with the standards pre- 
scribed by this section. 


(10) Subsection (11) applies with respect to the following personal 
information:

2. Personal information, whether or not it is collected for the 
purpose described in paragraph 1, that relates to the abuse of a 
member of a household by an individual who is or was living 
with the member or who is sponsoring the member as an 
immigrant.

ii. is an attorney of the person under a power of attorney that 
authorizes the attorney to give the consent on the person’s 
behalf, or 


is otherwise authorized to give the consent on the person’s 
behalf.

(12) In this section, 
“abuse” means abuse as defined in Ontario Regulation 298/01; 
“law enforcement” means, 

(a) policing, 


(b) investigations or inspections that lead or could lead to 
proceedings in a court or tribunal if a penalty or sanction could 
be imposed in those proceedings, and 


(c) the conduct of proceedings referred to in clause (b); 
“parent” means parent as defined in Ontario Regulation 298/01; 


“provider” means any person to whom subsection 162 (1) of the Act 
applies. 


Restrictions re prescribed personal information, s. 166 of the Act 

23. (1) Personal information collected by a service manager for 
the purposes of determining whether a household should be included 
in the special priority household category on the centralized waiting 
list under section 68 of the Act is prescribed for the purposes of sec- 
tion 166 of the Act as information that shall not be disclosed or shared 
under section 163, 164 or 165 of the Act except in accordance with 
the regulations. 


(2) Personal information described in subsection (1) may be dis- 
closed or shared under section 163, 164 or 165 of the Act only for the 
purpose of determining whether the household should be included in 
the special priority household category on the centralized waiting list 
under section 68 of the Act.

9.1 (1) This section and sections 9.2 and 9.3 apply for the purpose 
of determining whether a person applying for a practising member 
certificate of registration under section 8 or 9 has the work experience 
necessary to qualify for the certificate.

(2) The applicant shall provide sufficient information with respect 
to his or her work experience to permit an assessment of its nature, 
quality, duration and currency and, in particular, shall provide, 


(a) three referees’ reports in accordance with the rules set out in 
subsections (3), (4) and (5); and 


(b) confirmation that at least 12 months, 


(i) of the four years of work experience required under 
subparagraphs 1 i and ii of subsection 8 (1) have been 
obtained in Canada or in a Canadian work environment, or 
the equivalent, or 


of the 10 years of work experience required under sub- 
paragraph 1 iii of subsection 8 (1) have been obtained in 
Canada or in a Canadian work environment, or the equiva- 
lent.

acquired after completion of the second year of studies and prior to 
completing the degree requirements. 


(2) An applicant who holds a master of science degree or its 
equivalent, awarded by a Canadian university, in an area of geo- 
science, or an equivalent credential, as determined by the Registration 
Committee, from another institution, may submit for assessment and 
credit a maximum of 12 months work experience acquired after the 
commencement of the master of science degree program and prior to 
completing the degree requirements. 


(3) An applicant who holds a doctor of philosophy degree or its 
equivalent, awarded by a Canadian university, in an area of geo- 
science, or an equivalent credential, as determined by the Registration 
Committee, from another institution, may submit for assessment and 
credit a maximum of 12 months work experience acquired after the 
commencement of the doctor of philosophy degree program and prior 
to completing the degree requirements. 


Criteria 

9.3 (1) A practising member certificate of registration shall not be 
issued to an applicant unless the applicant demonstrates work experi- 
ence that meets all of the following criteria:

Foreword 


The disclosure guidelines for Individual Variable Insurance Contracts 
(“IVICs”’) established by the Canadian Council of Insurance Regulators 
(“CCIR”) and the Canadian Life and Health Insurance Association Inc. 
(“CLHIA”), set out in CLHIA Guidelines Nos. 23, 24, 86,87, 88 and 
The Canadian Code of Advertising Standards (the “Former Guidelines’’), 
have been revised and consolidated, with the applicable legislation, 
to produce these CLHIA Guidelines on Individual Variable Insurance 
Contracts relating to Segregated Funds. 


With the exception of Part XIII, Audit and Accounting Requirements 
and the requirement for financial statements on an audited basis under 
Part E, Financial Disclosure, of Form 1, these Guidelines shall apply as 
of July 1, 1997, to all [VICs issued on or before that date. These Guide- 
lines come into full force and effect on January 1, 1998. However, CLHIA 
urges all insurers to note that Part XI, Partitioning of Assets Held in 
Segregated Funds, and Part XII, Merger of Segregated Funds, have yet 
to receive the benefit of the proposed amendments to the Income Tax 
Act that would prevent unwanted dispositions occurring in the hands of 
contractholders.

Where the segregated fund is an index fund s. 10.1(2)(b) (i) shall be 
effective April 30, 2001. Section 10.1(1)(d), s. 10.1(2)(b) (ii) and (iii) 
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shall be effective for any new filings after April 30, 2001, or for any 
re-filings on the normal re-filing date beginning January 1, 2002. 


The Guideline Amendments were approved by the CLHIA Board of 
Directors on March 7, 2001. 


Non-Application 
These Guidelines do not apply to group VICs relating to segregated funds. 


Matters respecting the training, competence and skill of life insurance 
agents are not within the scope of these Guidelines. 


PART I—-APPLICATION: 
1.1 General: 


These Guidelines apply to individual variable insurance contracts that 
meet the definition provided in Section 2.1 of these Guidelines and, 
with the exception of Part XII, Audit and Accounting Requirements 
and Part E, Financial Statements, of Form 1, are effective July 1, 1997. 
From July 1, 1997, until the date the first audited financial statements 
are due, the financial statements required under Part E, of Form 1, need 
not be provided on an audited basis. These Guidelines are in full force 
and effect on January 1, 1998. The first audited financial statements 
required under Part E, of Form 1, are due four months after the insurer’s 
fiscal year ending in 1998. 


1.2 Non-Application of Guidelines: 


Group variable insurance contracts relating to segregated funds are not 
subject to the compulsory application of these Guidelines. 


In addition, these Guidelines do not apply in respect of individual vari- 
able insurance contracts that meet the definition provided in Section 2.1 
of these Guidelines, but which are no longer offered for sale to the pub- 
lic on, and after, July 1, 1997, provided that the insurer has ceased all 
sales of individual variable insurance contracts. In such an instance, the 
insurer shall, at a minimum, meet the requirements of the former CCIR 
and CLHIA Variable Insurance Contract Guidelines, set out in CLHIA 
Guidelines Nos. 23 and 24, in respect of all existing contracts. Where 
the insurer continues to sell individual variable insurance contracts 
generally, but has simply ceased to sell any particular type of its 
individual variable insurance contracts, the insurer must comply with 
these new Guidelines for all of its individual variable insurance 
contracts. 


PART II —- DEFINITIONS: 
2.1 In these Guidelines, 
(a) “advertisement” includes all printed and electronic: 


(i) descriptive literature produced by, or on behalf of, an in- 
surer in newspapers or magazines, signage, and all radio, 
television, or electronic messages;

“audit” means the examination of the financial statements of the 
segregated fund by an independent auditor; 


“auditor” means an accountant who is a member in good stand- 
ing of an institute or association of accountants incorporated by, 
or under, an Act of the legislature of a province; 


“Canadian securities” means securities that are not foreign 
securities; 


“cap” means an agreement obligating the seller to make pay- 
ments to the buyer, each payment based on the amount by which 
a reference price or level or the performance or value of one or 
more underlying interests exceeds a predetermined number, some- 
times called the strike rate or price; 


“cash” means: 
(1) cash on deposit at the segregated fund’s custodian, or 


(ii) treasury bills or other evidences of indebtedness issued, or 
fully guaranteed as to principal and interest, by:

“counterparty exposure amount” means the net amount of credit 
risk attributable to a derivative instrument entered into with a 
business entity other than through a qualified exchange, or cleared 
through a qualified clearing house (“over-the-counter derivative 
instrument’). The amount of credit risk equals the following: the 
potential exposure of the derivative instrument plus:

“fee option” means any option available to a contractholder un- 
der an individual variable insurance contract which results in there 
being more than one set of fees and charges applicable in respect 
of a particular segregated fund; 


“fees and charges” means any sales charges, distribution fees, 
management fees, administrative fees, account set-up or closing 
charges, surrender charges, transfer fees or any other fees, charges 
or expenses whether or not contingent or deferred which are or 
may be payable in connection with the purchase, holding, trans- 
ferring or redemption of units of a segregated fund; 


“financial highlights” means the following information as of 
the financial year-end of the fund: fund allocations or distribu- 
tions, net assets of the fund, net asset value per unit, number of 
units outstanding, management expense ratio and portfolio turno- 
ver rate, all as more particularly described in Item 21, Form 1; 


“financial option” means an agreement giving the buyer the nght 
to buy or receive, sell or deliver, enter into, extend or terminate, 
or effect a cash settlement based on the actual or expected price, 
level, performance or value of one or more underlying interests; 


“foreign securities” means securities issued by an issuer that is 
constituted under the laws of a jurisdiction other than Canada or 
a Province or Territory of Canada and carries on a substantial 
portion of its activities outside of Canada; 


“forward” means an agreement other than a future to make 
or take delivery of, or effect a cash settlement based on the actual 
or expected price, level, performance or value of one or more 
underlying interests; 


“fundamental investment objectives” means the investment 
objectives of a segregated fund that define both the fundamental 
nature of the segregated fund and the fundamental investment 
features of the segregated fund that distinguish it from other seg- 
regated funds;

“money market fund” means a segregated fund offered under 
an investment option under an individual variable insurance con- 
tract, and which has and intends to continue to have: 


(i) all of its assets invested in cash or debt obligations matur- 
ing in 13 months (25 months for government securities) or 
less or in floating rate debt obligations where the principal 
amount of such obligations had a market value of approxi- 
mately par at the time of each change in the rate to be paid 
to the holders of such obligations;

Review for Compliance with Guidelines: 


The CLHIA reviewer shall examine the original documents or 
any material change to an information folder previously filed with 
an Insurance Regulator for compliance with these Guidelines 
within 30 days from the date of their receipt from the insurer. 
Any previously-filed information folder and any other previously- 
filed revised document submitted to the CLHIA reviewer must 
be in draft form and include both a clean copy, and a blackline 
version setting out the changes. 


Examination Letter to Insurer: 


Where the draft documents do not meet the requirements set out 
in these Guidelines, or require further changes, the CLHIA re- 
viewer shall forward an examination letter to the insurer indicat- 
ing the nature of the non-compliance. 


Amendments and Re-Submission: 


Upon receiving the letter referred to in Section 3.3, the insurer 
shall make any necessary changes to the draft documents and re- 
submit them to the CLHIA reviewer for further examination and 
possible comment. 


Copies for Submission to Insurance Regulators: 


Once the CLHIA reviewer is satisfied that the insurer’s draft docu- 
ments are in compliance with these Guidelines and suitable for 
filing with the applicable Insurance Regulators, the insurer shall 
forward to the CLHIA reviewer sufficient copies thereof for sub- 
mission to the applicable Insurance Regulators, in compliance 
with Part IV of these Guidelines, accompanied by the insurer’s 
submission letters addressed to each Insurance Regulator. 
Blackline and clean copy versions should be included in respect 
of any previously-filed document with material changes. Note 
that French language versions of the draft documents are required 
for submission to Quebec and New Brunswick. 


Filing of Draft Documents with CLHIA Comfort Letter: 


The CLHIA reviewer shall forthwith submit the insurer’s draft 
documents, along with the CLHIA comfort letter, to each appli- 
cable Insurance Regulator in compliance with Part IV of these 
Guidelines, as requested by the insurer. 


Response by Insurance Regulator: 


Any correspondence from an Insurance Regulator regarding the 
draft documents will be sent directly to the submitting insurer 
with a copy forwarded by the insurer to the CLHIA reviewer.

Filing of Final Documents with CLHIA Transmittal Letter:

(a) the final printed versions of the documents with the infor- 
mation folder duly certified by the insurer;

The documents evidencing an individual variable insurance con- 
tract shall:

PREMIUM OR OTHER AMOUNT THAT IS 
ALLOCATED TO A SEGREGATED FUND IS 
INVESTED AT THE RISK OF THE CON- 
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TRACTHOLDER AND MAY INCREASE OR 
DECREASE IN VALUE ACCORDING TO FLUC- 
TUATIONS IN THE MARKET VALUE OF THE 
ASSETS OF THE SEGREGATED FUND.” 


(b) describe the benefits under the individual variable insur- 
ance contract and indicate which benefits are guaranteed 
and which benefits are not guaranteed but fluctuate with the 
market value of the assets of the segregated fund support- 
ing them; 


(c) state, 


(1) the method of determining the benefits related to the 
market value of the segregated fund and the amount of 
the surrender value of these benefits, and 


(ii) where provision is made for part of the premium to be 
allocated to provide the benefits related to the market 
value of the segregated fund, the percentage of the pre- 
mium so allocated; 


(d) state the times, which shall not be less than once monthly, 
at which the segregated fund shall be valued and at which 
the value of the benefits related to the market value of the 
segregated fund may be determined; and 


(e) describe the fees and charges, or methods of determining 
the fees and charges, against the segregated fund for taxes, 
management, or other expenses. 


Information Folder Disclosure: 


The information folder relating to an individual variable insur- 
ance contract shall, 


(a) present in clear and plain language, without reference to 
technical terms where possible or to inapplicable items, the 
information required by Form | in an order appropriate to 
best describe the contract itself and not necessarily in the 
order provided in Form 1, except with respect to Item 1; 


(b) contain or be accompanied by the Financial Highlights re- 
quired by Item 21 of Form 1, with a statement that the au- 
dited financial statements and notes to the audited financial 
statements required by Items 16, 17, 18, 19 and 20 of Form 
1 are available upon request, both as of a date not earlier 
than the fiscal year of the fund just ended; if the audited 
financial statements are available electronically, the 
contractholder can choose to receive such statements in hard 
copy format or by electronic transmission; 


(c) contain the title “Information Folder” on the cover or face 
page with a separate statement that the information folder 
is not an insurance contract; 


(d) contain, on the first page immediately following the cover 
or face page, a one-page executive summary of the folder’s 
highlights in bullet form. This executive summary is not 
permitted to be a separate document. This executive sum- 
mary must advise the reader to review the audited financial 
statements for the segregated fund and include the follow- 
ing statement informing contractholders of their basic rights: 


‘‘A description of the key features of the individual vari- 
able insurance contract is contained in this infor- 
mation folder. Subject to any applicable death and 
maturity guarantee, any part of the premium or other 
amount that is allocated to a segregated fund is invested 
at the risk of the contractholder and may increase or 
decrease in value according to the fluctuations in the 
market value of the assets of the segregated fund.”; 


(e) contain a brief summary of each segregated fund’s invest- 
ment policy, as described in Section 10.1 (1) including a 
statement advising the prospective contractholder that a 
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detailed description of each segregated fund’s investment 
policy is available upon request from the insurer with spe- 
cific information as to how it can be accessed or obtained; 


(f) comply with the requirements of Part VIII, Advertising; 


(g) contain or be accompanied by a summary fact statement for 
each segregated fund; and 


(h) indicate that the semi-annual unaudited financial statements 
are available upon request, and if available electronically, 
the contractholder can choose to receive such statements in 
hard copy format or by electronic transmission. 


Real Estate Segregated Fund Disclosure: 


The information folder offering individual variable insurance 
contracts relating to a real estate segregated fund shall: 


(a) emphasize the long-term nature of an investment in a real 
estate segregated fund; 


(b) state that such individual variable insurance contracts can 
be redeemed only on specified dates and only on a specified 
number of days prior notice as provided in the contracts 
and accordingly are not a suitable investment for con- 
tractholders who require ready convertibility of their funds 
into cash; 


(c) state that redemption of individual variable insurance con- 
tracts may be suspended during any period that the segre- 
gated fund does not have sufficient cash or readily market- 
able securities to meet requests for redemptions; 


(d) state that the net asset value at which individual variable 
insurance contracts are issued and redeemed is based upon 
appraisals of the real property; that for any given real prop- 
erty there is a range of market values; that an appraisal is an 
opinion only and that there can be no assurance that the 
appraised value will be equal to the price for which the prop- 
erty is ultimately sold; and 


(e) state that the net asset value per individual variable insur- 
ance contract for the purchase or redemption of individual 
variable insurance contracts may differ from the amounts 
that would be paid to contractholders on dissolution of the 
fund. 


Annual Statement to Contractholder: 


The insurer shall furnish to the contractholder, within four months 
of each successive fiscal year end of the fund insurer, a statement 
showing the following: 


(a) the information required by Form 1, Item 11; 


(b) the management expense ratio with a brief explanation 
thereof; 


(c) the value of the benefits under the contractholder’s indi- 
vidual variable insurance contract related to the market value 
of the segregated fund at the end of the period covered by 
the statement; 


(d) the amount, if any, allocated under the contractholder’s in- 
dividual variable insurance contract to a segregated fund 
during the period covered by the statement; 


(e) the overall rate of return, calculated on a net basis, for the 
segregated fund for the last 1, 3, 5 and 10 year periods, if 
applicable; 


(f) the most recent audited financial statements of the fund; 


(g) astatement that semi-annual unaudited financial statements 
are available upon request; and 
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(h) if the insurer specifies an insurance fee limit pursuant to 
Section 12.3(4)(b), the changes to the insurance fee in ac- 
cordance with Section 12.3(4)(c). 


Semi-Annual Financial Statements: 
The insurer shall, upon request, make available to each applica- 


ble Insurance Regulator copies of the semi-annual unaudited and 
audited financial statements.

CONTRACTHOLDER: 
Delivery of Information Folder: 


Before an application for an individual variable insurance con- 
tract is signed by a prospective contractholder, a true copy of the 
corresponding information folder then on file with the Insurance 
Regulator of the particular jurisdiction, pursuant to Part IV of 
these Guidelines, shall be delivered to the prospective con- 
tractholder. 


Where a contract is not an individual variable insurance contract 
at issue but is subsequently amended to become an individual 
variable insurance contract upon application by the contractholder 
for such amendment, a true copy of the corresponding informa- 
tion folder then on file, pursuant to Part IV of these Guidelines, 
shall be delivered to the contractholder prior to the effective date 
of such amendment, if not previously delivered. 


Acknowledgement of Receipt of Information Folder: 


The insurer shall, at the time of delivery, obtain from any person 
to whom an information folder is delivered in compliance with 
Section 6.1 of these Guidelines a signed statement in writing 
acknowledging that he or she has received a copy of such infor- 
mation folder. 


Provision of Summary Fact Statement: 


A summary fact statement in respect of each segregated fund 
must be given to the prospective contractholder at the time of 
delivery of the information folder. The summary fact statement 
may either be a separate document or appear as part of the infor- 
mation folder. 


Requirements for Other Written Documents: 


Where a prospective contractholder is furnished with any other 
type of written document that is a direct inducement to purchase 
a particular individual variable insurance contract such document 
shall: 


(a) be consistent with the relevant provisions of that particular 
contract and Part VIII, Advertising, of these Guidelines; and 


(b) contain the following warning set out in bold, capitalized 
print: 


‘SUBJECT TO ANY APPLICABLE DEATH AND 
MATURITY GUARANTEE, ANY PART OF THE 
PREMIUM OR OTHER AMOUNT THAT IS 
ALLOCATED TO A SEGREGATED FUND IS 
INVESTED AT THE RISK OF THE CON- 
TRACTHOLDER AND MAY INCREASE OR 
DECREASE IN VALUE ACCORDING TO FLUC- 
TUATIONS IN THE MARKET VALUE OF THE 
ASSETS IN THE SEGREGATED FUND’. 


PART VII - CORPORATE GOVERNANCE OF SEGREGATED

FUNDS: 


An insurer that establishes and maintains a segregated fund as a 
fund for investment under individual variable insurance contracts 
shall: 
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(a) prepare the segregated fund’s financial statements, described 
in Part XII of these Guidelines, annually; 


(b) appoint an auditor to make such examination as the auditor 
considers necessary to enable the auditor to report on the 
segregated fund’s financial statements; 


(c) monitor the quality of internal controls in place for the seg- 
regated fund; 


(d) ensure that the segregated fund has an investment policy in 
accordance with Part X of these Guidelines, and monitor 
the segregated fund for compliance with that policy; 


(e€) review any partitions or mergers of segregated funds as de- 
scribed in Part XI or Part XII of these Guidelines; and 


(f) make available explanatory materials to life agents. 


PART VIII -ADVERTISING:

Advertising: 


No insurer or agent shall give any undertaking or make any prom- 
ises as to the future value of a segregated fund, of any interest in 
a segregated fund, or of any benefit supported by a segregated 
fund except with respect to a guarantee for the return of all or 
portion of the premiums on death or at maturity as provided for 
under the individual variable insurance contract. 


Unfair and Deceptive Acts and Practices: 


No insurer may engage in any unfair or deceptive acts or prac- 
tices including: 


(a) the issuance of any illustration, circular, memorandum or 
statement that misrepresents, or omits material information 
and thus misrepresents, terms, benefits or advantages of any 
individual variable insurance contract issued or to be is- 
sued; 


(b) the giving of any false or misleading statement as to the 
terms, benefits or advantages of any individual variable in- 
surance contract issued or to be issued; 


(c) the making of any incomplete comparison of an individual 
variable insurance contract with that of any other insurer 
for the purpose of inducing, or intending to induce, a 
contractholder to forfeit or surrender his or her contract; 


(d) the making of any incomplete comparison of an individual 
variable insurance contract with other investment vehicles, 
that is so incomplete that it misrepresents the individual 
variable insurance contract’s terms, benefits or advantages; 


(e) the making of any advertisement which, directly or indi- 
rectly, unfairly criticizes the contracts, services or methods 
of its competitors; or 


(f) the doing of any other activity or the failure to do an act that 
may be deemed to be an unfair or deceptive act or practice 
by any applicable legislation of a particular jurisdiction. 


Words or Sentences Used in Advertisements: 


The words or sentences regarding life insurance coverage under 
an individual variable insurance contract must be explained in 
the advertisement. Expressions commonly used in individual 
variable insurance contracts must also be used in advertisements 
respecting such contracts. 


Clarity of Written Advertisements: 
All information in written advertisements must be clearly pre- 


sented and correspond with the statements relating thereto or be 
grouped under appropriate headings so that the advertisement is 
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factual and the text of the advertisement is comprehensible and 
coherent. 


If Advertisement Lists Advantages, Must Also List Limita- 
tions: 


When an advertisement mentions any advantage, such as the na- 
ture of the coverage, the benefits payable or any other advantage 
attached to the individual variable insurance contract or to one of 
its provisions, it must also fairly disclose, in close proximity, and 
in the same manner, any limitations, exceptions or reductions 
which affect the nature of the coverage. 


Advertisements that State Term or Age as a Condition: 


An advertisement respecting an individual variable insurance con- 
tract, whether purchased as a registered or non-registered policy, 
shall provide the prospective contractholder with adequate infor- 
mation respecting the issue date of the contract, particularly as it 
relates to the prospective contractholder’s age. 


An advertisement for a Registered Retirement Savings Plan 
(“RRSP”) which states a term or age as a condition of the valid- 
ity of the contract shall indicate that it must convert to an annuity 
or a Registered Retirement Income Fund (“RRIF”) before the 
end of the year in which the insured attains the age limit speci- 
fied in the applicable income tax legislation. 


Advertisement Referring to Renewal, Cancellation or Term- 
ination: 


An advertisement which refers to renewal, cancellation or termi- 
nation of an individual variable insurance contract shall describe 
the provisions of the contract which are related thereto. 
Advertisement Not to be Misleading: 


No advertisement shall: 


(a) contain false, misleading, unwarranted or exaggerated state- 
ments, either directly or by implication; 


(b) make misleading or inaccurate presentations; 


(c) conflict with any information contained in an information 
folder or in a sales communication; 


(d) contain false or misleading testimonials; 
(e) disparage another company’s product; 


(f) deliberately imitate the text, slogans or illustrations of other 
advertisers in order to mislead the consumer; 


(g) change or distort the true meaning of statements by actu- 
arial, technical, medical or professional authorities; 


(h) use technical or industry terminology without considera- 
tion of the level of comprehension of the public; 


(i) contain statements that appear to have an actuarial or tech- 
nical basis when, in fact they do not; 


(j) offer guarantees of any kind unless the conditions and lim- 
its are fully explained; 


(k) include statements likely to mislead the public to believe 
that the benefits may be greater than those provided for in 
the contract; 


(1) include statements likely to mislead as to the amounts of 
benefits paid, the number of persons insured or other statis- 
tical information respecting an insurer or an insurance con- 
tract; or 


(m) use Statistics without clearly identifying their source. 
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Testimonials: 


Testimonials used in an advertisement must be of a general na- 
ture, be authentic and express the current opinion of the author of 
the testimony at that time. Where a testimonial or a recommen- 
dation is paid for directly or indirectly by the insurer, or someone 
on its behalf, the advertisement shall so state. When using a 
testimonial, the insurer shall be deemed to assume as its own all 
of the statements contained therein. 


Advertisement to Establish Real Identity: 


An advertisement shall establish the real identity of the insurer 
and must not mention any device which is misleading in relation 
to a trade name, service mark, slogan or symbol. It shall also 
contain the date of its first publication. 


Advertisement of Fund-of-Fund Arrangements: 


All advertisements with respect to fund-of-fund arrangements, 
as described in Section 10.3, shall prominently state the name of 
the insurance company that issued the contract. 


Insurer’s Corporate Name: 


The insurer’s corporate name shall be displayed more prominently 
than any other entity and printed in full in an advertisement and 
must be prominently shown on any accompanying application 
for an individual variable insurance contract. 


Text Requirements and Warnings: 


Disclaimers or asterisked information in a written advertisement 
should be so located and large enough to be clearly visible. All 
warnings and disclaimers shall be at least 10-point type if con- 
tained in a written sales communication, or clearly displayed and 
audible or visible for a reasonable period of time if broadcast or 
delivered by way of an electronic medium. 


All other text in a written sales communication shall be at least 
10-point type. 


All sales communications, whether written, or delivered by way 
of electronic media, shall include the prescribed warning (with 
appropriate modifications by an insurer selling a life insurance 
contract or an immediate annuity contract that provides for in- 
vestment in a segregated fund), as set out Section 5.2(d) except 
in circumstances where the sales communication does not con- 
tain any performance data and the warning would constitute more 
than 50% of the sales communication. 


Provisions for Registered and Non-Registered Individual 
Variable Insurance Contracts: 


An insurer shall: 


(a) indicate in the information folder in respect of registered, 
individual variable insurance contracts that such contracts 
are one of a number of different vehicles for the accumula- 
tion of retirement income; 


(b) whenever tax saving, as opposed to tax sheltering or defer- 
ral, is described as an advantage of a registered, individual 
variable insurance contract, indicate that ultimately all ben- 
efits received shall be added to income for tax purposes; 


“Performance data” means any rating, ranking, quotation, dis- 
cussion or analysis regarding rate of return, yield, volatility or 
other measurement or description of the investment performance 
of a segregated fund. 


No advertisement may contain performance data unless it com- 
plies with the following guidelines:

(i) the segregated fund has been available for investment 
for at least 12 months; or

(i1) if the segregated fund invests in secondary funds, at 
least 80% of the number of secondary funds in which 
it invests have been available for investment for at least

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ance data which is given shall be calculated for the most 
recent 7 day period for which it is practicable to calculate 
the standard performance data taking into account publica- 
tion deadlines, provided that this 7 day period is not more 
than 3 months prior to the date of the appearance or use of 
the advertisement in which it is included and not more than 
3 months prior to the date of first publication of any other 
advertisement in which it is used; 


for other than a money market fund, the indicated rate of 
return shall be the historical annual compound total return 
including changes in unit value and reinvestment of all divi- 
dends or distributions but not taking into account sales, re- 
demption, distribution or optional charges payable by any 
contractholder which would have reduced returns; 


where performance data is advertised, comply with Section 
8.1 and include the prescribed warning set out in Section 
5.2(d), and indicate: 


(1) where an illustration of growth rates of a segregated 
fund is based upon the past performance of a segre- 
gated fund itself or of similar funds or of one or more 
indices, it shall also be made clear that such past re- 
sults should not be construed as being indicative of 
the future performance of the segregated fund; 


(11) performance data must be reported, at a minimum, on 
a 1, 3,5 and 10 year basis. Where a segregated fund 
has not been in existence for 10 years, then its per- 
formance data should be reported, at minimum, on a

(iii) performance data which is provided must, at a mini- 
mum, be for the 1, 3, 5, and 10 year periods, or as is 
applicable, ending on a calendar month not more than 
3 months prior to the date of first publication; 


where performance data is advertised with respect to in- 
vestments over a Stipulated period of time, indicate also any 
qualification which would prevent redemptions prior to ex- 
piry of such period; 


where withdrawal privileges for investments in a segregated 
fund are advertised, indicate any qualification preventing 
withdrawal of the redemption request; 


where fees or charges are referred to, include a statement 
listing all fees and charges which are applicable; 


where costs or commissions on sales of individual variable 
insurance contracts are referred to as applying or not apply- 
ing, include a statement listing all fees and charges applica- 
ble to those sales. Where a withdrawal charge 1s applicable, 
include a statement listing the charge; 


where describing an individual variable insurance contract 
as suitable for registration (e.g. as an RRSP), include the 
following statements: 


(i) if applicable, that certain of its regular contractual ben- 
efits may be required to be modified under the terms 
of an endorsement upon registration; 


(ii) that registered life insurance contracts may be more 
suitable as a means of long duration investment rather 
than short duration; 


(iii) that the prospective contractholder discuss fully all as- 
pects of registration with the insurer or agent before 
the purchase of any registered, individual variable in- 
surance contract; and 


the insurer shall not refer to immediate tax saving as the

Performance Comparisons for Segregated Funds: 


A sales communication or advertisement that compares the perfor- 
mance of one or more segregated funds to a consumer price in- 
dex, any stock, bond or other index, average, or any guaranteed 
investment certificate or other certificate or deposit, real estate 
or any other investment of any kind or nature, including another 
segregated fund, shall: 


(a) include all facts that, if disclosed, would likely materially 
alter conclusions reasonably drawn or implied by the com- 
parison; 


(b) present data for each subject of comparison for the same 
period(s); and 


(c) where the performance of an index or average is compared, 
if appropriate in view of the nature of the comparison, de- 
scribe the index or average, point out if there are material 
differences between the composition of or calculation of 
the performance of the index or average and the investment 
portfolio of the segregated fund and state any other factors 
to make the comparison fair and not misleading. 


Illustrations: 


An illustration presenting any prospective accumulation of the 
value of contributions to an individual variable insurance con- 
tract shall include a statement that the accumulation may be used 
at maturity to provide an annuity, or if it is a life insurance prod- 
uct, shall include a statement that the accumulation may provide 
a death benefit, and, in either case, shall also state the rate of 
growth assumed in calculating the illustration and shall also state 
whether or not any guarantee applies in whole or in part, and the 
nature of such guarantee. 


The contents of an illustration must meet the minimum require- 
ments set forth in the CLHIA’s Guideline for Life Insurance 
Illustrations, as may be amended from time to time. 


Standard Performance Measurement Presentation: 


The standard performance data of a segregated fund shall be 
calculated and disclosed in accordance with the Best Practices 
Guidelines — Performance Data, such guidelines to be jointly 
approved by the CCIR and the CLHIA.

Insurer Shall Obtain Written Agreement from Agent: 


An insurer offering individual variable insurance contracts for 
sale through agents or brokers shall have a written agreement 
(the “agent’s agreement’) with each agent or corporate agency 
authorized to sell individual variable insurance contracts. 


No Unauthorized Advertisements: 


No advertisement shall be published and no pamphlet or booklet 
concerning or referring to an insurer’s individual variable insur- 
ance contracts shall be issued, displayed or circulated by the agent 
unless prior authorization is obtained 1n writing from the insurer. 
The insurer remains bound by the rules pertaining to Advertising 
as set out in Part VIII of these Guidelines. 


“Trailer” or Service Fees: 


Where an agent is entitled to receive “trailer” or service fees from 
the insurer or the manager of the segregated fund, and these fees 
are charged to the assets of the segregated fund, this fact shall be 
disclosed to prospective contractholders in the information folder, 
along with an explanation of the services that they can expect to 
receive as a result. 
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The insurer shall provide the particulars of such fees in the 
information folder, in accordance with Form 1, Item 12, if the 
fees are charged to the assets of the segregated fund.

The audited financial statements for a segregated fund shall 
set out in tabular form the management expense ratio for 
each fee option under an individual variable insurance con- 
tract for each of the last five completed financial years of 
the segregated fund, together with a brief description of the 
method of calculating the management expense ratio. 


Where the basis of the calculation of fees and charges and 
other expenses that are charged to a segregated fund are 
changed or proposed to be changed and where such change 
would have a material effect on the management expense 
ratio for the last completed financial year of the segregated 
fund if such change had been in effect for such year, the 
information folder shall disclose the effect of such change. 


Where any financial period referred to in Section 9.4(1) is 
less than 12 months, the management expense ratio shall be 
shown on an annualized basis with reference to the period 
covered and to the fact that the management expense ratio 
for the period has been annualized. 


The management expense ratio of a segregated fund appli- 
cable to a particular fee option under an individual variable 
insurance contract for any financial year shall be obtained 
by dividing (i) the aggregate of all fees and charges and 
other expenses paid or payable by the segregated fund dur- 
ing or in respect of the financial year in question which 
relate to that particular fee option, by (ii) the amount of the 
average net asset value of the segregated fund attributable 
to the particular fee option for the financial year in question 
and multiplying the quotient by 100. For the purpose of 
making this calculation: 


(a) the expression “the average net asset value of the seg- 
regated fund attributable to the particular fee option 
for a financial year” means the result obtained by: 


(i) adding together the amounts determined to be the 
net asset value of the segregated fund attribut- 
able to the particular fee option as at the close of 
business of the segregated fund on each day dur- 
ing the financial year in question on which the 
net asset value of the segregated fund has been 
determined in the manner from time to time as 
described in Item 2 of Form 1; 


(ii) dividing the amount resulting from the addition 
provided for in clause (i) by the number of days 
during the financial year in question on which 
the net asset value has been determined; 


(b) for the purposes of Section 9.4, the expression “all 
fees and charges and other expenses” means all fees 
and charges paid or payable by the segregated fund 
and all expenses incurred in the ordinary course of 
business relating to the organization, management and 
operation of the segregated fund including interest 
charges (if any) and all taxes other than income taxes, 
but excluding commissions and brokerage fees on the 
purchase and sale of portfolio securities; 


(c) If any fees and expenses otherwise payable by a seg- 
regated fund in a financial year were waived or other- 
wise absorbed by the insurer, the fund shall disclose 
in a note to the disclosure of its management expense 
ratio, details of: 


(i) what the management expense ratio would have 
been without any waivers or absorptions; 
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(ii) the length of time that the waiver or absorption 
is expected to continue; 


(iii) whether the waiver or absorption can be termi- 
nated at any time by the insurer; and 


(iv) any other arrangements concerning the waiver 
or absorption; 


(d) A segregated fund that has separate classes or series 
of units shall calculate a management expense ratio 
for each class or series, in the manner required by this 
section, modified as appropriate; and 


(e) The management expense ratio of a segregated fund 
for a financial year of less than 12 months shall be 
annualized. 


The audited financial statements of the segregated fund shall 
set out in appropriate detail the amounts of all fees and 
charges and other expenses, if any, which have been charged 
to the segregated fund during the period covered by the 
financial statements. 


PART X —- INVESTMENTS: 
Investment Policy of the Segregated Fund: 


(1) The insurer shall include a brief statement in the informa- 


tion folder of the investment policy of the segregated fund 
addressing each of the following matters: 


(a) the objectives of the segregated fund including the in- 
vestment style or parameters of the investment port- 
folio; 


(b) use of the segregated fund’s earnings; 


(c) disclosure, at a minimum, of the following principal 
risks, if applicable to the segregated fund: interest rate 
risk; foreign currency risk; credit risk; sovereign risk; 
market risk; special equities risk; real estate risk; and 
derivative risk. State whether or not the segregated fund 
uses leverage, and if so, the manner by which it con- 
trols the risk related to this leverage (e.g., use of 
secondary funds, diversification, etc.); and 


(d) where the segregated fund is an index fund, disclosure 
that as a result of investment decisions for the segre- 
gated fund being based on one or more permitted 
indices, the segregated fund may have more of the net 
assets of the segregated fund invested in one or more 
issuers than is usually permitted for segregated funds, 
and disclosure of the risks associated with that fact, 
including the possible effect of that fact on the liquid- 
ity and diversification of the segregated fund, the abil- 
ity to satisfy redemption requests and on the volatility 
of the segregated fund. 


(2) The insurer shall abide by all of the following limits: 


(a) the sum of the segregated fund’s exposures to any one 
corporate entity may not exceed 10% of the value of 
the fund. Exposure may take the form of securities 
issued by the entity, loans to the entity recorded on the 
face of the financial statements or credit exposure (ex- 
pressed as “credit equivalent amount’) to the entity; 


(b) Section 10.1(2)(a) above shall not apply to a segre- 
gated fund that: 


(i) isan index fund; 


(ii) includes the word ‘index’ in the name of the fund; 
and 
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(ii1) discloses the derivative investment strategy, if the 
fund employs a derivative investment strategy to 
match the index; 


(c) asamatter of investment policy, at the time of making 
an investment, an insurer shall not seek to invest in 
the securities of a company in order to exercise con- 
trol or management of it. However, should an insurer 
ultimately gain control or management of a company 
due to market forces, such as through realization pro- 
cedures, such a circumstance is not prohibited; 


(d) where more than 10% of the market value of the seg- 
regated fund is or will be invested in mortgages, state 
the method used to determine the market value of the 
mortgages. This method must provide for the catego- 
rization of mortgages based on risk, and within each 
category, mortgages are to be valued at a principal 
amount based on the following: the prevailing rate of 
return; the duration; the relationship between the cur- 
rent interest rates and the interest rate of the mortgage 
for that category; and, the statutory requirements re- 
lating to wrap-around mortgages, where applicable; and 


(e) where more than 10% of the market value of the fund 
is or will be invested in real estate for the production 
of income, state the method used to determine the mar- 
ket value of the real estate. This method must include 
the following: the initial market value shall be equal 
to the cost of acquiring the real estate including pro- 
fessional fees and other costs; each parcel of real es- 
tate must be appraised by an independent qualified ap- 
praiser at least once every 3 years; each parcel of real 
estate must be appraised at least once a year by a quali- 
fied appraiser and may include an updating of previ- 
ous appraisals; for dates where no appraisal is avail- 
able, the insurer must provide a monthly market value; 
all appraisals in any one year must be scheduled at 
regular intervals over the year; where a material change 
in the condition of any real estate held in the segre- 
gated fund occurs that could materially affect the fund’s 
market value, the insurer must immediately arrange 
for an appraisal by an independent qualified appraiser 
of such real estate and adjust the valuation of it at the 
next monthly valuation date after the appraisal is made. 


10.2. Derivatives: 


(1) Use of Derivatives Instruments in an Unlevered Port- 


folio: 


Where the investment policy of a segregated fund states 
that leverage will not be used, the notional amount of de- 
rivatives used by the segregated fund shall not exceed 100% 
of the value of the net assets of the segregated fund, subject 
to a short-term 2% variation depending on movements in 
the foreign exchange value of the currency in which the 
units of the fund are offered. In those instances, where de- 
rivatives add to the market exposure of the segregated fund 
(e.g., through a long position in a futures contract, swaps, 
call financial options, or a short position in a put financial 
option), the segregated fund will hold cash which together 
with any margin on account are equal to the notional value 
of any derivative instrument held. Where the derivatives 
provide negative market exposures to the segregated fund 
(e.g., a short position in a futures contract, swap, call finan- 
cial option or a long position in a put financial option), the 
segregated fund must hold a position in the underlying in- 
strument in the portfolio or an equivalent long position equal 
to the notional value of the derivatives instrument held. 


Derivatives may be used in hedging positions recorded on 
the face of the financial statements and positions disclosed 
in the notes to the financial statements, to generate income 
(by sale of covered calls) or for replication of an index. 


For segregated funds using derivatives to change the asset

exposure and currency exposure, the notional value of the 
derivatives relating to assets shall be measured independ- 
ently of those relating to currency so that the currency 
positions do not independently exceed the net assets of the 
segregated fund. 


Use of Derivatives Instruments in a Levered Portfolio: 


Where the investment policy of a segregated fund specifi- 
cally states that leverage will be or may be used, derivatives 
may be used to create this leverage if all of the following 
conditions are met: 


(a) no more than 20% of the net assets of the segregated 
funds will be invested in any particular trading strat- 
egy or approach using leverage; 


(b) the segregated fund will isolate each levered trading 
strategy or approach in limited liability secondary 
funds in order to protect the segregated fund from los- 
ing more than 20% of the net assets of the segregated 
fund on that strategy; 


(c) onaquarterly basis, the management of the segregated 
fund will make such risk management studies as it 
deems prudent to ensure that each of the levered strat- 
egies anticipated for a segregated fund is relatively 
independent of other such strategies (e.g., low corre- 
lation, etc.); and 


(d) where leverage is being used, the contractholder shall 
be informed in the information folder of the historical 
and anticipated risk level of the segregated fund with 
such measures as standard deviation. 


Over-the-Counter Derivatives Instruments: 


Where over-the-counter derivatives instruments are used, 
the following conditions must be met: 


(a) acalculation of the counterparty exposure amount must 
be made at least monthly for each counterparty and 
such exposure to any counterparty taken together with 
any exposures recorded on the face of the financial 
statements must not exceed 10% of the net assets of 
the segregated fund for any individual counterparty; 
and 


(b) fund managers are prohibited from making derivative 
contracts on behalf of the segregated fund with the 
sponsoring insurer or any entity controlled by, or in 
control of, the sponsoring insurer, or in the control of 
an entity in control of the sponsoring insurer. 


Valuation of Derivatives: 


Positions in derivative instruments shall be valued at the 
current market value thereof. 


Where a covered clearing corporation financial option, fi- 
nancial option on futures or over-the-counter financial op- 
tion is written, the premium received by the segregated fund 
shall be reflected as a deferred credit that shall be valued at 
an amount equal to the current market value of the clearing 
corporation financial option, financial option on futures or 
over-the-counter financial option that would have the effect 
of closing the position. Any difference resulting from re- 
valuation shall be treated as an unrealized gain or loss on 
investment. The deferred debit or credit shall be included in 
determining the net asset value of the segregated fund. The 
securities, if any, which are the subject of a written clearing 
corporation financial option or over-the-counter financial 
option shall be valued at their current market value. 


The value of a futures contract, or a forward contract, shall 
be the gain or loss with respect thereto that would be real- 
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ized if, on the valuation date, the position in the futures 
contract, or the forward contract, as the case may be, were 
to be closed out unless “daily limits” are in effect, in which 
case fair value shall be based on the current market value of 
the underlying asset. 


Margin paid or deposited in respect of futures contracts and 
forward contracts shall be reflected as an account receiv- 
able and margin consisting of assets other than cash shall 
be noted as held as margin. 


In accordance with Section 13.2(4)(e), the value of written 
clearing corporation financial options, positions in future 
contracts and positions in forward contracts determined in 
accordance with this paragraph shall be disclosed in the state- 
ment of investment portfolio of the segregated fund. 


10.3. Investments in Another Fund: 


(1)

Notwithstanding Section 10.1(2), an investment in a sec- 
ondary fund is permitted by a segregated fund (the “‘princi- 
pal fund’’), provided that the following conditions are met: 


(a) adequate disclosure of this practice is made in the in- 
formation folder; 


(b) the principal fund establishes a unit value; 


(c) there is disclosure in the information folder of any man- 
agement fees or sales charges by the principal and the 
secondary fund. These fees or charges are to be in- 
cluded in the calculation of the management expense 
ratio of the principal fund. Where a principal fund in- 
vests in a secondary fund of the same insurer or of an 
entity controlled by, or in control of, the insurer or in 
the control of an entity in control of the insurer, there 
shall be no duplication of management fees or sales 
charges; 


(d) where an investment in a secondary fund is greater 
than 20% of the assets of the principal fund, there is 
disclosure in the information folder of those assets held 
in the secondary fund if not otherwise disclosed in the 
audited financial statements of the principal fund; and 


(e) the investment policy of the principal fund continues 
to be followed. 


In addition, an investment in a secondary fund is permitted 
by a segregated fund (the “principal fund”), provided that 
the following conditions are met: 


(a) as required by Section 8.11, the insurer’s corporate 
name shall be printed in full on the front cover of the 
information folder and should identify the insurance 
company name and logo more prominently than the 
name or logo of the secondary fund or any other entity 
associated with the secondary fund; 


(b) in the event that the name of the segregated fund in- 
cludes the name of the entity associated with the sec- 
ondary fund, additional disclosure should be provided 
to clearly indicate that the individual variable insur- 
ance contract 1s issued by the insurance company, and 
that the insurance company is providing all guaran- 
teed benefits under the contract; 


(c) the Executive Summary must state that the contract- 
holder is purchasing an insurance contract and is not a 
unitholder of the underlying mutual fund; 


(d) comprehensive disclosure of the fundamental invest- 
ment objectives and policies of the secondary fund shall 
be included in the information folder; 


(e) disclosure shall be made that the fundamental invest- 
ment objectives of the secondary fund cannot be

changed unless approved by the unitholders of the sec- 
ondary fund, and that upon such approval, segregated 
fund contractholders will be given notice of such 
change; 


(f) contractholders must be advised, in the Information 
Folder and in the Annual Statement to the Contract- 
holder, that copies of the simplified prospectus, an- 
nual information form, financial highlights and audited 
financial statements, or the disclosure documents 
required for the secondary fund, are available upon 
request; 


(g) all contract charges should be described and distin- 
guished from fund charges under one common head- 
ing in the information folder, and the individual ele- 
ments of the management expense ratio (“MER”) of 
the principal fund shall be disclosed as either: (1) the 
MER and management fee of the principal fund (each 
including the corresponding MER and management 
fee of the secondary fund) or (ii) the MER of the sec- 
ondary fund, plus the management fee and adminis- 
trative expenses of the principal fund; 


(h) Section 13.2(4) shall be complied with by disclosing 
the top 25 holdings of the secondary fund or, if there 
is more than one secondary fund, by disclosing the top 
5 holdings of each of the secondary funds. 


Illiquid Investments: 


Where in the case of any investment there is no marketplace where 
such investment may normally be purchased and sold and public 
quotations in common use in respect thereof are not available, 
such investment will be considered to be an illiquid investment 
notwithstanding the fact that any party has agreed to purchase 
the investment. Examples of illiquid investment include, but are 
not limited to: limited partnership interests that are not listed; 
non-publicly traded securities; and, over-the-counter financial 
options entered into for non-hedging purposes. However, over- 
the-counter financial options entered into for hedging purposes 
in accordance with Section 10.2(2) of these Guidelines are not 
deemed to be illiquid investments. In addition, limited liability 
vehicles or secondary funds used to protect against excessive loss 
where leverage is being used are not deemed to be illiquid in- 
vestments, provided that the underlying securities are themselves 
not illiquid investments. 


Subject to the specific provisions set out below respecting cer- 
tain types of segregated funds, in general, a segregated fund shall 
not, without prior written notice to the applicable Insurance Regu- 
lators, invest more than 10% of its net assets (taken at market 
value at the time of the investment) in illiquid investments. 


Real Estate: 


(1) Where a segregated fund invests in real estate, the invest- 
ment policy of the segregated fund must outline the insur- 
er’s purchase and sale of real estate in respect of the fund 
over the last five years. In addition, the investment policy 
must state the following: 


(a) that no investment can be made in real estate except 
for the production of income; 


(b) that the segregated fund is not permitted to invest in 
raw or undeveloped land; 


(c) an insurer shall not sell or transfer real estate invest- 
ments from or to a segregated fund of the insurer, to 
or from another fund of the insurer at other than its 
fair value as determined by an independent qualified 
appraiser; 


(d) that the segregated fund is not permitted to invest more 
than 10% of its assets in real estate, unless the segre- 
gated fund is a real estate fund; 


(e) 


(g) 
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that the segregated fund is not permitted to invest in 
real estate until its net assets are equal to or greater 
than $10,000,000; 


where more than 10% of the segregated fund’s market 
value is invested or will be invested in real estate for 
the production of income, state the methods used to 
determine the market value of the real estate, consist- 
ent with the following: 


(i) the initial market value is the cost of acquiring 
the real estate including professional fees and 
other acquisition costs; 


(11) anindependent qualified appraiser must appraise 
each parcel of real estate at least once every three 
years; 


(iii) a qualified appraiser must appraise each parcel 
of real estate at least once a year and may in- 
clude an updating of previous appraisals; 


(iv) the insurer must determine a monthly market 
value at dates for which an appraisal 1s not avail- 
able based on the price the real estate would bring 
if sold on the open market after a reasonable time 
to a knowledgeable purchaser; 


(v) all appraisals in any year must be arranged so 
that the valuations of the market value of indi- 
vidual parcels of real estate are made at regular 
intervals over the year; 


(vi) the insurer shall ensure that the contents of ap- 
praisal reports and the valuation methodologies 
used in appraisal reports meet the minimum 
standards of the Appraisal Institute of Canada, 
which are contained in the Uniform Standards of 
Professional Appraisal Practice with the Cana- 
dian Supplement, and the Handbook for Appraisal 
Guidelines, as amended from time to time; 


(vii) in the event of a material change in the condition 
of any real estate held in the fund that may affect 
the market value of the segregated fund, the in- 
surer must immediately arrange for the appraisal 
of it by an independent qualified appraiser, and 
adjust the valuation of the real estate at the next 
monthly valuation after the appraisal is made; and 


where a segregated fund is invested in real estate over 
30% of the net asset value of the fund, that there are 
minimum levels that must be met as a percentage or 
amount of the total net asset value of the segregated 
fund held in liquid assets, as follows:

A segregated fund may invest in a joint venture arrange- 
ment in respect of real estate only if: 


(a) the fund’s interest in the joint venture arrangement is 
not subject to any restriction on transfer other than a 
right of first refusal, if any, in favour of the joint ven- 
turers; 


(b) the fund has a right of first refusal to buy the interests 
of joint ventures; and 


(c) the joint venture arrangement provides an appropriate 
buy-sell mechanism to enable the fund to cause the 
joint venturers to purchase the fund’s interest or to 
sell their interests to the fund. 


A segregated fund shall not lease or sublease to any person 
any real estate, premises or space where that person and its 
affiliates would, after the contemplated lease or sublease, 
be leasing or subleasing real estate, premises or space hav- 
ing a fair market value net of encumbrances in excess of 
20% of the net asset value of the fund. 


A segregated fund shall not enter into any transaction in- 
volving the purchase of real estate or real estate improve- 
ments thereon and the leasing thereof back to the vendor 
where the fair market value net of encumbrances on the real 
estate being leased to the vendor together with all other real 
estate being leased by the fund to the vendor and its affili- 
ates is in excess of 20% of the net asset value of the fund. 


No units of a real estate segregated fund shall be issued 
under an individual variable insurance contract unless the 
premium relating thereto is fully paid for in cash. No indi- 
vidual variable insurance contract shall be issued, directly 
or indirectly, as consideration for real estate or services. No 
acquisition of real estate shall be made by a segregated fund 
on the condition or understanding that the vendor of the 
real estate subscribe for individual variable insurance con- 
tracts held in the segregated fund. 


No investments can be made in any one parcel of real estate 
to an extent of more than 10% of the market value of the 
segregated fund’s assets at the time of making the invest- 
ments, except for the amount transferred by an insurer to 
establish a segregated fund, and no more than 25% of the 
transferred amount can be invested in any one parcel of real 
estate. 


Unless a segregated fund has either reserved the right in its 
discretion to purchase real estate in its information folder 
or is a real estate fund, it must not participate in the pur- 
chase of real estate, other than real estate acquired from 
foreclosure of mortgages held by the segregated fund. 


If on a redemption date a real estate segregated fund is 
unable to redeem all individual variable insurance con- 
tracts in respect of which redemption has been requested, 
redemptions shall be made “pro rata’. 


Mortgages: 


(1) 


Where a segregated fund invests in mortgages the invest- 
ment policy of the segregated fund must state the follow- 


ing: 


(a) that no investments can be made in any one mortgage 
to an extent of more than 5% of the market value of 
the segregated fund’s assets at the time of making the 
investments, except for the amount transferred by an 
insurer to establish a segregated fund, and that no more 
than 25% of the transferred amount can be invested in 
any one mortgage; 


(b) except for a mortgage approved or insured under the 
National Housing Act (Canada), which must be trans- 
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ferred at market value, state that the insurer cannot 
sell or transfer mortgage investments from or to a seg- 
regated fund of the insurer, to or from another fund of 
the insurer. A sale or transfer of a mortgage invest- 
ment to a segregated fund from another fund of the 
insurer within 60 days of the first advance under the 
mortgage shall not be considered as a sale or transfer 
where there has been no material change in value since 
the date of the first advance. However, a sale or trans- 
fer may be made provided that such sale or transfer is 
effected at fair value as determined by an independent 
qualified appraiser; 


(c) where more than 10% of the segregated fund’s market 
value is invested in mortgages or will be invested in 
mortgages, state the methods used to determine the 
market value of the mortgages, consistent with the fol- 
lowing: 


(i) all mortgages must be divided into categories of 
similar risk characteristics. Certain mortgages 
must be placed in their own category, such as: 
leasehold mortgages; participation mortgages; 
mortgages on land only; construction mortgages 
and mortgages in default over 6 months; 


(ii) mortgages in each category must be valued at a 
principal amount that will produce the prevail- 
ing rate of return of new mortgage loans in that 
category and for an assumed duration. Refer to 
the remaining term to maturity, the period remain- 
ing until the date the mortgage can be repaid, and 
the relationship, between the interest rate of the 
mortgage and the current existing market inter- 
est rates for that category of mortgages; and 


to calculate the value of a wrap-around mortgage, 
the wrap-around mortgage and the original mort- 
gage shall each be valued separately, as set out in 
subparagraph (11), and the value of the mortgage 
or mortgages must be deducted from the value 
of the wrap-around mortgage; and 


(ii1) 


(d) where a segregated fund is invested in mortgages over 
30% of the net asset value of the fund, there are mini- 
mum levels that must be met as a percentage or amount 
of the net asset value of the segregated fund held in 
liquid assets, as follows:

A segregated fund is not permitted to invest in mortgages 
until its net assets are equal to or greater than $350,000. 


A segregated fund is not permitted to invest more than 10% 
of its assets in mortgages, unless the segregated fund is a 
mortgage fund. Only mortgages, representing up to 75% of 
the fair market value of the real estate as appraised by a 
qualified appraiser, unless insured, on real estate situated 
within Canada are permissible investments.

In addition to the general requirements for segregated funds 
set out in these Guidelines, a segregated fund held as a mort- 
gage fund must comply with the following additional re- 
quirements: 


(a) “Liquid” or “liquidity” means, 


(i) cash and treasury bills or other evidences of in- 
debtedness issued, or fully guaranteed as to prin- 
cipal and interest, by: 


(A) any of the Federal, Provincial or Territorial 
Governments of Canada or an agency there- 
of, 


(B) the Government of the United States or any 
political subdivision thereof, the Govern- 
ment of any sovereign state or any super- 
natural agency, provided that such treasury 
bills or other evidences of indebtedness have 
an approved credit rating; or 


(C) any Canadian financial institution as that 
term is defined under the Insurance Com- 
panies Act (Canada), provided that such 
treasury bills or other evidences of indebt- 
edness have an approved credit rating; and 


(ii) aNHA or provincially-insured mortgage-backed 
security. 


(b) The mortgage fund shall maintain the following liquid-

(c) The mortgage fund shall not invest in commercial, in- 
dustrial or residential properties of more than 8 units 
until the mortgage fund has net assets totalling more 
than $15,000,000. 

If on a redemption date a mortgage segregated fund is 

unable to redeem all individual variable insurance contracts 


in respect of which redemption has been requested, redemp- 
tions shall be made “pro rata”. 


10.7 Borrowing:

An insurer shall not on behalf of a segregated fund pledge, 
mortgage or hypothecate its assets, except: (i) in the course 
of an acquisition or a renewal of the pledge, mortgage or 
hypothec; (ii) as a temporary measure for the purpose of 
accommodating requests for the redemption of units of the 
segregated fund while effecting an orderly liquidation of

(b) the aggregate of (1) the total indebtedness of the segre- 
gated fund under mortgages on the security of real 
property and (ii) the amount of additional indebted- 
ness proposed to be assumed does not exceed 50% of 
the total asset value of the segregated fund. 


(3) An insurer shall not on behalf of a real estate segregated 
fund directly or indirectly guarantee any indebtedness or 
liabilities of any kind except indebtedness assumed or in- 
curred under a mortgage on the security of real property by 
a corporation wholly-owned by the insurer and operated 
solely for the purpose of holding a particular real property 
or properties on behalf of the segregated fund where such 
mortgage, if granted directly, would not cause the segre- 
gated fund to contravene Section 10.7(2) above. 


Non-Arm’s Length Transactions: 


A segregated fund shall purchase an investment based on its pre- 
vailing market price, or where an investment is purchased other 
than through normal market facilities, based on what would have 
been its reasonably negotiated price with an arm’s length party.

SEGREGATED FUNDS: 
General: 


This Part applies to the partitioning of assets within a segregated 
fund, other than as a routine internal accounting practice per- 
formed in the ordinary course of business, in order to effect a 
merger or other reorganization of a segregated fund. 


Equitable Allocation: 


Where an insurer wishes to partition assets within a segregated 
fund, the insurer shall determine that the allocation of assets is 
equitable to all variable insurance contractholders whether or not 
their variable insurance contracts are registered or non-registered, 
or were purchased by way of individual or group contracts. 


Notice to Contractholders: 


Each contractholder and each applicable Insurance Regulator shall 
receive written notice by regular mail to their last known address 
of such a partitioning of assets within a segregated fund at least 
60 days prior to its occurrence. If the partitioning of assets oc- 
curs in conjunction with a merger of segregated funds, then the 
notice shall describe both events, and comply with Part XII be- 
low. If the partitioning of assets is not done in conjunction with a 
merger of segregated funds, then the notice shall explain why the 
insurer is partitioning the assets of the fund. 


Terms of the Contract: 


It is the duty of the insurer to satisfy itself that any partitioning of 
assets within a segregated fund complies with the terms of the 
individual and group variable insurance contracts that it has is- 
sued with respect to such a segregated fund. 


PART XII - FUNDAMENTAL CHANGES AND MERGER OF

SEGREGATED FUNDS 
Merger with Another Segregated Fund of the Same Insurer: 


From time to time, an insurer offering segregated funds as an 
investment under individual variable insurance contracts may wish 
to merge one of its segregated funds with another one (or more) 
of its segregated funds. The following additional steps are re- 
quired to be taken:

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(a) The documents that create and support the merger shall be 
filed with the applicable Insurance Regulator(s) and shall 
provide the following information: 


(i) all relevant legal and financial documents setting out 
the particulars of the two or more segregated funds 
proposed to be merged (the “terminating funds’), in- 
cluding a list of all affected contractholders from the 
terminating funds; 


(ii) the method of merger (e.g., short form vertical amal- 
gamation) of the terminating funds and the details of 
the managerial and custodial arrangements made for 
the resulting segregated fund (the “continuing fund”), 
including the details of any partitioning of assets from 
the terminating funds, as set out in Part XI above; 


the benefits and rights that accrue to the affected 
contractholders under the continuing fund, including 
all details surrounding the assumption of any guaran- 
tees, rights, and the assumption of contract maturity 
dates for the continuing fund; and

(iv) any other information in connection with the steps to 
be taken under this Section that the applicable Insur- 
ance Regulator(s) requests. 


(b) Notless than 60 days prior to the date of the proposed merger, 
written notice of it shall be sent by regular mail to the af- 
fected contractholders of the terminating funds by the in- 
surer responsible for the terminating funds to their last 
known addresses. 


(c) The written notice required in paragraph (b) above shall 
include an option permitting the affected contractholders of 
the terminating funds to “cash-out” their individual vari- 
able insurance contracts, without being charged any exit fees, 
provided that they give written notice of this election to 
their insurer at least 5 business days prior to the date of the 
proposed merger. 


(d) The written notice required in paragraph (b) above shall 
clearly state that if the contractholder chooses the “cash- 
out” option, rather than proceed with the merger, that the 
contractholder will receive the fair market value of the ter- 
minating fund held under the individual variable insurance 
contract, but will not receive the guarantee benefit, unless 
the individual variable insurance contract has reached ma- 
turity, or it coincides with the death benefit. 


Merger with Another Segregated Fund of a Different Insurer: 


Different insurers may wish to merge their segregated funds (the 
“terminating funds’’) into a “continuing fund” arising from the 
merger of the insurers themselves, or as part of the sale of a block 
of insurance business. In such event, the following steps are re- 
quired to be taken: 


(a) The documents that create and support the continuing fund, 
resulting from the merger of the terminating funds, shall be 
filed with the applicable Insurance Regulator(s) by the in- 
surer assuming the continuing funds, and shall provide the 
following information: 


(i) all relevant legal and financial documents regarding 
the particulars of the terminating funds; 


(ii) the method of merger of the terminating funds and the 
arrangements made for the continuing fund, including 
the details of any partitioning of assets from the ter- 
minating funds, as set out in Part XI; above; 


(iii) acopy of the executed Transfer and Assumption Agree- 
ment between the different insurers of the terminating 
funds with respect to all relevant assets and liabilities 
that will accrue to the continuing fund, including a 
copy of the executed Certificate of Assumption;

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(iv) the benefits and rights that accrue to the contractholders 
under the continuing fund, including all details sur- 
rounding the assumption of guarantee rights, and the 
assumption of contract maturity dates for the continu-

(v) any other information in connection with the steps to 
be taken under this Section that the applicable Insur- 
ance Regulator(s) requests. 


The insurer assuming the continuing fund shall assume all 
guarantees and maturity dates in the continuing fund that 
arise from the terminating funds. 


Written notice of the proposed merger shall be sent by regular 
mail to the affected contractholders of the terminating funds 
by each respective insurer to each contractholder’s last 
known address. 


It is the responsibility of the insurer assuming the continu- 
ing fund to disclose to the contractholders any significant 
income tax implications resulting from the proposed merger. 


The written notice required in paragraph (c) above shall in- 
clude an option permitting the affected contractholders of 
the terminating funds to “cash-out” their individual vari- 
able insurance contracts, without being charged any exit fees, 
provided that they give written notice of this election to 
their insurer at least 5 business days prior to the date of the 
proposed merger. 


The written notice required in paragraph (c) above shall 
clearly state that if the contractholder chooses the “‘cash- 
out” option, rather than proceed with the merger, the 
contractholder will receive the fair market value of the ter- 
minating fund held under the individual variable insurance 
contract, but will not receive the guarantee benefit, unless 
the individual variable insurance contract has reached ma- 
turity, or it coincides with the death benefit.

charges or similar fees, provided that the 
contractholder’s election is received by the in- 
surer at least 5 days prior to the expiry of the 
notice period required by section 12.3(1); or 


(ii) if the insurer does not offer a similar fund, re- 
deem the units of the segregated fund without 
incurring any deferred sales charges or similar 
fees, provided that the contractholder’s election

is received by the insurer at least 5 days prior to 
the expiry of the notice period required by sec- 
tion 12.3(1); 


(b) be sent by regular mail to the affected contractholders 
at their last known addresses as shown on the records 
of the insurer; 


(c) During the notice period described above, an insurer 
may provide that a contractholder shall not be permit- 
ted to transfer to the fund subject to the change, unless 
the contractholder agrees to waive the right to redeem 
set out in Section 12.3(2). 


(d) The notice required by Section 12.3(1) shall be sent at 
the same time to the provincial/territorial insurance 
regulators and the CLHIA. 


For the purposes of this Section, a similar segregated fund 
means a segregated fund that has comparable fundamental 
investment objectives, is in the same investment fund cat- 
egory (in accordance with fund categories published in a 
financial publication with broad distribution) and has the 
same or a lower management fee and insurance fee than the 
management fee and insurance fee of the segregated fund in 
effect at the time the notice is given. 


An insurer proposing to make a fundamental change with 
respect to a segregated fund shall re-file the information 
folder in accordance with Section 4.2. 


Insurance Fees: 


(a) The Insurer may include an insurance fee as part of 
the management fee charged against the assets of the 
segregated fund or may separate it from the manage- 
ment fee. “Insurance fee’ means an amount charged 
by the insurer with respect to the provision of insur- 
ance features of the individual variable insurance con- 
tract. 


(b) Ifan Insurer separates the insurance fee from the man- 
agement fee charged against the fund, then the insurer 
shall state in its information folder both the current 
insurance fee to be charged to each segregated fund 
and an insurance fee limit for each segregated fund. 
The insurance fee limit is the highest insurance fee 
that can be charged by the insurer before triggering 
the notification required by section 12.3(1). The in- 
surance fee limit shall not exceed the current insur- 
ance fee plus the greater of 50 basis points and 50% of 
the current insurance fee. 


(c) Any change to the insurance fee up to the maximum 
specified pursuant to Section 12.(3)4(b) shall be dis- 
closed to the contractholder in the annual statement to 
contractholder pursuant to Section 5.4.

(xi1) every other class of liability that is material to 
the total liabilities; 


(xii) other liabilities; 
(xiv) total liabilities; and 


(xv) total net assets held for the benefit of the con- 
tractholders. 


In Section 13.2(3), “other assets” or “other liabilities” 
means the sum of those classes of assets or liabilities, 
as the case may be, that as individual classes are not 
material to the total assets or total liabilities, as the 
case may be, of the segregated fund at the date re- 
ported upon. 


Any of the specified classes of assets or liabilities 
which accounts for less than the amount determined 
to be material to the total assets or total liabilities, as 
the case may be, of the segregated fund at the date 
reported upon, may be omitted and the relevant amount 
included in “other assets” or “other liabilities” with an 
appropriate explanation made by note.

(viii) the amount of pre-tax net income generated dur- 
ing the previous period. 


Every statement of investment portfolio of a segre- 
gated fund shall disclose the following information 
with respect to derivatives that it holds as at the date 
to which it is prepared: 


(1) for long positions in clearing corporation finan- 
cial options disclose the underlying interest, the 
expiration month and year, and the market value; 


(ii) for long positions in financial options on futures 
disclose the underlying interest, the expiration 
month and year of the financial option on futures, 
and the market value; 


(111) for written clearing corporation financial options 
disclose the particulars of the deferred credit ac- 
count indicating the number of financial options, 
the underlying interest rate, the strike price, the 
expiration month and year, the premium received 
and the value as determined under Section 
10.2(4); 


(iv) for purchased over-the-counter financial options 
disclose the number of financial options, the 
credit rating of the issuer of the financial options, 
whether such rating has fallen below the approved 
credit rating, the underlying interest, the princi- 
pal amount or quantity of the underlying inter- 
est, the strike price, the expiration date, the cost 
and the market value; 


(v) for positions in future contracts disclose the un- 
derlying interest, the delivery month and year and 
the value as determined under Section 10.2(4); 


(vi) for positions in forward contracts disclose the un- 
derlying interest, settlement date and the value 
as determined under Section 10.2(4); and 


(vil) for swaps and forward contracts, the counterparty 
credit exposure determined as follows: the maxi- 
mum credit exposure without taking into account 
the fair value of any collateral, in the event of 
counterparty default, plus potential exposure. 


Notes to the Audited Financial Statements: 


The notes to a statement of operations of a segregated 
fund shall include:

(ii) the composition of other expenses and other rev- 
enue, unless otherwise disclosed in the material 
of which the income statement forms a part or 
which it accompanies;

(v) where an unusual change in expenses from pe- 
riod to period is not adequately explained by 
changes in net assets of the segregated fund, a 
description and explanation of the unusual 
change; 


(vi) a description of the nature and extent of transac- 
tions with, and amount due to and from, related 
parties, such as the insurer offering the segre- 
gated fund; and 


(vii) a description of the accounting policies used to 
determine how investment is accrued, how it is 
realized, how unrealized gains and losses are cal- 
culated and how foreign currency transactions are 
calculated.

Access Key — After an issuer profile supplement or an insider pro- 
file has been filed by or for a SEDI filer, all information filed in 
SEDI format by or for the SEDI filer shall be authenticated using 
the SEDI filer’s access key. 


Format of Information and Number of Copies — A requirement 
in securities legislation relating to the format in which a report or 
other information to be filed must be printed or specifying the 
number of copies of a report or other information that must be filed 
does not apply to a SEDI filing made in accordance with this In- 
strument. 


PART 6 - EXEMPTION

An insider profile filed in SEDI format shall contain the information 
prescribed below. The information shall be entered using the online ver- 
sion of this form accessible by SEDI users at the SEDI web site 
(www.sedi.ca). All references to web pages, fields and lists relate to the 
online version of the form. 


If the insider is an individual, start entering information on the web page 
titled “Create insider profile (Form 55-102F1) — Enter individual infor- 
mation”. If the individual insider has submitted a SEDI user registration 
form, select “Copy your user registration information” to avoid re- 
entering the insider’s personal information. If the insider is not an 
individual, select “Enter company information” and start entering 
information on the web page titled “Create insider profile (Form 55-

PART 1 —- PUBLIC AVAILABILITY OF SEDI INFORMATION

where applicable, the regulator, 


(a) believes to be personal or other information of such a nature 
that the desirability of avoiding disclosure thereof in the inter- 
est of any affected individual outweighs the desirability of ad- 
hering to the principle that information filed with the securities 
regulatory authority or the regulator, as applicable, be avail- 
able to the public for inspection, or 


(b) in Alberta, considers that it would not be prejudicial to the pub- 
lic interest to hold the information in confidence, or 


(c) in Quebec, considers that access to the information could be 
prejudicial for the affected persons. 


Based on the above mentioned provisions of the securities legisla- 
tion, the securities regulatory authority or the regulator, as applica- 
ble, has determined that the information listed in Schedule A to this 
Companion Policy discloses personal or other information or such 
a nature that the desirability of avoiding disclosure of this personal 
or other information in the interests of the affected persons out- 
weighs the desirability of making the information available to the 
public for inspection. In addition, in Alberta, the securities reg- 
ulatory authority and the regulator consider that it would not be 
prejudicial to the public interest to hold the information listed in 
Schedule A to this Companion Policy in confidence and in Quebec, 
the security regulatory authority considers that access to the infor- 
mation by the public in general could be prejudicial for the affected 
persons. Accordingly, the information listed in Schedule A to this 
Companion Policy will not be made publicly available. 


1.2 The securities regulatory authority or the regulator, as applicable, 
has further determined that, in the case of information filed in SEDI 
format other than information listed in Schedule A to this Compan- 
ion Policy, the requirement that this information be made available 
for public inspection will be satisfied by making the information 
available on the SEDI web site. 


PART 2 - PRODUCTION OF SEDI FILINGS 


2.1 The securities legislation of several provinces contains a require- 
ment to produce or make available an original or certified copy of 
information filed under the securities legislation. The securities regu- 
latory authority or the regulator, as applicable, considers that it may 
satisfy such a requirement in the case of information filed in SEDI 
format by providing a printed copy or other output of the informa- 
tion in readable form that contains or is accompanied by a certifica- 
tion by the regulator that the printed copy or output is a copy of the 
information filed in SEDI format. 


PART 3 —- JURISDICTION OF FILING 


3.1 The SEDI software application located at the SEDI web site does 
not provide a SEDI user with the functionality to select the 
jurisdiction(s) in which a SEDI filing is being submitted for filing. 
However, the securities regulatory authority takes the view that the 
submission of information in SEDI format in accordance with 
the National Instrument constitutes the filing of that information 
under securities legislation if the information is required to be filed 
under the securities legislation. 


PART 4 - DATE OF FILING AND CONDITIONAL FILING 


4.1 Subject to section 4.2, the securities regulatory authority takes the

view that information filed in SEDI format is, for purposes of secu- 
rities legislation, filed on the day that the transmission of the infor- 
mation to the SEDI server is completed. Following receipt by SEDI 
of information filed in SEDI format, SEDI will provide the SEDI 
user with the ability to print a copy of the filed information show- 
ing the date and time of receipt by SEDI. 


Subsection 2.5(1) of the National Instrument provides that an indi- 
vidual who is a SEDI filer, a filing agent, or an authorized re- 
presentative of a SEDI filer or filing agent, may use SEDI for the 
purpose of making SEDI filings. Subsection 2.5(2) of the National 
Instrument provides that, before using SEDI to make a SEDI filing, 
such an individual must register as a SEDI user by completing and 
submitting an online user registration form and delivering a manu- 
ally signed paper copy of the completed user registration form to 
the SEDI operator, for verification. Since registration requires de- 
livery of a signed paper copy of the completed user registration 
form to the SEDI operator for verification, the securities regulatory 
authority takes the view that a SEDI filing made by an individual 
who has not completed registration as a SEDI user in accordance 
with subsection 2.5(2) of the National Instrument is not a valid 
filing for purposes of securities legislation until such time as the 
individual making the SEDI filing has completed the registration 
process. 


Despite the requirement to complete the user registration process 
before using SEDI to make filings, SEDI has been designed to per- 
mit an individual who has submitted the online user registration 
form to proceed to prepare and submit an insider profile as well as 
insider reports prior to the delivery and verification of the signed 
paper copy of the registration form. However, SEDI will assign a 
conditional status to any insider profiles or insider reports filed by 
an individual who has not completed the registration process. Con- 
sistent with the provisions of the National Instrument discussed 
above, SEDI filings that are conditional are not considered valid 
filings and are not made publicly accessible. If and when the indi- 
vidual making a conditional SEDI filing completes the registration 
process, any conditional SEDI filings will automatically cease to 
be conditional filings and will be made publicly accessible. 


It is anticipated that signed paper copies of the registration form 
that are delivered to the SEDI operator for verification will be proc- 
essed promptly upon receipt by the SEDI operator. If there is a 
problem with the verification process, the SEDI operator will at- 
tempt to resolve the problem by trying to contact the registering 
individual or using other appropriate means, which may involve 
referring the problem to the securities regulatory authority. It is 
preferred that registering individuals sign a computer printout of 
the online registration form for purposes of satisfying the require- 
ment to deliver a signed paper copy of the form to the SEDI opera- 
tor for verification. 


PART 5 - OFFICIAL COPY OF SEDI FILINGS

PART 6 - COLLECTION, USE AND DISCLOSURE OF 


6.1 


PERSONAL INFORMATION 


The Personal Information Protection and Electronic Documents 
Act (Canada) (the “Federal Privacy Act’) requires an organization 
that is collecting, using or disclosing personal information to ob- 
tain the individual’s consent in most circumstances. While certain 
information filed in SEDI is personal information within the mean- 
ing of the Federal Privacy Act, the Act provides an exemption from 
the consent requirement in respect of personal information that is, 
by law, collected and placed in a public registry if the collection, 
use and disclosure relates directly to the purposes for which the 
personal information appears in the public registry. This exemption 
is based on the recognition that often there are legitimate primary 
purposes for which the personal information is collected, used or 
disclosed and, therefore, as long as the information is collected, 
used or disclosed for the primary purposes, no consent is required. 
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In Quebec, the Act Respecting Access to Documents Held by Public 
Bodies and the Protection of Personal Information, R.S.Q.c. A-2.1 


(the “Public Sector Act”) and the Act Respecting the Protection of 


Personal Information in the Private Sector, R.S.Q. c. P-39.1 (the 
“Private Sector Act’) are both applicable to information filed in 
SEDI. Under the Public Sector Act, personal information which, by 
law, is public is not considered to be nominative (or personal) and, 
therefore, is not confidential. The Private Sector Act, which applies 
to persons engaged in carrying on an enterprise (excluding a public 
body within the meaning of the Public Sector Act and any person 
that holds information on behalf of the public body), requires an 
individual’s consent to the use or disclosure of personal informa- 
tion concerning the individual in most circumstances. Further, this 
consent must be manifest, free and enlightened, and must be given 
for specific purposes. However, Bill 122, which will amend the 
Private Sector Act and which was introduced in the Quebec legisla- 
ture on May 11, 2000, will harmonize the Private Sector Act with 
the Public Sector Act. Bill 122 provides that personal information 
which, by law, is public is not confidential. Consequently, if the 
Quebec legislature adopts Bill 122, the use and communication of 
publicly available information filed in SEDI will not be subject to 
the consent requirement in the Private Sector Act. 


6.2. For purposes of determining the scope of the exemption from the 
consent requirement in the Federal Privacy Act discussed in section 
6.1, the securities regulatory authority takes the view that the pri- 
mary purposes for the collection, use and disclosure of personal 
information relating to insiders of reporting issuers and their secu- 
rity holdings in these issuers include the following:

APPLES — DISSOLUTION OF LOCAL BOARD 
1. In this Regulation, 


“Commission” means the Ontario Farm Products Marketing Commis- 
sion; 
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“local board” means The Ontario Apple Marketing Commission. 


2. The Commission is empowered to carry out any or all of the 
powers of the local board. 


3. All assets of the local board are vested in the Commission. 


4. The Commission shall dispose of the assets vested in it under 
section 3 and shall collect the accounts receivable of the local board in 
such manner as it considers is most likely to achieve the greatest net 
financial return. 


5. Despite section 4, the Commission may retain for its own use all 
files, correspondence, minute books and other records and documents 
of the local board as it considers proper. 


6. Upon the revocation of Regulation 388 of the Revised Regula- 
tions of Ontario, 1990, the local board is dissolved. 


7. It is a condition of the dissolution of the local board that, prior 
thereto, the Commission, 


(a) prepare and submit to the Minister a complete statement show- 
ing, 


(1) the disposition of all assets of the local board, the persons 
who received such assets and the amounts of money 
received for such assets, 


(11) any assets not disposed of by the Commission, 


(111) any accounts receivable owing to the local board and not 
collected by the Commission and the reasons for non- 
collection, and 


(iv) in detail, the outstanding liabilities of the local board; and 


(b) subject to the approval of the Minister, and after submission of 
the statement referred to in clause (a), pay, out of the moneys 
received on disposition of assets and such other moneys as may 
be made available to the Commission for the purpose, all out- 
standing liabilities of the local board. 


8. In carrying out its powers and duties under this Regulation, the 
Commission may tender or accept receipts either in its own name or 
in the name of the local board. 


9. Nothing in section 7 prohibits payment by the Commission of 
any debt of the local board on the date such payment is due.

3. Section 75.1 of the Act, as enacted by the Statutes of Ontario, 
1996, chapter 6, section 19, is repealed. 


Commencement 
4. This Act comes into force on the day it receives Royal Assent. 


Short title 
5. The short title of this Act is the MPP Compensation Reform Act 
(Arm’s Length Process), 2001.” 


The Act requires the Integrity Commissioner to review the annual salary 
of Members at such intervals as he or she considers appropriate, and 
determine the appropriate salary, and if a change in the salary is di- 
rected, the report shall state the effective date of such change. The man- 
date of the Commissioner is restricted to the determination of Members’ 
salaries, and not the additional compensation of those Members who 
have additional duties and responsibilities. 


2. CONFLICT OF INTEREST 


During discussions of the Bill in the Ontario Legislature, a Member 
opposed the appointment of the Integrity Commissioner on the basis 
that it provided an opportunity “for a perception of conflict of interest”. 
The Office of the Integrity Commissioner has always taken the position 
that a “perception of interest” is in the eyes of the beholder and the 
Integrity Commissioner will only act when the conflict of interest is 
based on facts established beyond a reasonable doubt. Perception of 
impropriety, including perception of conflict of interest, is an individual 
subjective viewpoint of a situation which would appear improper to a 
reasonable, non-partisan, fully informed person. The problem with such 
an “appearance standard” is that there are few, if any, reasonable, non- 
partisan, fully informed persons. 


Section 23.1 of the Members’ Integrity Act, states: 


“The Commissioner may exercise the powers and shall perform the 
duties assigned to him or her under this Act or any other Act.” 


The Members’ Integrity Act, 1994, replaced the Members’ Conflict of 
Interest Act, 1988. The Integrity Commissioner is appointed by the 
Lieutenant Governor in Council on the address of the Assembly and is 
an officer of the Assembly, and while the appointment is by Order-in- 
Council, it is a prerequisite that it be “on the address of the Assembly”. 
The Act provides that no proceedings shall be commenced against the 
Commissioner for any act done or omitted in good faith in the execution 
of his or her duties under the Members’ Integrity Act or any other Act; 
nor is he or she a competent or compellable witness in a civil proceeding 
outside the Assembly in anything done under that Act; nor is the office 


subject to the Freedom of Information and Protection of Privacy Act, 
1994. 


These provisions were considered necessary to protect the confidential- 
ity of information passing between the Members of the Legislative As- 
sembly and the Office of the Integrity Commissioner, and to provide a 
measure of independence to the Commissioner. 


As an Officer of the Assembly, the Integrity Commissioner’s office has 
always maintained an arm’s length relationship with the Members. The 
Members’ Integrity Act requires all Members to make financial disclo- 
sure to the office, and it also requires the Commissioner to investigate 
and decide complaints against Members; to give advice; to prohibit 
certain activities and to recommend penalties if required. Complaints 
by the public are referred to Members of opposition parties and if 
considered to have merit, are investigated and adjudicated by the 
Commissioner. 


I am satisfied that my acceptance of this undertaking does not com- 
promise the integrity of the Office of the Integrity Commissioner. Of- 
ficers of the Legislature include the Provincial Auditor, the Information 
and Privacy Commissioner and others who share the same degree of 
independence in their dealings with government officers and agencies. 
We maintain an arm’s length position in any process involving the Mem- 
bers of the Legislature and the public whom we also serve. 


3. CONSTITUTIONALITY 





Doubt has been expressed as to the constitutionality of the legislation as 
being an improper delegation of authority. This question has been 
reviewed and I am satisfied for the reasons set forth below that the 
Legislative Assembly is acting within its jurisdiction in delegating to 
the Integrity Commissioner the power to review and determine MPP 
salaries. The fact that the pay raises of elected representatives are not 
passed by the Assembly is irrelevant to the delegation question. 


The Constitution Act does not address the concept of delegation but 
governing through delegated authority has been an important part of 
Canada’s history since Confederation. In the case of Hodge v. The Queen 
(1883), 9 App. Cas. 117, the Privy Council upheld a legislative scheme 
whereby the Legislative Assembly of Ontario had delegated to a Board 
of Licence Commissioners the power to make regulations for licensed 
taverns. The following passage from Lord Peacock’s decision demon- 
strates the very broad scope provincial legislatures have to delegate 
powers within their jurisdiction: 


... the objection thus raised by the appellants is founded on an entire 
misconception of the true character and position of the provincial 
legislatures. They are in no sense delegates of or acting under any 
mandate from the Imperial Parliament. When the British North 
America Act enacted that there should be a legislature for Ontario, 
and that its legislative assembly should have exclusive authority to 
make laws for the Province and for provincial purposes in relation to 
matters enumerated in sect. 92, it conferred powers not in any sense 
to be exercised by delegation from or as agents of the Imperial Par- 
liament in the plentitude of its power possessed and could bestow. 


Within these limits of subject and area the local legislature is su- 
preme, and has the same authority as the Imperial Parliament, or the 
Parliament of the Dominion, would have had under like circumstances 
to_confide to a municipal institution or body of its own creation au- 
thority to make by-laws or resolutions as to subjects specified in the 
enactment, and with the object of carrying the enactment into opera- 
tion and effect. 


... [t was argued at bar that a legislature committing important regu- 
lations to agents or delegates effaces itself. That is not so. It retains 
its powers intact, and can, whenever it pleases, destroy the agency it 
has created and set up another, or take the matter directly into his 
own hands. How far it shall seek the aid of subordinate agencies, and 
how long it shall continue them, are matters for each legislature, and 
not for Courts of Law, to decided. (Emphasis added) 


In essence, the Privy Council decided that provincial legislatures have 
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constitutional authority to delegate powers within their jurisdiction un- 
der the Constitution Act. 


In determining the constitutionality of the delegation to the Commis- 
sioner of the power to set MPPs salaries, the key consideration is whether 
the primary purpose of the scheme falls within the province’s jurisdiction 
under section 92 of the Constitution Act. This is simply a case of the 
Legislative Assembly delegating its power to a subordinate entity. There 
is no doubt that jurisdiction over MPP salaries is within the exclusive 
legislative domain of the province. Subsection 92 (4) of the Con- 
Stitution Act expressly provides for provincial jurisdiction over “The 
Establishment and Tenure of Provincial Offices and the Appointment 
and Payment of Provincial Officers”. 


The case of Hollinshead v. Hazelton (1916) A.C. 428 was referred to in 
one submission as authority for the proposition that only the legislative 
body can determine the salary of its members. This case dealt only with 
the issue of whether the salary of a bankrupt MP could be appropriated 
for the benefit of his creditors. The “historical” view cited speaks only 
to the original purpose of an MP’s salary and only insofar as determin- 
ing whether the salary of an MP is in fact “Salary”. This case has noth- 
ing to do with delegation. 


Based on the foregoing, it is my opinion the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario is acting within its jurisdiction in delegating the power to re- 
view and determine MPP salaries. 


4. HISTORY 


After the election of the Harris Government in 1995, a five member 
commission of financial and actuarial experts under the Chairmanship 
of M. David R. Brown, F.S.A., FCIA, the Managing Partner of Eckler 
Partners Limited, was retained to examine the compensation of all elected 
Members of the Provincial Parliament and to recommend changes, as 
appropriate, paying particular attention to the existence of tax-free 
allowances and special indemnities and the government’s announced 
intention to end the then existing pension arrangements. 


On November 27, 1995, the Commission reported to the Minister of 
Finance and came to three main conclusions. 


(1) The current pension arrangement is overly generous and should be 
reduced. 


(2) The tax-free allowances not supported by documented expenses 
should be eliminated. 


(3) Any changes in the compensation of the Members should be made 
in the context of the total compensation as described in the report. 
The total compensation of Members should be measured against a 
benchmark reflecting private-sector norms and practices, and this 
benchmark should be updated regularly. 


In 1996, the key recommendations of that Commission were adopted by 
the Legislative Assembly. 


Although the Commission had recommended that the compensation 
should be updated regularly, no action was taken until May 2000, when 
a Commission on Members’ Compensation was appointed by the Speaker 
of the Legislative Assembly, with M. David R. Brown as Chair and two 
other commissioners who had not served on the 1995 Commission. 


The terms of that Commission included a review of the Members’ sala- 
ries. Their report paid close attention to the methodology adopted in the 
November, 1995 Report and recommended a salary of $103,458. In ad- 
dition, it recommended a statutory provision to adjust the salaries each 
year for a period of not more than four years by the increase in the 
Industrial Average Index for Ontario, and that a successor Commission 
be appointed within that period to review the compensation issue. 


No positive action was taken by the Legislative Assembly on the June 
14, 2000 Report. 


I also had the opportunity to review the May 29, 2001 report on com- 


pensation for Members of the Federal Parliament as well as the Report 
of the Speaker’s Commission dated June 14, 2000. I have also reviewed 
other reports dealing with compensation for Provincial Legislatures, 
Members of Federal Parliament, Municipal Councils and other 
comparables, excerpts of which I have attached to this Report as Appen- 
dices “A”, “B”,“C”, and “D”. Much of the statistical information herein 
is based on these reports. I agree with the principles of simplicity, ac- 
countability and fairness, which guided their considerations and appre- 
ciate that my assessment of the compensation must be fair not only to 
the Members of the Legislative Assembly, but also the public whom 
they serve. 


The report of the Committee reviewing the salaries of the “Membres de 
L’ Assemblée Nationale” of the Province of Québec dated November 8, 
2000 was of particular interest and assistance since the mandate of the 
Committee included inter alia a specific direction to consider the remu- 
neration of the Members of the Ontario Legislature and the Federal 
Parliament. 


In an effort to solicit public participation, advertisements were inserted 
in the Toronto Star and The Globe and Mail, inviting citizens to make 
submissions. Fifty responses were received, including comments from 
the Canadian Taxpayers Federation and I am appreciative of all con- 
tributions. Quite naturally, as taxpayers, most were concerned about the 
cost of compensation increases and the timing of them, but generally 
there was recognition that a reasonable increase would be acceptable, 
but any substantial increase should be deferred until after the next 
election. 


5. CONSIDERATIONS 


The question of compensation for elected members of any public body 
whether municipal, provincial or federal is always a matter of public 
interest and discussion. The public demands a high degree of responsi- 
bility for those who hold elective office. We expect them to establish a 
stable economy that will provide a high standard of living, maximum 
employment, a good education for our children, proper medical care and 
a safe environment for all citizens. We want air and water that is not 
polluted. We demand that our natural resources be protected against ex- 
ploitation and that our streets and communities be free of crime and 
corruption. Above all, we want to maintain that high degree of personal 
freedom that prevails in our society. In other words, we want our legis- 
lators to provide Peace, Order and Good Government, the underlying 
principles of our democratic way of life. 


In order to achieve the optimum of our various demands, we require 
leadership at all levels of government. Our hierarchy of government — 
municipal, provincial and federal — may give the appearance of exces- 
sive government, however, if each operates within the limits of its proper 
jurisdiction, conflicts can be minimized and a proper division of respon- 
sibility maintained. 


A democracy is not the most efficient form of government. But even the 
most benevolent dictatorship places restrictions on personal freedom 
and ultimately becomes an absolute dictatorship. The price to be paid 
for our form of democratic government is inconsequential when we con- 
sider the advantages that we enjoy. 


The citizens of Ontario are entitled to a high standard of government. 
That can only be achieved by electing women and men of ability and 
integrity, and those important personal characteristics can be found at 
all levels of society. They are not the exclusive property of the highly 
educated or the wealthy. A good candidate or member is one who is 
approachable and who reflects the basic values that we all appreciate. 
Collectively, the Legislature should mirror the image of the electorate. 
It can only have the confidence and respect of the public when it demon- 
strates that a relationship of trust exists between the electors and the 
elected. 


Members in discharging the obligations of their office have a dual re- 
sponsibility. They represent their constituents and also are responsible 
for the manner in which they govern the Province of Ontario. 


Salary should be appropriate to the demanding nature and responsibili- 
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ties of the office in order to attract and retain women and men possess- 
ing the knowledge and ability required to fulfill the duties of an office 
which is the foundation of our democracy and of prime importance in 
maintaining a sound and stable government. 


Compensation for Members of the Assembly must be fair to them and to 
the public. The usual method of determining compensation in labour 
arbitrations is to compare wages in comparable fields of industry or 
within the particular industry involved. There is usually a hierarchy of 
levels of skills and responsibilities upon which compensation is based. 
However, there is a minimum of comparables when reviewing the com- 
pensation of the Members of the Ontario Legislative Assembly, other 
than provincial Legislatures, the Federal Parliament, and City of To- 
ronto Councillors. 


Having served as Conflict of Interest Commissioner and Integrity Com- 
missioner for over ten years, I am aware of the financial position of the 
Members during that period and have a reasonably good knowledge of 
the parliamentary activities in which they are involved and the many 
demands upon their time. There are, no doubt, various reasons, which 
motivate a person to run for the Ontario Legislature, but quite obviously 
from my research, it cannot be for financial reasons. When they seek re- 
election, | am convinced that their motive must be a desire to render 
public service. 


Parliament and the Legislature are forums where important social, cul- 
tural, legal and economic issues that fashion the future of our country 
are decided. They should be places where informed discussion and in- 
telligent debate occur with contributions from Members of all parties 
without the intervention of rude and raucous behaviour on the part of a 
few Members — behaviour that would not be tolerated in any school 
classroom. 


National polls consistently confirm that the image of politicians reaches 
a lower level of popular approval and respect as each decade passes. 
Televised proceedings of the Legislative Assembly during Question Pe- 
riod have not been kind to the Members. The Members themselves have 
contributed to their decline in public support by conduct that would not 
be acceptable in any school. 


Recently the Advocates’ Society of Ontario considered it desirable to 
publish “The Advocates’ Society Principles of Civility”. The Preamble 
states: 


“Civility among those entrusted with the administration of justice is 
central to its effectiveness and to the public’s confidence in that sys- 
tem. Civility ensures matters before the court are resolved in an or- 
derly way and helps preserve the role of counsel in the justice system 
as an honourable one.” 


This statement can be applied with equal force to Members of the Leg- 
islative Assembly. In the legal profession, lack of civility indicates a 
lack of personal professionalism that reflects adversely on the entire 
legal profession and a consequent loss of public respect. In politics, the 
rude and boorish conduct of a few unfairly creates the public image of 
the Assembly and diminishes public confidence. Whether politics is 
viewed as a profession or an avocation, Members, like lawyers, share a 
level of public approval that is discouragingly low. The remedial action 
necessary to elevate the level of public confidence in the Assembly rests 
with our elected Members. 


A considerable portion of the Members’ time is taken up with commit- 
tee work when proposed legislation is discussed and formu-lated. Indi- 
viduals and delegations attend and make representations on particular 
issues. This is an important part of the Members’ duties and is generally 
conducted with a minimum of public notice or appreciation. They also 
examine the operation and performance of government departments to 
ensure that the interests of the public are properly represented and pro- 
tected. 


The Member is always under public scrutiny and constant media atten- 
tion unlike any other profession or avocation, and they are subject, on 
occasion, to unreasonable demands from constituents that border on 
harassment. 


Family life, particularly for Members outside Toronto, is continually 


disrupted, with consequent stress on spouses and children. Travel through- 
out the constituency and to Toronto is time consuming and health de- 
manding, and developing knowledge of parliamentary procedure and 
the specialized skill required to participate properly in debates is not 
easily acquired. 


Finally, there is a further factor to be considered. Membership in the 
Legislature is not normally a lifetime career, but a limited period of 
contribution by a public-spirited citizen to public service during which 
time his or her normal business or professional calling is placed on hold. 
The termination of that public service may be made voluntarily by the 
Member for a myriad of reasons, or it may be involuntarily foreclosed 
by the will of the electorate. In either case, the readjustment in the return 
to a previous career, if available, or to a retraining for another career 1s 
no doubt accompanied by considerable stress and possibly financial loss. 


6. CONCLUSION 


I am fully aware of the responsibilities associated with this review. The 
Members of the Legislative Assembly of Ontario are entitled to fair 
compensation and the decision must be acceptable to a majority of the 
public. 


The Members of the Ontario Legislature like Members of all legisla- 
tures, parliaments and municipal councils avoid granting themselves a 
salary raise. It is not a vote attracting process. Usually the matter is 
referred to an individual or a panel for review and to make a recom- 
mendation which is then debated by the Members. In this instance, the 
legislation requires the Integrity Commissioner to determine the com- 
pensation. 


Members’ duties have expanded in the last decade. Our continuously 
changing economic and social situations create complex issues, the so- 
lutions for which require input from Members who have the necessary 
experience, skills and knowledge. There is a general feeling among MPPs 
that while their constituency duties and activities closely approximate 
those of their federal counterparts, their benefits, including salaries, pen- 
sions, severances, allowances, and insurance coverage are considerably 
less or non-existent. The recent salary raise for a Federal backbencher 
exceeds that of Ontario Cabinet Ministers. 


Ontario has reduced the number of constituencies from 130 to 103 to 
conform with the Federal constituency boundaries. This realignment and 
reduction of Members means that the workload of the present Members 
has increased.

There has been no change in the Members’ salary since April 1990, other 
than in 1992 when their salary was reduced by 5.5%. The reduction was 
restored in 1996 by the Brown Commission when the tax-free allow- 
ance was eliminated, the pension plan revised and the salary restruc- 
tured to the present salary of $78,007, all of which became subject to 
tax. 


According to the Conference Board of Canada’s Annual Survey of all 
sectors of the economy, the overall cumulative wage increase in Canada 
from 1991 to 2000 was 31.9%; the average annual increase was 2.8%. 
The Consumer Price Index for the same period averaged 1.98% and the 
Average Industrial wage was 2.15%.

Clearly the Ontario Members over the above period are at an ever-in- 
creasing disadvantage as their salaries fall further behind each year. The 
question is how can this present situation be corrected? Substantial ret- 
roactive salary increases are not popular with the taxpayers, and the 
argument is advanced that Members at the time they ran for public 
office were aware of the salary attached to the position. In the public 
service and in the private areas, annual cost of living increases are the 
norm. Should these be rescinded because the employee was hired at a 
set salary? Is it fair to the present Members that they should be deprived 
of a practice which is generally followed in both the private and public 
sectors? 


A multi-year salary freeze distorts the principle of fairness both to the 
Members and the taxpayer. The Member is deprived of benefits which 
upset the equivalence sought to be maintained with other comparables. 
It is unfair to the taxpayer because ultimately the day arrives when a 
“catch up” increase of a substantial amount is necessary to overcome 
obvious disparities. That happening causes public resentment and unfair 
criticism. 


The public input which I have received recognizes the situation but over- 
whelmingly rejects any substantial adjustment until after the next elec- 
tion. I agree that catch-up adjustments should not be made prior to the 
next election. 


In my opinion, the failure to provide for annual salary increments has 
placed the present members in an unfair position and I propose to cor- 
rect this oversight by providing an annual increase of 3% on April 1, 
2001, and each successive year, including the year in which the Wnit for 
the next election is issued. These annual increases are the same as those 
provided for Metropolitan Toronto Councillors. 


Immediately after the next election, the salary of the Members shall 
increase 25% until the first quadrennial review in 2005, at which time a 
complete assessment of the salary and pensions shall be undertaken to 
provide Ontario Members of Provincial Parliament compensation com- 
parable to other provincial parliaments and a closer relationship to the 
Federal Parliament. 


In the interim period between the date of the next election following 
release of this Report and the quadrennial review in 2005, the Members 
shall receive an annual increase in an amount equal to the Ontario In- 
dustrial Average Wage Index, not to exceed 7%, for the previous year as 
determined by Statistics Canada. These changes reflect the views sug- 
gested in the recent Federal Commission’s Report which recommended 
the adoption of the adjustment formula for periodic adjustment and re- 
vision of salaries and the provision for the establishment of a quadren- 
nial review in the recent amendments to the Judges Act.

The above schedule shows that Ontario legislators are at a significant 
financial disadvantage when compared with Quebec ($12,888). While 
the duties and responsibilities of the respective legislatures are similar 
in nature, Ontario’s population of 11,669,300 is served by 103 members 
while Quebec with a population of 7,372,400 has 125 members. 





APPENDIX “B” 


Federal Salaries 


In 2001, the Members of the House of Commons received a sessional 
indemnity of $69,100 plus an incidental tax-free expense allowance of 
$22,800. 


The Lumley Report recommended that the tax-free expense allowance 
of $22,800 be converted to $40,400, being the equivalent taxable amount. 
The $40,4000 added to the sessional indemnity of $69,100 amounted to 
$109,500. 


In order to compensate for the failure to receive annual increases to 
partially compensate for inflation and for the period between 1991 and 
1997 when MP salaries were frozen, the Commission recommended an 
increase of 20% to $131,400, effective April 1, 2001. 


Legislation implementing the salary recommendations received swift 
passage in Parliament. 


APPENDIX “C” 


Metropolitan Toronto Councillors’ Salaries 


The remuneration of Members of Council of the City of Toronto for the 
period January 1, 1998 to December 31, 2000 was $63,915.00 per year, 
one-third of which ($21,305) is deemed to be for expenses incidental to 
the discharge of his or her duties as a Member of the Council. Assuming 
an average tax rate of 46.4%, that amount when restructured would 
amount to $31,190, for a total indemnity of $73,800 on December 31, 
2000. 


The City of Toronto Municipal Code provides for increases of 3% on 
January 1, 2001, January 1, 2002, and January 1, 2003. 


As of January 1, 2001, Metro Toronto Councillors will receive a salary 
of $65,832 with a tax-free component of $21,944, which when restruc- 
tured, amounts to $32,126, for a total indemnity of $76,014.

1. Ontario Regulation 247/94 is amended by adding the follow- 
ing heading before section 1: 


APPLICATION AND INTERPRETATION 
2. The Regulation is amended by adding the following sections: 
1.1 (1) In this Regulation, 
“accumulated attendance credits” means, 


(a) in the case of a justice of the peace appointed before January 1, 
1976, the attendance credits standing to his or her credit imme- 
diately before January 1, 1976, and 
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(b) in the case of a justice of the peace who was formerly within a 
unit of civil servants established for collective bargaining in 
accordance with an Act, the attendance credits standing to his 
or her credit immediately before his or her appointment as a 
justice of the peace; 


“accumulated credits” includes compensation option credits, accumu- 
lated attendance credits and accumulated vacation credits; 


“continuous service” means, with respect to a justice of the peace, the 
period of his or her unbroken service as a justice of the peace dur- 
ing which he or she, 


(a) receives his or her regular salary, 


(b) is absent on leave without pay for a period that does not exceed 
thirty days, or 


(c) is absent on pregnancy leave or parental leave, 


and, if the justice of the peace was a civil servant before his or her 
appointment, it includes any period of unbroken service in the pub- 
lic service immediately before the appointment other than a leave 
of absence referred to in section 28.6 of the Public Service Act or in 
a predecessor to that section; 


“eligible part-time justice of the peace” means a justice of the peace 
whose assigned hours of work per week is at least 40 per cent of 
the number of hours per week normally assigned to a full-time jus- 
tice of the peace; 


“group insurance plans” means the insurance plans referred to in sub- 
section 23 (1): 


“Long Term Income Protection Plan” means the Long Term Income 
Protection Plan described in section 27. 


(2) A full-time justice of the peace is one whose assigned hours of 
work per week is at least 36.25 hours. 


1.2 The following provisions do not apply to part-time justices of 
the peace other than eligible part-time justices of the peace: 


1. Section 10 (holidays). 

. Section | 1 (vacation). 

. Section 12 (compensation option credits). 

. Sections 13 to 16 (sickness and disability). 

Sections 17 to 22 (special and compassionate leaves). 


Sections 23 to 30 (group insurance plans).

3. Section 2 of the Regulation is revoked and the following 
substituted: 


SALARIES 


2. For service on and after April 1, 2001, the annual salary of a 
full-time justice of the peace is the salary set out in Column 2 of the 
Table to this section opposite the office held by the justice of the 
peace set out in Column 1.

(3) Subsections 3 (3) and (4) of the Regulation are revoked and 
the following substituted: 


(3) Despite subsection (2), the minimum annual salary of a part- 
time justice of the peace who is designated as a non-presiding justice 
of the peace is $3,028 for service on and after April 1, 2001.

6. (1) Subsection 5 (2) of the Regulation is amended by strik- 
ing out “set out in subsection 2 (2)” and substituting “for a presid- 
ing justice of the peace as set out in the Table to section 2”. 


(2) Subsection 5 (3) of the Regulation is amended by striking 
out “set out in subsection 2 (3)” and substituting “for a non- 
presiding justice of the peace as set out in the Table to section 2”. 


7. The Regulation is amended by adding the following sections: 
EXPENSE ALLOWANCES 
JUDICIAL ATTIRE 


7. (1) A set of judicial attire shall be issued to each justice of the 
peace who is appointed on or after January 1, 2001 when he or she is 
appointed. 


(2) A set of judicial attire shall be issued to each justice of the 
peace who holds office on or after January 1, 2001 seven years after 
he or she is appointed and every seven years thereafter, while he or 
she continues to hold office. 


(3) A set of judicial attire consists of a gown, a sash, two waist- 
coats, two pairs of striped trousers or skirts, six long-sleeved court 
shirts or court blouses and six tabs. 


TRAVEL ALLOWANCE 


8. (1) A justice of the peace is entitled to claim and to be reim- 
bursed for the following expenses actually incurred by him or her on 
or after January 1, 2001 in the course of his or her duties and 
approved as reasonable by the Associate Chief Justice Co-ordinator of 
Justices of the Peace: 


1. Mileage expenses for travel in his or her own private automo- 
bile to or from a location other than his or her regular location, 
at the rate of 30 cents per kilometre travelled in southern 
Ontario and 30.5 cents per kilometre travelled in northern 
Ontario. 


(2) For the purpose of paragraph | of subsection (1), northern 
Ontario is comprised of, 


(a) all of The District Municipality of Muskoka; 


(b) everything lying north of the line consisting of Healey Lake 
(Municipal) Road from Healey Lake easterly to its junction 
with Highway 612; and 


(c) everything lying north of the line consisting of Highway 60 
easterly to its junction with Highway 62 at Killaloe Station and 
Highway 62 to Pembroke. 
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TAX-FREE ALLOWANCE 


9. (1) A justice of the peace is entitled to be reimbursed for 
expenses actually incurred by him or her on or after January 1, 2001 
and approved as reasonable by the Associate Chief Justice 
Co-ordinator of Justices of the Peace that are incidental to the fit and 
proper execution of the office of the justice of the peace, including, 


(a) the necessary purchase and maintenance of luggage for trans- 
porting documents and judicial attire; 


(b) the purchase of books and other publications related to judicial 
duties, other than books and publications that are available at 
his or her regular location; and 


(c) membership in recognized associations contributing to profes- 
sional development. 


(2) A justice of the peace is not entitled to be reimbursed under 
subsection (1) for more than $500 in respect of the 12-month period 
beginning on April I in each year. 


(3) A justice of the peace is not entitled to be reimbursed under 
subsection (1) for more than $125 in respect of the three-month period 
beginning on January 1, 2001. 


(4) If the expenses of a justice of the peace in a period described in 
subsection (2) exceed the amount that he or she is entitled to be reim- 
bursed in respect of the period, he or she is entitled to claim the excess 
as an expense in respect of the following 12-month period, subject to 
the maximum established by that subsection for that 12-month period. 


(5) If a justice of the peace does not hold the office in respect of 
which he or she is entitled to be reimbursed for expenses under sub- 
section (1) during all of the 12-month period that begins on April 1 in 
a year, the maximum amount under subsection (2) shall be reduced by 
one-twelfth of the amount mentioned in subsection (2) for each full 
month that the justice of the peace does not hold that office during the 
period. 


(6) Subsections (4) and (5) apply with necessary modifications 
with respect to the expenses of a justice of the peace in a period 
described in subsection (3). 


(7) Property for which a justice of the peace is reimbursed under 
this section is the property of the Crown in right of Ontario and must 
be delivered to the Crown when the justice of the peace ceases to hold 
office, if the property is in serviceable condition at that time. 


HOLIDAYS, VACATIONS AND CREDITS 
HOLIDAYS 


10. (1) Every year, a full-time justice of the peace is entitled to a 
holiday on New Year’s Day, Good Friday, Easter Monday, Victoria 
Day, Canada Day, the first Monday in August, Labour Day, Thanks- 
giving Day, Remembrance Day, Christmas Day, Boxing Day and any 
special holiday proclaimed by the Governor General or the Lieutenant 
Governor. 


(2) Every year, an eligible part-time justice of the peace is entitled 
to a holiday on each of the days specified in subsection (1) that falls 
on a regularly scheduled working day. 


(3) A special holiday that falls during a vacation leave of absence 
shall be computed as part of the leave of absence, but no other holi- 
days shall be computed as part of the leave of absence. 


(4) When a holiday specified in subsection (1) falls on a Saturday 
or Sunday, or when any two of them fall on a successive Saturday and 
Sunday, the following Monday is a holiday and, in addition, when 
Christmas day falls or on a Saturday or Sunday, the following Tues- 
day is a holiday. 


(5) A justice of the peace who is required to work on a holiday is 
entitled to a compensating day as a holiday. 
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VACATION 


11. (1) A full-time justice of the peace is entitled to accumulate 
vacation credits in each year at the rate of, 


(a) 1 1/4 days per month during the first eight years of continuous 
service; 


(b) 1 2/3 days per month after eight years of continuous service; 
(c) 2 1/12 days per month after 15 years of continuous service; and 
(d) 2 1/2 days per month after 26 years of continuous service. 


(2) An eligible part-time justice of the peace is entitled to accumu- 
late a pro-rated portion of the vacation credits shown in subsection (1) 
based on the ratio that his or her regularly scheduled hours of work 
bear to full-time work. 


(3) A justice of the peace is entitled to accumulate vacation credits 
in respect of a month or part thereof in which he or she is at work or 
on leave of absence with pay. 


(4) Despite subsections (1) and (2), a justice of the peace is not 
entitled to accumulate vacation credits, 


(a) in respect of a whole month in which he or she is on leave of 
absence without pay; 


(b) 


in respect of a whole month in which he or she receives bene- 
fits under the Long. Term Income Protection Plan; and 


if he or she receives benefits under an award made under the 
Workplace Safety and Insurance Act, 1997, in respect of a 
whole month after the first six months in which he or she 
receives those benefits unless he or she is receiving payment 
for accumulated credits during the whole month. 


(5) A justice of the peace shall be credited with his or her vacation 
credits for a year on the day in the year when he or she is first 
appointed and on January | in each year thereafter. 


(6) A justice of the peace may accumulate vacation credits to a 
maximum of twice his or her annual credits but his or her vacation 
credits shall be reduced to a maximum of one year’s credits not later 
than December 31 in each year. 


(7) Ifa justice of the peace is prevented from taking a vacation as a 
result of either an injury for which an award is granted under the 
Workplace Safety and Insurance Act, 1997 or a total disability or an 
extraordinary requirement of the Crown, and if his or her vacation 
credits in respect of that vacation are forfeited under subsection (6), 
the Associate Chief Justice Co-ordinator of Justices of the Peace shall 
give the justice of the peace, at his or her request, a leave of absence 
with pay to replace the forfeited vacation days. 


(8) A justice of the peace who has completed six months of con- 
tinuous service may, with the approval of the Associate Chief Justice 
Co-ordinator of Justices of the Peace, take vacation to the extent of his 
or her vacation entitlement and his or her accumulated vacation cred- 
its are reduced by the amount of vacation taken. 


(9) When a justice of the peace completes 25 years of continuous 
service, the following shall be added to his or her accumulated vaca- 
tion on that occasion only: 


1. For a full-time justice of the peace, five days vacation. 


2. For an eligible part-time justice of the peace, that portion of 
five days vacation equal to the portion his or her regularly 
scheduled hours of work bear to full-time work. 


(10) A justice of the peace who completes 25 years of continuous 
service on or before the last day of the month in which he or she 
reaches 69 years of age is entitled, after the end of that month, to, 
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(a) five days of pre-retirement leave with pay, if the justice of the 
peace is a full-time justice of the peace; or 


(b) that portion of five days pre-retirement leave with pay equal to 
the portion that his or her regularly scheduled hours of work 
bear to full-time work if the justice of the peace is an eligible 
part-time justice of the peace. 


(11) Ifa justice of the peace ceases to hold office before complet- 
ing six months of continuous service, he or she is entitled to vacation 
pay at the rate of 4 per cent of his or her earnings during the period in 
which he or she held office. 


(12) A justice of the peace who has completed six or more months 
of continuous service shall be paid, in an amount computed at the rate 
of his or her last regular salary, for any unused vacation standing to 
the credit of the justice of the peace at the date he or she ceases to be a 
justice of the peace. 


(13) A justice of the peace who has completed six or more months 
of continuous service is entitled, upon his or her request, to be paid, in 
an amount computed at the rate of his or her last regular salary, for 
any unused vacation standing to the credit of the justice of the peace 
at the date on which he or she qualifies for payments under the Long 
Term Income Protection Plan. 


(14) When a justice of the peace ceases to hold office, there shall 
be deducted from his or her accumulated vacation credits an amount, 
in respect of the whole months remaining in the year after the person 
ceases to hold office, that is computed at the rate set out in subsection 
(1) in the case of a full-time justice of the peace and at the rate set out 
in subsection (2) in the case of an eligible part-time justice of the 
peace. 


(15) Vacation taken in excess of the vacation credits to which a 
justice of the peace is entitled on the date he or she ceases to hold 
office is deducted from the amount paid to the justice of the peace 
under sections 31 to 38 and from any salary to which he or she may be 
entitled. 


(16) In this section, 
“continuous service” includes, 


(a) a leave of absence granted to the justice of the peace under 
section 13, 


(b) his or her absence by reason of an injury or occupational dis- 
ease for which an award is made under the Workplace Safety 


and Insurance Act, 1997, 


(c) 


an absence for which benefits are received by the justice of the 
peace under the Long Term Income Protection Plan, 


(d) 


a leave of absence without pay granted to the justice of the 
peace for a period that exceeds 30 days, or 


(e) his or her period of full-time service under the Legis/ative 
Assembly Act that is immediately before his or her appointment 
as a justice of the peace under the Justices of the Peace Act or 
as a public servant under the Public Service Act, and without 
any intervening break in service, including service as an 
employee of the caucus of a political party or of a member of 
the Assembly, if his or her salary is paid out of the money 
appropriated for use of the caucus or member under the 


Legislative Assembly Act. 
COMPENSATION OPTION CREDITS 


12. (1) A justice of the peace is entitled to accumulate compensa- 
tion option credits in each year for the portion of the year during 
which he or she holds that office. 


(2) The compensation option credits accumulate at the rate of, 


1996 


(a) 5/12 of one credit per month in the year for a full-time justice 
of the peace; and 


(b) that portion of 5/12 of one credit per month in the year that is 
equal to the portion that his or her regularly scheduled hours of 
work bear to full-time work, for an eligible part-time justice of 
the peace. 


(3) The compensation option credits that a justice of the peace is 
entitled to accumulate in a year are credited to him or her on January 
| in the year or on the day in the year when he or she first becomes a 
justice of the peace, whichever is later. 


(4) There shall be deducted from the compensation option credits 
credited to a justice of the peace in a year, to a maximum of the cred- 
its credited to him or her in the year, credits at the rate set out in 
clause (2) (a) or (b), as the case requires, for, 


(a) each whole month in the year throughout which the justice of 
the peace is on leave of absence without pay; 


(b) each whole month in the year throughout which the justice of 
the peace receives benefits under the Long Term Income Pro- 


tection Plan; 


— 


each whole month in the year throughout which the justice of 
the peace receives benefits under an award made under the 
Workplace Safety and Insurance Act, 1997, if that month is 
after the first six months for which the justice of the peace 
received benefits under that award, and if he or she is not 
receiving payment for accumulated attendance credits or 
accumulated vacation credits in that month; 


— 


(c 


(d) each whole month in the year after the month in which the 


justice of the peace ceases to hold office; 


each whole month in the year throughout which the justice of 
the peace is on leave of absence with pay under subsection 37 
(3) or (6), and for the month in the year, if less than a whole 
month, in which the leave of absence with pay ends; and 


(€) 


(f) 


any month wholly comprised of consecutive periods of less 
than a month for which credit would be deducted under clauses 
(a) to (e) if the periods were whole months. 


(5) With the approval of the Associate Chief Justice Co-ordinator 
of Justices of the Peace, a justice of the peace may take leave of 
absence with pay in respect of some or all of his or her accumulated 
compensation option credits at the rate of one day of leave of absence 
with pay for each compensation option credit to which he or she is 
entitled, and his or her accumulated compensation option credits are 
reduced by the leave of absence with pay taken. 


(6) If, after making any deduction required by subsection (4) or 
(5), the accumulated compensation option credits of a justice of the 
peace at the end of a year exceed 20, the excess is deducted from his 
or her accumulated compensation option credits before compensation 
option credits for the next year are credited to him or her. 


(7) Each day or part thereof by which a leave of absence with pay 
taken by a justice of the peace under subsection (5) exceeds his or her 
accumulated compensation option credits after making any deduction 
required by subsection (4) or (6) is deducted from his or her vacation 
credits, and he or she shall repay the salary paid to him or her for any 
day or part thereof of the leave of absence with pay that cannot be so 
deducted. 


(8) Any amount to be repaid under subsection (7) may be deducted 
from any payment the justice of the peace is entitled to receive from 
the Crown in respect of salary or termination payments or otherwise. 


(9) A justice of the peace is not entitled to be paid for any accumu- 
lated compensation option credits to which he or she remains entitled 
when he or she ceases to be a justice of the peace or when he or she 
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commences a leave of absence with pay under subsection 37 (3) or 


(6). 
SICKNESS AND DISABILITY 
SHORT TERM SICKNESS PLAN 


13. (1) In each year, a full-time justice of the peace who is unable 
to attend to his or her duties due to sickness or injury is entitled to a 
leave of absence, 


(a) with regular salary for six working days; and 


(b) with 75 per cent of regular salary for an additional 124 working 
days. 


(2) An eligible part-time justice of the peace who is unable to 
attend to his or her duties due to sickness or injury is entitled, in each 
year, to leave of absence, 


(a) with regular salary for that portion of six working days equal to 
the portion his or her regularly scheduled hours of work bear to 
full-time work; and 


(b) with 75 per cent of regular salary for that portion of an addi- 
tional 124 working days equal to the portion his or her regu- 
larly scheduled hours of work bear to full-time work. 


(3) A justice of the peace is not entitled to a leave of absence with 
pay under this section until he or she completes, in the case of a full- 
time justice of the peace, 20 consecutive working days, and in the 
case of an eligible part-time justice of the peace, all of his or her regu- 
larly scheduled hours within a period of four consecutive weeks. 


(4) A justice of the peace who is on leave of absence with pay 
under this section that commences on a regularly scheduled working 
day in one year and continues to include a regularly scheduled work- 
ing day in the next following year is not entitled to leave of absence 
with pay for a greater number of working days than are permitted 
under subsection (1) or (2), as the case may be, in the two years until 
the justice of the peace has again completed the service requirement 
described in subsection (3). 


(5) A justice of the peace who was on leave of absence with pay 
under this section for the number of days in a year permitted under 
subsection (1) or (2), as the case may be, is not entitled to leave of 
absence with pay under this section in the year next following until 
the justice of the peace has again completed the service requirement 
described in subsection (3). 


(6) The pay of a justice of the peace under this section is subject 
to, 


(a) all deductions for the group insurance plans and under the 
Public Service Pension Plan that would otherwise be made 
from the pay; and 


(b) all contributions that would otherwise be made by the Crown 
in respect of the pay. 


(7) The deductions and contributions referred to in subsection (6) 
are made as if the justice of the peace were receiving his or her regu- 
lar salary. 


USE OF ACCUMULATED CREDITS 


14. (1) A justice of the peace who is on leave of absence and 
receiving pay under clause 13 (1) (b) or (2) (b) is entitled, at his or her 
option, to have his or her accumulated credits reduced for each day to 
which clause 13 (1) (b) or (2) (b) applies and to receive regular salary 
for each such day. 


(2) A justice of the peace who is absent due to sickness or injury 
beyond the total number of days leave of absence with pay provided 
for in section 13 shall have his or her accumulated attendance credits

reduced by the number of days of such absence and he or she is enti- 
tled to leave of absence with pay on each such day. 


(3) Subsection (2) does not apply to a justice of the peace who 
qualifies for and elects to receive benefits under the Long Term 
Income Protection Plan instead of using his or her accumulated 
attendance credits. 


BENEFITS UNDER THE WORKPLACE SAFETY 
AND INSURANCE ACT, 1997 


15. (1) Ifa justice of the peace is absent by reason of an injury or 
occupational disease for which a claim is made under the Workplace 
Safety and Insurance Act, 1997, his or her salary shall continue to be 
paid for a period not exceeding 30 working days; and, if the claim is 
rejected any salary paid in excess of that to which he or she is entitled 
under sections 13 and 14 is an amount owing by the justice of the 
peace to the Crown. 


(2) If a justice of the peace is absent by reason of an injury or 
occupational disease for which an award is made under the Workplace 
Safety and Insurance Act, 1997, his or her salary shall continue to be 
paid for a period not exceeding three consecutive months, or a total of 
65 regularly scheduled working days where such absences are inter- 
mittent, following the date of the first absence because of the injury or 
disease. 


(3) The regular salary of a justice of the peace to whom an award 
is made under the Workplace Safety and Insurance Act, 1997 that is 
less than his or her regular salary but that applies for a period beyond 
that set out in subsection (2) may be paid after the period set out in 
subsection (2) if the justice of the peace has accumulated credits. 


(4) For any payment made under subsection (3), the difference 
between his or her regular salary paid after the period set out in sub- 
section (2) and the compensation awarded shall be converted to its 
equivalent time and deducted from his or her accumulated credits. 


(5) If a justice of the peace is absent by reason of an injury or 
occupational disease for which an award is made under the Workplace 
Safety and Insurance Act, 1997, the Crown shall continue to pay the 
premiums otherwise payable by the Crown for the group insurance 
plans. 


MEDICAL EXAMINATION 


16. (1) After seven consecutive calendar days absence caused by 
sickness or injury, a justice of the peace is not entitled to leave with 
pay unless a certificate of a legally qualified medical practitioner (or 
of such other person as may be approved by the Associate Chief Jus- 
tice Co-ordinator of Justices of the Peace) is forwarded to the Associ- 
ate Chief Justice Co-ordinator of Justices of the Peace, certifying that 
the justice of the peace is unable to attend to official duties. 


(2) Despite subsection (1), the Chief Justice or the Associate Chief 
Justice Co-ordinator of Justices of the Peace may require a justice of 
the peace to submit the certificate required by subsection (1) for any 
period of absence. 


(3) If, for reasons of health, a justice of the peace is frequently 
absent or unable to perform his or her duties, the Associate Chief 
Justice Co-ordinator of Justices of the Peace may require him or her to 
submit to a medical examination at the expense of the Crown. 


SPECIAL AND COMPASSIONATE LEAVES 
BEREAVEMENT LEAVE 
17. (1) A justice of the peace is entitled, 


(a) in the case of a full-time justice of the peace, to not more than 
three working days leave of absence with pay; and 


(b) in the case of an eligible part-time justice of the peace, to not 
more than three consecutive days leave of absence with pay, 
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in the event of the death of his or her spouse, same-sex partner, par- 
ent, mother-in-law, father-in-law, child, stepchild, daughter-in-law, 
son-in-law, sister, brother, sister-in-law, brother-in-law, grandparent, 
grandchild, ward or guardian. 


(2) A justice of the peace who would otherwise have been at work 
is entitled to one day leave of absence with pay in the event of the 
death of his or her aunt, uncle, niece or nephew. 


(3) If the funeral service for a person on whose death a justice of 
the peace is entitled to a leave of absence under subsections (1) and 
(2) is held at a location more than 800 kilometres from his or her 
residence, the justice of the peace is entitled to two additional days 
leave of absence without pay immediately following the leave of 
absence taken by the justice of the peace under those subsections. 


PREGNANCY AND PARENTAL LEAVES 


18. (1) A justice of the peace who is pregnant is entitled to a leave 
of absence beginning not earlier than 17 weeks before the expected 
birth date. 


(2) At least two weeks before the leave is to begin, the justice of 
the peace shall give the Associate Chief Justice Co-ordinator of Jus- 
tices of the Peace written notice of the date the leave is to begin and a 
certificate from a legally qualified medical practitioner stating the 
expected birth date. 


(3) Subsection (2) does not apply to a justice of the peace who 
stops working because of complications caused by her pregnancy or 
because of a birth, still-birth or miscarriage that occurs earlier than the 
date she was expected to give birth. 


(4) A justice of the peace to whom subsection (3) applies shall, 
within two weeks of stopping work, give the Associate Chief Justice 
Co-ordinator of Justices of the Peace, 


(a) written notice of the date the pregnancy leave began or is to 
begin; and 


(b) a certificate from a legally qualified medical practitioner, 


(1) in the case of a justice of the peace who stops working 
because of complications caused by her pregnancy, stating 
that she is unable to perform her duties because of compli- 
cations caused by her pregnancy and stating the expected 
birth date, or 


(ii) in any other case, stating the date of the birth, still-birth or 
miscarriage and the date the justice of the peace was 
expected to give birth. 


(5) The pregnancy leave of a justice of the peace ends, 


(a) in the case of a justice of the peace who is entitled to take 
parental leave, 17 weeks after the pregnancy leave began; 


(b) in the case of a justice of the peace who is not entitled to take 
parental leave, on the later of the date that is 17 weeks after the 
pregnancy leave began and the date that is six weeks after the 
birth, still-birth or miscarriage; or 


(c) on a date earlier than the date provided for in clause (a) or (b), 
if the justice of the peace gives the Associate Chief Justice 
Co-ordinator of Justices of the Peace at least four weeks writ- 
ten notice of the earlier date. 


(6) The first 17 weeks of pregnancy leave shall be with pay and 
any additional pregnancy leave shall be without pay. 


(7) A justice of the peace who has given notice to begin pregnancy 
leave may change the notice, 


(a) to an earlier date, by giving the Associate Chief Justice 
Co-ordinator of Justices of the Peace written notice at least two 
weeks before the earlier date; or 
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(b) to a later date, by giving the Associate Chief Justice 
Co-ordinator of Justices of the Peace written notice at least two 
weeks before the date leave was to begin under the previous 
notice. 


(8) A justice of the peace who has given notice to end pregnancy 
leave may change the notice, 


(a) to an earlier date, by giving the Associate Chief Justice 
Co-ordinator of Justices of the Peace written notice at least 
four weeks before the earlier date; or 


(b) to a later date, by giving the Associate Chief Justice 
Co-ordinator of Justices of the Peace written notice at least 
four weeks before the date leave was to end under the previous 
notice. 


(9) This section also applies to a justice of the peace who, on or 
after January 1, 2001, is on a leave of absence under section 65 (preg- 
nancy leave) of Regulation 977 of the Revised Regulations of Ontario, 
1990 (General) made under the Public Service Act. 


19. (1) In this section, 


“parent” includes a person with whom a child is placed for adoption 
and a person who is in a relationship of some permanence with a 
parent of a child and who intends to treat the child as his or her 
own. 


(2) A justice of the peace who is the parent of a child is entitled to 
a leave of absence following, 


(a) the birth of the child, if it occurs on or after January 1, 2001; or 


(b) the coming of the child into the custody, care and control of a 
parent for the first time, if it occurs on or after January 1, 2001. 


(3) Parental leave shall begin not later than 35 weeks after the date 
the child is born or comes into the custody, care and control of a par- 
ent for the first time. 


(4) The parental leave of a justice of the peace who takes preg- 
nancy leave shall begin when the pregnancy leave ends unless the 
child has not yet come into the custody, care and control of a parent 
for the first time. 


(5) A justice of the peace who takes parental leave shall give the 
Associate Chief Justice Co-ordinator of Justices of the Peace at least 
two weeks written notice of the date the leave is to begin. 


(6) Subsection (5) does not apply in the case of a justice of the 
peace who stops working because the child comes into the custody, 
care and control of a parent sooner than expected. 


(7) The parental leave of a justice of the peace to whom subsection 
(6) applies begins on the day he or she stops working and, within two 
weeks of stopping work, he or she shall give the Associate Chief 
Justice Co-ordinator of Justices of the Peace written notice that the 
justice of the peace wishes to take parental leave. 


(8) The parental leave of a justice of the peace ends, 
(a) 26 weeks after it begins; or 


(b) on a date earlier than the date provided for in clause (a), if the 
justice of the peace gives the Associate Chief Justice 
Co-ordinator of Justices of the Peace at least four weeks writ- 
ten notice of the earlier date. 


(9) The first ten days of parental leave shall be with pay and the 
remainder shall be without pay. 


(10) A justice of the peace who has given notice to begin parental 
leave may change the notice, 
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(a) to an earlier date, by giving the Associate Chief Justice 
Co-ordinator of Justices of the Peace written notice at least two 
weeks before the earlier date; or 


to a later date, by giving the Associate Chief Justice 
Co-ordinator of Justices of the Peace written notice at least two 
weeks before the date leave was to begin under the previous 
notice. 


(b) 


(11) A justice of the peace who has given notice to end parental 
leave may change the notice, 


(a) to an earlier date, by giving the Associate Chief Justice 
Co-ordinator of Justices of the Peace written notice at least 
four weeks before the earlier date; or 


(b) to a later date, by giving the Associate Chief Justice 
Co-ordinator of Justices of the Peace written notice at least 
four weeks before the date leave was to end under the previous 
notice. 


CANADIAN FORCES RESERVE TRAINING LEAVE 


20. In each year, the Associate Chief Justice Co-ordinator of Jus- 
tices of the Peace may give a justice of the peace a leave of absence 
with pay of not more than one week and a leave of absence without 
pay of not more than one week for the purpose of Canadian Forces 
Reserve training. 


DISCRETIONARY LEAVE 


21. (1) The Associate Chief Justice Co-ordinator of Justices of the 
Peace may give a justice of the peace a leave of absence with pay of 
not more than three days in a year upon special or compassionate 
grounds. 


(2) A further leave of absence with pay may be given for special or 
compassionate purposes to a justice of the peace for a period of, 


(a) not more than six months with the approval of the Associate 
Chief Justice Co-ordinator of Justices of the Peace; and 


(b) over six months upon the recommendation of the Chief Justice 
and with the approval of the Lieutenant Governor in Council. 


(3) A leave of absence without pay and without accumulation of 
credits may be given to a justice of the peace by the Associate Chief 
Justice Co-ordinator of Justices of the Peace. 


(4) A justice of the peace shall not absent himself or herself from 
duty on a leave of absence provided for in this section unless he or she 
has previously obtained the authorization required by this section. 


(5) An application for leave of absence under this section must be 
in writing and must set out the reasons for the leave of absence. 


22. (1) In this section, 


“leave of absence” means a leave of absence for the purpose of under- 
taking employment under the auspices of the Government of Can- 
ada or a public agency or in the private sector. 


(2) The Associate Chief Justice Co-ordinator of Justices of the 
Peace may give a justice of the peace a leave of absence with pay for 
a period of not more than two years and, if the leave is less than two 
years, may extend it from time to time to a maximum of two years. 


(3) The Associate Chief Justice Co-ordinator of Justices of the 
Peace, with the approval of the Chief Justice, may give a justice of the 
peace a leave of absence with pay for a period of not more than five 
years and, if the leave is less than five years, the Associate Chief 
Justice Co-ordinator of Justices of the Peace, with the approval of the 
Chief Justice, may extend it from time to time to a maximum of five 
years. 
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(4) Ifa leave of absence was originally given under subsection (2), 
the Associate Chief Justice Co-ordinator of Justices of the Peace, with 
the approval of the Chief Justice, may extend it from time to time to a 
maximum of five years. 


(5) The Associate Chief Justice Co-ordinator of Justices of the 
Peace may give a justice of the peace a leave of absence without pay 
and without accumulation of credits for a period of not more than two 
years and, if the leave is less than two years, may extend it from time 
to time to a maximum of two years. 


(6) The Associate Chief Justice Co-ordinator of Justices of the 
Peace, with the approval of the Chief Justice, may give a justice of the 
peace a leave of absence without pay and without accumulation of 
credits for a period of not more than five years and, if the original 
leave is less than five years, the Associate Chief Justice Co-ordinator 
of Justices of the Peace, with the approval of the Chief Justice, may 
extend it from time to time to a maximum of five years. 


(7) If a leave of absence is originally given under subsection (5), 
the Associate Chief Justice Co-ordinator of Justices of the Peace, with 
the approval of the Chief Justice, may extend the leave of absence 
from time to time to a maximum of five years. 


(8) If ajustice of the peace is given a leave of absence with pay, 


(a) he or she is entitled to the same sick leave benefits and vaca- 
tion credits to which he or she would be entitled if he or she 
had not taken the leave of absence; 


(b) he or she is required to submit regular personal attendance 
reports; and 


(c) the agency responsible for paying the salary of the justice of 
the peace shall reimburse the Minister of Finance, 


(i) for the salary of the justice of the peace, and 


(ii) for contributions made by the Government of Ontario on 
behalf of the justice of the peace in respect of the Public 
Service Pension Plan, the Canada Pension Plan and group 
insurance plans. 


(9) If a justice of the peace takes a leave of absence without pay 
and without accumulation of credits, he or she may continue to par- 
ticipate in the group insurance plans in which the justice of the peace 
would have participated if he or she had not taken the leave of 
absence, but only if the justice of the peace pays the full premiums for 
the coverage under the plans. 


GROUP INSURANCE PLANS 


23. (1) The Crown may enter into agreements with insurance 
underwriters for the purpose of providing justices of the peace the 
following group insurance coverages: 


1. A Basic Life Insurance Plan. 

2. A Supplementary Life Insurance Plan. 

3. A Dependents’ Life Insurance Plan. 

4. A Long Term Income Protection Plan. 

5. A Supplementary Health and Hospital Insurance Plan. 
6. A Dental Insurance Plan. 


(2) The group insurance coverage referred to in subsection (1) 
shall not be provided for a justice of the peace during a leave of 
absence without pay except to the extent that the justice of the peace 
arranges to pay the amount of the full premium for any of the cover- 
ages that the justice of the peace chooses to have continued during the 
leave and pays the amount at least one week before the first of each 
month of the leave of absence. 
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(3) Within a reasonable time after a justice of the peace is given a 
leave of absence, the Crown shall inform the justice of the peace that 
group insurance coverages during the leave of absence will continue 
only in accordance with subsection (2). 


(4) Except as stated in this section and sections 24 to 30, the bene- 
fits provided to justices of the peace under the group insurance cover- 
ages shall be those set out in the agreements made with the insurance 
underwriters. 


(5) The benefits provided for full-time justices of the peace under 
each group insurance coverage must continue until a full-time justice 
of the peace reaches 70 years of age or ceases to be a justice of the 
peace, whichever occurs first. 


(6) Each group insurance coverage must provide the same benefits 
to full-time justices of the peace who are between 65 and 70 years of 
age as it provides to full-time justices of the peace who are less than 
65 years of age. 


(7) Each group insurance coverage must be provided on and after 
January 1, 2001. 


24. (1) The Basic Life Insurance Plan must provide life insurance 
coverage equal to 100 per cent of the annual salary of every justice of 
the peace, and such coverage is not less than $10,000 for a full-time 
justice of the peace and $5,000 for an eligible part-time justice of the 
peace. 


(2) The Crown shall pay the premium for Basic Life Insurance 
Plan coverage. 


25. (1) The Supplementary Life Insurance Plan must provide 
additional group life insurance coverage equal to the annual salary, 
twice the annual salary or three times the annual salary, at the choice 
of the justice of the peace, for those justices of the peace who choose 
to participate in the Plan. 


(2) A justice of the peace who participates in the Supplementary 
Life Insurance Plan shall pay the premium for his or her insurance 
coverage in the Plan. 


26. (1) The Dependents’ Life Insurance Plan must provide, in 
respect of each justice of the peace who chooses to participate in the 
Plan, life insurance coverage of, 


(a) $1,000 for the spouse or same-sex partner of the justice of the 
peace and $500 for each child of the justice of the peace; or 


(b) $2,000 for the spouse or same-sex partner of the justice of the 
peace and $1,000 for each child of the justice of the peace, 


whichever coverage the justice of the peace chooses. 
(2) In subsection (1), 
“child” means, 
(a) an unmarried child who is less than 21 years of age, 


(b) a child who is at least 21 years of age but not yet 25 years of 
age and who is in full time attendance at an educational institu- 
tion or on vacation from one, or 


(c) a child who is at least 21 years of age and who is mentally or 
physically infirm and is dependent on the justice of the peace. 


(3) A justice of the peace who participates in the Dependents’ Life 
Insurance Plan shall pay the premiums for the insurance coverage 
provided to the justice of the peace in the Plan. 


27. (1) The Long Term Income Protection Plan must provide the 
benefit described in subsection (3) to a justice of the peace who par- 
ticipates in the Plan and who is totally disabled, is under the care of or 
is receiving treatment from a legally qualified medical practitioner 
and is not, except for the purpose of rehabilitation, engaged in any 
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occupation or employment for which he or she receives a wage or 
profit. 


(2) The justice of the peace is entitled to receive the benefit begin- 
ning immediately after a qualifying period of six continuous months 
of total disability and continuing until the earliest of, 


(a) termination of the total disability; 
(b) death; or 


(c) the end of the month in which the justice of the peace reaches 
70 years of age, in the case of a full-time justice of the peace, 
or 65 years of age, in the case of a part-time justice of the 
peace. 


(3) The amount of the annual benefit during a calendar year (the 
“payment year”) is the amount calculated using the formula, 


A-(B+C) 
in which, 


A tS: 

(a) for the first payment year in which the benefit is paid, 667% 
per cent of the justice of the peace’s regular salary imme- 
diately before the beginning of the qualifying period, and 


(b) for each subsequent payment year, the amount of “A” for 
the previous year, increased by the average annual 
increase, expressed as a percentage, in the Ontario Con- 
sumer Price Index as published by Statistics Canada in 


January of the payment year, to a maximum of 2 per cent,

“B” is the total amount of the other disability and retirement bene- 
fits, if any, payable for the year to the justice of the peace 
under any other plans to which the justice of the peace contrib- 
utes, other than payments under the Workplace Safety and 
Insurance Act, 1997 for an unrelated disability, and 


> is 50 per cent of any rehabilitation earnings of the justice of the 
peace for the year. 


(4) Every justice of the peace who is appointed to office on or after 
March 1, 1971 shall participate in the Long Term Income Protection 
Plan. 


(5) A justice of the peace who was appointed to office before 
March 1, 1971, 


(a) where the justice of the peace was participating in the Long 
Term Income Protection Plan on December 19, 1975, is enti- 
tled to continue to participate in the Plan or to cease participat- 
ing in the Plan; or

where the justice of the peace was not participating in the Plan 
on December 19, 1975 is, upon producing evidence of medical 
eligibility satisfactory to the insurer under the Plan, entitled to 
participate in the Plan, and is thereafter entitled to cease par- 
ticipating in the Plan. 


(6) The Crown shall pay 85 per cent of the premium costs for 
every justice of the peace who participates in the Long Term Income 
Protection Plan and the justice of the peace shall pay the balance of 
the premium costs through payroll deduction. 


(7) In this section, 


“rehabilitation earnings” means earnings for service following directly 
after a period of total disability during which the justice of the 
peace is not fully recovered from the disability; 


“total disability” means, 


(a) during the qualifying period and the first 24 months of the 
period in respect of which benefits may be paid, the continuous 
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inability of the justice of the peace, as a result of sickness or 
injury, to perform the essential duties of the justice of the 
peace’s normal occupation, and 


(b

during the balance of the period in respect of which benefits 
may be paid, the inability of the justice of the peace, as the 
result of sickness or injury, to perform the essential duties of 
any gainful occupation for which the justice of the peace is rea- 
sonably fitted by education, training or experience, 


and “totally disabled” has a corresponding meaning. 


28. If the Crown is paying all or part of the premiums for a justice 
of the peace for the group insurance plans and the justice of the peace 
receives benefits under the Long Term Income Protection Plan, the 
Crown shall continue the premium payments for the period in respect 
of which the justice of the peace is receiving the benefits. 


29. (1) The Supplementary Health and Hospital Insurance Plan 
must provide to every justice of the peace who joins the Plan, 


(a) reimbursement for 90 per cent of the cost of drugs and 
medicine dispensed by a legally qualified medical practitioner 
or by a pharmacist as defined in subsection 117 (1) of the Drug 
and Pharmacies Regulation Act on the written prescription of a 
legally qualified medical practitioner;

reimbursement for charges for semi-private room hospital care 
made by a hospital within the meaning of the Public Hospitals 
Act or by a hospital that is licensed or approved by the govern- 
ing body in the jurisdiction in which the hospital is located; and

such other health and hospital expenses as result from treat- 
ment and services recommended or approved by a legally 
qualified medical practitioner as may be provided by the Plan. 


The Crown shall pay, 


the premiums for every full-time justice of the peace who joins 
the Supplementary Health and Hospital Insurance Plan; and 


40, 50, 60, 70 or 80 per cent of the premiums for every eligible 
part-time justice of the peace who joins the Supplementary 
Health and Hospital Insurance Plan, whichever percentage is 
closest to the relation that his or her regularly scheduled hours 
of work bear to full-time work, and the justice of the peace 
shall pay the balance of the premium through payroll deduc- 
tion. 


(3) A justice of the peace may elect to participate in the Supple- 
mentary Health and Hospital Insurance Plan, 


(a) on appointment: 


(b) in December of any year, for coverage commencing on the 
following January 1, if the justice of the peace has satisfied the 
waiting period of the Plan and the justice of the peace, 


(i) did not join the Plan on appointment, or 
(ii) previously opted out of the Plan; or 


(c) on providing evidence that similar coverage available to the 
justice of the peace under the plan of another person has been 
terminated, for coverage commencing on the Ist day of the 
month coinciding with or following the presentation of the evi- 
dence. 


(4) A justice of the peace may elect in December of any year to opt 
out of the Supplementary Health and Hospital Insurance Plan and 
coverage shall cease at the end of that month. 


(5) The Supplementary Health and Hospital Insurance Plan must 
provide the cost of vision care to a maximum of $200 per person 
every 24 months to every justice of the peace who elects to participate 
in the Plan’s additional coverage for vision care and hearing aids.

(6) The Supplementary Health and Hospital Insurance Plan must 
provide the cost of the purchase and repair of a hearing aid (other than 
the replacement of a battery) to a lifetime maximum of $200 per per- 
son to every justice of the peace who elects to participate in the Plan’s 
additional coverage for vision care and hearing aids. 


(7) The additional coverage described in subsections (5) and (6) is 
subject to the following deductible amount: 


1. $10 for each calendar year for a justice of the peace with single 
coverage. 


2. $10 per person for each calendar year to a maximum of $20 for 
a justice of the peace with family coverage. 


(8) For the additional coverage described in subsections (5) and 
(6), the employer shall pay, 


(a) 60 per cent of the premiums for each participating full-time

(b) 60 per cent of the applicable monthly premiums under clause 
(2) (b) for each participating part-time justice of the peace. 


(9) In this section, 


“vision care” means eyeglasses, frames and lenses for eyeglasses and 
contact lenses prescribed by a physician who is a member of the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons of Ontario or an optometrist 
who is a member of the College of Optometrists of Ontario, and 
includes the fitting of such eyeglasses, frames, lenses and contact 
lenses, but does not include eyeglasses for cosmetic purposes or 
sunglasses. 


30. (1) The Dental Insurance Plan must reimburse every justice of 
the peace who elects to participate in the Plan for the following 
expenses and the reimbursement is in the following amount: 


1. Eighty-five per cent of the cost of basic dental services, endo- 
dontic services, periodontic services and repair or maintenance 
services for existing dentures or bridges specified by the Plan, 
but not to exceed 85 per cent of the fees set out in the Ontario 
Dental Association schedule of fees for general practitioners in 
effect when the expense is incurred. 


2. Fifty per cent of the cost of new dentures specified by the Plan, 
to a maximum of 50 per cent of the fees set out in the Ontario 
Dental Association schedule of fees in effect when the expense 
is incurred. However, $3,000 per person is the maximum 
reimbursement under this paragraph in respect of a justice of 
the peace, the justice of the peace’s spouse or same-sex partner 
and each dependent child of the justice of the peace. 


3. Fifty per cent of the cost of orthodontic services specified by 
the Plan and provided to unmarried dependent children of the 
justice of the peace who are more than six years old and less 
then 19 years old, to a maximum of 50 per cent of the fees set 
out in the Ontario Dental Association schedule of fees in effect 
when the expense is incurred. However, $3,000 is the maxi- 
mum reimbursement under this paragraph in respect of each 
dependent child of the justice of the peace. 


4. Fifty per cent of the cost of crowns, bridgework and other 
major restorative services specified by the Plan, to a maximum 
of 50 per cent of the fees set out in the Ontario Dental Associa- 
tion schedule of fees in effect when the expense is incurred. 
However, $2,000 per person per year is the maximum reim- 
bursement under this paragraph in respect of a justice of the 
peace, the justice of the peace’s spouse or same-sex partner and 
each dependent child of the justice of the peace.

The Crown shall pay, 


the premiums for every full-time justice of the peace who joins 
the Dental Insurance Plan; and

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(b) 40, 50, 60, 70 or 80 per cent of the premiums of the Dental 
Insurance Plan for every eligible part-time justice of the peace 
who joins the Plan, whichever percentage is closest to the rela- 
tion that his or her regularly scheduled hours of work bear to 
full-time work and the justice of the peace shall pay the bal- 
ance of the premium through payroll deduction. 


(3) A justice of the peace may elect to participate in the Dental 
Insurance Plan, 


(a) on appointment: 


(b) in December of any year for coverage commencing on the 
following January 1, if the justice of the peace has satisfied the 
waiting period of the Plan and the justice of the peace, 


(1) did not join the Plan on appointment, or 
(11) previously opted out of the Plan; or 


(c) on providing evidence that similar coverage available to the 
justice of the peace under the plan of another person has been 
terminated, for coverage commencing on the Ist day of the 
month coinciding with or next following the presentation of the 
evidence. 


(4) A justice of the peace may elect in December of any year to opt 
out of the Dental Insurance Plan and coverage ceases at the end of that 
month. 


TERMINATION PAYMENTS 


31. A full-time justice of the peace who was appointed before 
January 1, 1970 and who ceases to be a justice of the peace is entitled 
to be paid an amount in respect of remaining accumulated attendance 
credits in an amount computed by multiplying half of the number of 
days of remaining accumulated attendance credits at the date of ceas- 
ing to be a justice of the peace by his or her annual salary at the date 
of ceasing to be a justice of the peace and dividing the product by 261. 


32. (1) Despite section 31, a full-time justice of the peace who 
was appointed on or after October 1, 1965 and before January 1, 1970 
is entitled to receive the amount described in subsection (2) for con- 
tinuous service up to and including December 31, 1975 if he or she 
ceases to be a justice of the peace because of, 


(a) death; 
(b) retirement under section 6 of the Act: or 


(c) total and permanent disability that entitles him or her to a pen- 
sion or payment under the Public Service Pension Plan. 


(2) In the circumstances described in subsection (1), the full-time 
justice of the peace is entitled to receive one of the following 
amounts: 


1. Severance pay equal to one-half week of salary for each year of 
continuous service before January 1, 1970 and one week of 
salary for each year of continuous service from and including 
January 1, 1970. 


2. The amount in respect of his or her accumulated attendance 
credits computed in accordance with section 31. 


33. (1) A full-time justice of the peace who is appointed on or 
after January 1, 1970 is entitled to the severance pay described in this 
section for each year of continuous service up to and including 
December 31, 1975. 


(2) A full-time justice of the peace is entitled to receive an amount 
equal to one week of salary for each year of service if he or she has 
completed one year of continuous service and ceases to be a justice of 
the peace because of, 


(a) death; 
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(b) retirement under section 6 of the Act; or 


(c) total and permanent disability that entitles him or her to a pen- 
sion or payment under the Public Service Pension Plan. 


(3) A full-time justice of the peace is entitled to receive an amount 
equal to one week of salary for each year of service if he or she has 
completed five years of continuous service and ceases to be a justice 
of the peace for any reason other than, 


(a) removal from office under clause 8 (2) (b) of the Act; or 
(b) abandonment of position. 


34. (1) A justice of the peace, is entitled to receive severance pay 
for continuous service on or after January 1, 1976, 


(a) if he or she has completed a minimum of one year of continu- 
ous service and who ceases to be a justice of the peace because 
of, 

(i) death, 


(ii) retirement under section 6 of the Act, or 


(iii) total and permanent disability that entitles him or her to a 
pension or payment under the Public Service Pension Plan; 
or 


(b) if he or she has completed a minimum of five years of continu- 
ous service and ceases to be a justice of the peace for any rea- 
son other than, 


(i) removal from office under clause 8 (2) (b) of the Act, or 
(ii) abandonment of position. 


(2) The amount of severance pay to which the justice of the peace 
is entitled under subsection (1) is the amount equal to, 


(a) one week of salary for each year of continuous service as a 
full-time justice of the peace from and after that date; and 


(b) that portion of a week’s salary that is equal to the portion his or 
her regularly scheduled hours of work bear to full-time work, 
for each year of continuous service as an eligible part-time jus- 
tice of the peace. 


(3) For the purpose of clause (2) (b), 


“week’s salary” means the salary the justice of the peace would 
receive if the justice of the peace were a full-time justice of the 
peace. 


(4) Despite the definition of “continuous service” in section 1.1, 
for the purpose of this section, his or her period of continuous service 
under the Legislative Assembly Act immediately prior to his or her 
appointment as a justice of the peace under the Act or as a public 
servant under the Public Service Act shall be taken into account in 
computing the minimum period of continuous service mentioned in 
clause (1) (b) and in computing the severance pay mentioned in sub- 
section (1), but the severance pay to which the justice of the peace is 
entitled under that subsection shall be reduced by an amount equal to 
the amount, if any, of the severance pay received by the justice of the 
peace in respect of the termination of his or her service under the 
Legislative Assembly Act for any period of such service that is also 
taken into account in computing his or her severance pay under sub- 
section (1). 


(5S) In subsection (4), 


“service under the Legislative Assembly Act? includes continuous 
service for at least one year as an employee of the caucus of a 
political party or of a member of the Assembly where his or her 
salary is paid out of money appropriated for the use of the caucus 
or member under the Legislative Assembly Act. 
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35. Despite section 34, where in the opinion of the Chief Justice 
special circumstances exist, a payment may be made by way of termi- 
nation allowance, with the approval of the Lieutenant Governor in 
Council, to a justice of the peace when he or she ceases to be a justice 
of the peace. 


36. (1) The total of the amount paid to a justice of the peace in 
respect of accumulated attendance credits and the severance pay of

(4) For the purposes of this section, the salary of a part-time justice 
of the peace shall be determined as if he or she were a full-time justice 
of the peace.

(2) A justice of the peace whose total period of service is inter- 
rupted by a hiatus in service may, at his or her option, repay to the 
Minister of Finance any termination payment received as a result of 
that absence, and thereby restore termination pay entitlements for the 
period of continuous service for which the payment had been made.

his or her entitlement to a termination payment under section 31, 
32, 33 or 34 is reduced to reflect one-half of the time taken by 
the justice of the peace under subsection (3) as a leave of absence 
with pay; and, one-half of each day of the total number of days 
of leave granted under section 21 and of leave taken under sub- 
section (3) is allocated to each of the leaves of absence. 


(7) Subsections (3) to (6) apply despite section 31, 32, 33 or 
34. 


DEATH PAYMENT 


38. (1) When a full-time justice of the peace who has served 
for more than six months dies, there shall be paid to his or her 
personal representative or if there is no personal representative to 
such person as the Chief Justice determines, the sum of one- 
twelfth of his or her annual salary.

Note: Regulation 642/00 has previously been amended by Ontario 


Regulations 8/01 and 366/01. 


1. Section 26 of Ontario Regulation 642/00 is revoked and the 
following substituted: 


26. In this section and in sections 26.1 to 26.3, 


“GTA service manager” has the meaning given to that expression by 
section 135 of the Act; 


“housing costs” means, in respect of a GTA service manager for a 
period, its housing costs for the period under section 127 of the 
Act. 


26.1 (1) For the purposes of clause 136 (5) (a) of the Act, the 
Minister shall reallocate for a period to those GTA service managers 
who are sharing GTA service managers for the period the amount by 
which the sum of the housing costs for the period of all GTA service 
managers who are supported GTA service managers for the period 
exceed the sum of the net housing costs for the period of those sup- 
ported GTA service managers. 


(2) The total amount to be reallocated to a sharing GTA service 
manager for a period is the amount by which its net housing costs 
for the period exceed its housing costs for the period. 


(3) For the purposes of clause 136 (5) (c) of the Act, the amount 
payable by a sharing GTA service manager to a supported GTA 
service manager is determined using the formula: 


P x X/Y 
in which, 


“P” is the amount by which the net housing costs for the period of 
the sharing GTA service manager exceeds its housing costs 
for the period, 


“x” is the amount by which the supported GTA service man- 
ager’s housing costs for the period exceed its net housing 
costs for the period, and 


is the sum of all amounts each of which 1s the amount by 
which a supported GTA service manager’s housing costs for 
the period exceed its net housing costs for the period. 


(4) Nothing in subsections (1) to (3) relieves a GTA service 
manager from its obligation to pay to the Minister the portion of the 
provincial housing costs allocated to it under section 123 of the Act. 


(5) In this section, 


“net housing costs” means, in respect of a GTA service manager, the 
amount determined under section 26.2; 


“sharing GTA service manager” means, in respect of a period, a 
GTA service manager whose net housing costs for the period 
exceed its housing costs for the period; 


“supported GTA service manager” means, in respect of a period, a 
GTA service manager whose housing costs for the period exceed 
its net housing costs for the period. 


26.2 (1) For the purposes of section 26.1, the amount of a GTA 
service manager’s net housing costs for a period is the amount 
determined using the formula: 


CxR 
in which, 


“C” is the sum of the housing costs of all of the GTA service 


managers for the period, 


“R” is the ratio of the weighted assessment of the GTA service 
manager for the period to the sum of the weighted assess- 
ments of all of the GTA service managers for the period. 


(2) For 2001, the ratio of the weighted assessment of a GTA 
service manager to the sum of the weighted assessments of all of the 
GTA service managers 1s deemed to be the ratio set out opposite the 
name of the GTA service manager in Schedule 4. 


(3) For 2002 and subsequent years, the weighted assessment of a 
GTA service manager is the sum of all amounts, each of which is 
the weighted assessment for a property class in the GTA service 
manager’s service area determined using the formula, 


WxA 
in which, 


“W” is the GTA-wide weighted transition ratio for the property 


class, and 


“A” is the sum of the net taxable assessments for the previous 
year of all properties in the property class in the GTA service 


manager’s service area. 


(4) The GTA-wide weighted transition ratio for a property class 
set out in Schedule 5 is the ratio set out opposite the property class 
in that Schedule. 


(5) The GTA-wide weighted transition ratio for a property class 
that 1s not set out in Schedule 5 is the amount determined as follows: 


1. For each GTA service manager, multiply the sum of the net 
taxable assessments for the previous year of all properties in 
the property class in the GTA service manager’s service area 
by the transition ratio applicable to that property class and 
service area. 


2. Add the products calculated under paragraph | in respect of 
the GTA service managers. 


3. Divide the sum calculated under paragraph 2 by the sum of 
the net taxable assessments for the previous year of all prop- 
erties in the property class in the service areas of all of the 
GTA service managers. 
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(6) In this section, 
“net taxable assessment” means, 


(a) with respect to property that is in a subclass to which section 
368.1 of the Municipal Act applies, the taxable assessment 
for the property, as reduced by the percentage reduction that 
applies with respect to that assessment under section 368.1 of 
that Act, and 


(b) in respect of property not referred to in clause (a), the taxable 
assessment in respect of the property; 


“property class” means a class of real property prescribed under the 
Assessment Act; 


“taxable assessment” means, in respect of a property, the assessment 
of the property on which tax rates are levied under section 366 or 
368 of the Municipal Act; 


“transition ratio” means, in respect of a service area for a property 
class not set out in Schedule 6, the transition ratio or average 
transition ratio, as applicable, that is prescribed for the purposes 
of section 363 of the Municipal Act for the property class in the 
service area. 


26.3 The Minister shall make appropriate adjustments in deter- 
mining the amount of housing costs of GTA service managers to be 
reallocated or paid for a period that begins either before or after 
sections 26.1 and 26.2 come into force, 


(a) to ensure that amounts are reallocated and paid for the period 
in accordance with those sections; and 


(b) to take into account any differences between actual amounts 
and the amounts used in determining the amounts to be real- 
located or paid. 


2. The Regulation is amended by adding the following sec- 
tion: 


27.1 (1) A GTA service manager who makes a request under 
subsection 138 (1) of the Act for a review of an allocation shall 
include the following with the request: 


1. A statement setting out the reasons for the request and the 
information on which the GTA service manager relies. 


2. Documents and other material in support of the request. 


3. A statement setting out the names or titles of the officers, 
employees or agents of the GTA service manager who may 
be contacted concerning the request and how they may be 
contacted. 


(2) The Minister shall consider the following criteria in deter- 
mining whether an allocation is reviewable on the request of the 
GTA service manager: 


1. Whether the reallocation is incorrectly calculated. 


2. Whether the information used in calculating the reallocation 
is incorrect or incomplete. 


3. Items 5, 20, 29, 38 and 43 of Table 1 of Schedule 2 to the 
Regulation are revoked. 


4. Schedule 4 to the Regulation is revoked and the following 
substituted:

the Business Development Bank incorporated under the Business Development Bank Act (Canada); 


a loan corporation or trust corporation registered under the Loan and Trust Corporations Act or under the Trust 
and Loan Companies Act (Canada), or under comparable legislation in any other jurisdiction; 


a co-operative credit society, credit union central, federation of caisses populaires, credit union or league, or 
regional caisse populaire, or an association under the Cooperative Credit Associations Act (Canada), in each 
case, located in Canada; 


a company licensed to do business as an insurance company in any jurisdiction; 


a subsidiary of any company referred to in paragraph (a), (b), (c), (d) or (e), where the company owns all of the 
voting shares of the subsidiary; 


a person or company registered under the Act or securities legislation in another jurisdiction as an adviser or 
dealer, other than a limited market dealer; 


the government of Canada or of any jurisdiction, or any crown corporation, instrumentality or agency of a 
Canadian federal, provincial or territorial government; 


any Canadian municipality or any Canadian provincial or territorial capital city; 


any national, federal, state, provincial, territorial or municipal government of or in any foreign jurisdiction, or any 
instrumentality or agency thereof; 


a pension fund that is regulated by either the Office of the Superintendent of Financial Institutions (Canada) or a 
provincial pension commission or similar regulatory authority; 


a registered charity under the Income Tax Act (Canada); 


an individual who beneficially owns, or who together with a spouse beneficially own, financial assets having an 
aggregate realizable value that, before taxes but net of any related liabilities, exceeds $1,000,000; 


an individual whose net income before taxes exceeded $200,000 in each of the two most recent years or whose 
net income before taxes combined with that of a spouse exceeded $300,000 in each of those years and who, in 
either case, has a reasonable expectation of exceeding the same net income level in the current year; 


an individual who has been granted registration under the Act or securities legislation in another jurisdiction as a 
representative of a person or company referred to in paragraph (g), whether or not the individual's registration is 
still in effect; 


a promoter of the issuer or an affiliated entity of a promoter of the issuer; 
a spouse, parent, grandparent or child of an officer, director or promoter of the issuer; 


a person or company that, in relation to the issuer, is an affiliated entity or a person or company referred to in 
clause (c) of the definition of distribution in subsection 1(1) of the Act; 


an issuer that is acquiring securities of its own issue; 


a company, limited partnership, limited liability partnership, trust or estate, other than a mutual fund or non- 
redeemable investment fund, that had net assets of at least $5,000,000 as reflected in its most recently 
prepared financial statements; 


a person or company that is recognized by the Commission as an accredited investor; 
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(v) a mutual fund or non-redeemable investment fund that, in Ontario, distributes its securities only to persons or 
companies that are accredited investors; 


(w) a mutual fund or non-redeemable investment fund that, in Ontario, distributes its securities under a prospectus 
for which a receipt has been granted by the Director; 


(x) a managed account if it is acquiring a security that is not a security of a mutual fund or non-redeemable 
investment fund; 


(y) an account that is fully managed by a trust corporation registered under the Loan and Trust Corporations Act; 


(Z) an entity organized outside of Canada that is analogous to any of the entities referred to in paragraphs (a) 
through (g) and paragraph (k) in form and function; and 


(aa) a person or company in respect of which all of the owners of interests, direct or indirect, legal or beneficial, are 
persons or companies that are accredited investors; 


“closely-held issuer" means an issuer, other than a mutual fund or non-redeemable investment fund, whose 
(a) shares are subject to restrictions on transfer requiring the approval of either the board of directors or the 


shareholders of the issuer (or the equivalent in a non-corporate issuer) contained in constating documents of 
the issuer or one or more agreements among the issuer and holders of its shares; and 


(b) outstanding securities are beneficially owned, directly or indirectly, by not more than 35 persons or companies, 
exclusive of 
(i) persons or companies that are, or at the time they last acquired securities of the issuer were, 


accredited investors; and 


(ii) current or former directors, officers or employees of the issuer or an affiliated entity of the issuer, or 
current or former consultants as defined in Rule 45-503 Trades to Employees, Executives and 
Consultants, who in each case beneficially own only securities of the issuer that were issued as 
compensation by, or under an incentive plan of, the issuer or an affiliated entity of the issuer; 


provided that: 


(A) two or more persons who are the joint registered holders of one or more securities of the issuer shall be counted 
as one beneficial owner of those securities; and 


(B) a corporation, partnership, trust or other entity shall be counted as one beneficial owner of securities of the 
issuer unless the entity has been created or is being used primarily for the purpose of acquiring or holding 
securities of the issuer, in which event each beneficial owner of an equity interest in the entity or each 
beneficiary of the entity, as the case may be, shall be counted as a separate beneficial owner of those securities 
of the issuer; 


“convertible security" means a security of an issuer that is convertible into, or carries the right of the holder to purchase, or of the 
issuer to cause the purchase of, a security of the same issuer; 


“entity" means a company, syndicate, partnership, trust or unincorporated organization; 


“exchangeable security” means a security of an issuer that is exchangeable for, or carries the right of the holder to purchase, or of 
the exchange issuer to cause the purchase of, a security of another issuer; 


"exchange issuer" means an issuer that distributes securities of a reporting issuer held by it in accordance with the terms of an 
exchangeable security of its own issue; 


“financial assets" means cash, securities, or any contract of insurance or deposit or evidence thereof that is not a security for the 
purposes of the Act; 


"government incentive security" means 


(a) a security, or unit or interest in a partnership that invests in a security, that is issued by a company and for which 
the company has agreed to renounce in favour of the holder of the security, unit or interest, amounts that will 
constitute Canadian exploration expense, as defined in subsection 66.1(6) of the ITA, or Canadian development 
expense, as defined in subsection 66.2(5) of the ITA, or Canadian oil and gas property expense, as defined in 
subsection 66.4(5) of the ITA; or 


(b) a unit or interest in a partnership or joint venture that is issued in order to fund Canadian exploration expense as 
defined in subsection 66.1(6) of the ITA or Canadian development expense as defined in subsection 66.2(5) of 
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the ITA or Canadian oil and gas property expense as defined in subsection 66.4(5) of the ITA; 

“managed account" means an investment portfolio account of a client established in writing with a portfolio adviser who makes 
investment decisions for the account and has full discretion to trade in securities of the account without requiring the client's 
express consent to a transaction; 
“multiple convertible security" means a security of an issuer that is convertible into or exchangeable for, or carries the right of the 
holder to purchase, or of the issuer or exchange issuer to cause the purchase of, a convertible security, an exchangeable security 
or another multiple convertible security; 
“MI 45-102" means Multilateral Instrument 45-102 Resale of Securities; 
“portfolio adviser" means 

(a) a portfolio manager; or 

(b) a broker or investment dealer exempted from registration as an adviser under subsection 148(1) of the 


Regulation if that broker or investment dealer is not exempt from the by-laws or regulations of The Toronto 
Stock Exchange or the Investment Dealers’ Association of Canada referred to in that subsection; 





“Previous Rule" means Rule 45-501 Exempt Distributions as it read when it was published on January 8, 1999 at (1999) 22 OSCB 
56; 


"related liabilities" means liabilities incurred or assumed for the purpose of financing the acquisition or ownership of financial 
assets and liabilities that are secured by financial assets; 


“spouse”, in relation to an individual, means another individual to whom that individual is married, or another individual of the 
opposite sex or the same sex with whom that individual is living in a conjugal relationship outside marriage; 


"Type 1 trade” means a trade in a security under an exemption from the prospectus requirement in clause 72(1)(a), (b), (c), (d), (I), 
(m), (p) or (q) of the Act, or section 2.3, 2.12, 2.13 or 2.14 of this Rule, or section 2.4, 2.5 or 2.11 of the Previous Rule; 


“Type 2 trade" means a trade in a security under an exemption from the prospectus requirement in clause 72(1)(f) (other than a 
trade to an associated consultant or investor consultant as defined in Rule 45-503 Trades to Employees, Executives and 
Consultants), (h),(i),(j),(K) or (n) of the Act, or section 2.5 or 2.8 of this Rule; and 


“underlying security" means a security issued or transferred, or to be issued or transferred, in accordance with the terms of a 
convertible security, an exchangeable security or a multiple convertible security. | 


Ae2 Interpretation 


(1) In this Rule a person or company is considered to be an affiliated entity of another person or company if one is a 
subsidiary entity of the other, or if both are subsidiary entities of the same person or company, or if each of them H

Exemption for a Trade in a Security of a Closely-held Issuer

Sections 25 and 53 of the Act do not apply to a trade in a security of a closely-held issuer if 


(a) following the trade, the issuer will be a closely-held issuer and the aggregate proceeds received by the 
issuer, and any other issuer engaged in common enterprise with the issuer, in connection with trades 
made in reliance upon this exemption will not exceed $3,000,000; 


(b) no promoter of the issuer has acted as a promoter of any other issuer that has issued a security in

(c) no selling or promotional expenses are paid or incurred in connection with the trade, except for 
services performed by a dealer registered under the Act. 


If a trade is made under subsection 2.1(1), the seller shall provide an information statement substantially similar 
to Form 45-501F3 to the purchaser of the security at least four days prior to the date of the trade unless, 
following the trade, the issuer will have not more than five beneficial holders of its securities. 


Exemption for a Trade in a Variable Insurance Contract

Sections 25 and 53 of the Act do not apply to a trade by a company licensed under the Insurance Act in a 
variable insurance contract that is 


(a) a contract of group insurance; 


(b) a whole life insurance contract providing for the payment at maturity of an amount not less than three 
quarters of the premiums paid up to age 75 for a benefit payable at maturity; 


(c) an arrangement for the investment of policy dividends and policy proceeds in a separate and distinct 
fund to which contributions are made only from policy dividends and policy proceeds; or 


(d) a variable life annuity. 


For the purposes of subsection (1), "contract", "group insurance", "life insurance" and "policy" have the 
respective meanings ascribed to them by sections 1 and 171 of the Insurance Act. 


Exemption for a Trade to an Accredited Investor - Sections 25 and 53 of the Act do not apply to a trade in a security if 
the purchaser is an accredited investor and purchases as principal. 


Exemption for a Trade by a Control Person in a Security Acquired under a Formal Take-Over Bid

Section 53 of the Act does not apply to a trade that is a control person distribution in a security that was 
acquired under a formal bid as defined in Part XX of the Act, if 


(a) the offeree issuer had been a reporting issuer for at least 12 months at the date of the bid; 


(b) subject to subsection (2), the intention to make the trade was disclosed in the take-over bid circular for 
the take-over bid; 


(c) the trade is made within the period commencing on the date of the expiry of the bid and ending 20 days 
after that date; 


(d) a notice of intention and a declaration prepared in accordance with Form 45-102F3 are filed by the 
seller before the trade; 


(e) an insider report prepared in accordance with Form 55-102F2 or Form 55-102F6, as applicable, is filed 
by the seller within three days after the completion of the trade; and 


(f) no unusual effort is made to prepare the market or to create a demand for the securities and no 
extraordinary commission is paid for the trade. 


Paragraph (1)(b) does not apply to a trade to another person or company that has made a competing formal bid 
for securities of the same issuer for a per security price not greater than the per security consideration offered 
by that other person or company in its take-over bid. 
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Exemption for a Trade in Connection with a Securities Exchange Issuer Bid 

- Sections 25 and 53 of the Act do not apply to a trade in a security that is exchanged by or for the account of the offeror 
with a securityholder of the offeror in connection with an issuer bid as defined in Part XX of the Act if, at the time of the 
trade, the issuer whose securities are being issued or transferred is a reporting issuer not in default under the Act or the 
regulations. 


Exemption for a Trade upon Exercise of Conversion Rights in a Convertible Security - Sections 25 and 53 of the 
Act do not apply to a trade by an issuer in an underlying security of its own issue to a holder of a convertible security or 
multiple convertible security of the issuer on the exercise by the issuer of its right under the convertible security or 
multiple convertible security to cause the holder to convert into or purchase the underlying security or on the automatic 
conversion of the convertible security or multiple convertible security, if no commission or other remuneration is paid or 
given to others for the trade except for administrative or professional services or for services performed by a registered 
dealer. 


Exemption for a Trade upon Exercise of Exchange Rights in an Exchangeable Security - Sections 25 and 53 of the 
Act do not apply to a trade by an exchange issuer in an underlying security to a holder of an exchangeable security or 
multiple convertible security of the exchange issuer on the exercise by the exchange issuer of its right under the 
exchangeable security or multiple convertible security to cause the holder to exchange for or purchase the underlying 
security or on the automatic exchange of the exchangeable security or multiple convertible security, if the exchange 
issuer delivers to the Commission a written notice stating the date, amount, nature and conditions of the proposed trade, 
including the net proceeds to be derived by the exchange issuer if the underlying securities are fully taken up and either 


(a) the Commission has not informed the exchange issuer in writing within 10 days after the delivery of the notice 
that it objects to the proposed trade, or 


(b) the exchange issuer has delivered to the Commission information relating to the underlying security that is 
satisfactory to and accepted by the Commission. 


Exemption for a Trade on an Amalgamation, Arrangement or Specified Statutory Procedure - Sections 25 and 53 
of the Act do not apply to a trade in a security of an issuer in connection with 


(a) a statutory amalgamation or statutory arrangement; or 
(b) a statutory procedure under which one issuer takes title to the assets of another issuer that in turn 
loses its existence by operation of law or under which one issuer merges with one or more issuers, 


whether or not the securities are issued by the merged issuer. 


Exemption for a Trade in a Security under the Execution Act - Sections 25 and 53 of the Act do not apply to a trade 
in a security by a sheriff under the Execution Act, if 


(a) there is no published market as defined in Part XX of the Act in respect of the security; 
(b) the aggregate acquisition cost to the purchaser is not more than $25,000; and 
(c) each written notice to the public soliciting offers for the security or giving notice of the intended auction 


of the security is accompanied by a statement substantially as follows: 


These securities are speculative. No representations are made concerning the securities, or the issuer 
of the securities. No prospectus is available and the protections, rights and remedies arising out of the 
prospectus provisions of the Securities Act, including statutory rights of rescission and damages, will 
not be available to the purchaser of these securities.

before entering into an agreement of purchase and sale, the prospective purchaser has been supplied 
with an offering memorandum that includes information 


(i) identifying every officer and director of the issuer, 
(ii) identifying every promoter of the issuer, 
(iii) giving the particulars of the professional qualifications and associations during the five years 


before the date of the offering memorandum of each officer, director and promoter of the 
issuer that are relevant to the offering, 


(iv) indicating each of the directors that will be devoting his or her full time to the affairs of the 
issuer, and 
(v) describing the right of action referred to in section 130.1 of the Act that is applicable in respect 


of the offering memorandum; 


the prospective purchaser has access to substantially the same information concerning the issuer that 
a prospectus filed under the Act would provide and 


(i) because of net worth and investment experience or because of consultation with or advice 
from a person or company that is not a promoter of the issuer and that is an adviser or dealer 
registered under the Act, is able to evaluate the prospective investment on the basis of 
information about the investment presented to the prospective purchaser by the issuer or 
selling securityholder, or 


(ii) is a senior officer or director of the issuer or of an affiliated entity of the issuer or a spouse or 
child of any director or senior officer of the issuer or of an affiliated entity of the issuer, 


the offer and sale of the security is not accompanied by an advertisement and no selling or promotional 
expenses have been paid or incurred for the offer and sale, except for professional services or for 
services performed by a dealer registered under the Act; and 

the promoter, if any, has not acted as a promoter of any other issue of securities under this exemption 
within the calendar year. 


(2) For the purpose of determining the number of purchasers or prospective purchasers under paragraph (1)(a), a 
corporation, partnership, trust or other entity shall be counted as one purchaser or prospective purchaser unless 
the entity has been created or is being used primarily for the purpose of purchasing a security of the issuer, in 
which event each beneficial owner of an equity interest in the entity or each beneficiary of the entity, as the case 
may be, shall be counted as a separate purchaser or prospective purchaser.

3.3 Removal of Exemptions for Securities of a Private Mutual Fund with a Promoter or Manager - The exemption from | 
the registration requirement in paragraph 3 of subsection 35(2) and the corresponding exemption from the prospectus 
requirement referred to in clause 73(1)(a) of the Act are not available for trades in a security of a private mutual fund if it } 
is administered by a trust company and there is a promoter or manager of the mutual fund other than the trust company.

FORM OF INFORMATION STATEMENT 


Introduction 


Ontario securities laws have been relaxed to make it easier for small businesses to raise start-up capital from the public. Some 
potential investors may view this change in securities laws as an opportunity to “get in on the ground floor" of emerging 
businesses and to “hit it big" as these small businesses grow into large ones. 


Statistically, most small businesses fail within a few years. Small business investments are among the most risky that investors 
can make. This information statement suggests matters for you to consider in deciding whether to make a small business 
investment. 


Risks and Investment Strategy 


A basic principle of investing in a small business is: NEVER MAKE A SMALL BUSINESS INVESTMENT THAT YOU CANNOT 
AFFORD TO LOSE IN ITS ENTIRETY. Never use funds that might be needed for other purposes, such as a post-secondary 
education, retirement, loan repayment or medical expenses, and never borrow money to make such an investment. Instead use 
funds that you already have set aside and that otherwise would be used for a consumer purchase, such as a vacation. 


Never believe that the investment is not risky. Among other risk factors, small business investments generally are highly illiquid. In 
particular, until the company goes public there are significant restrictions on the resale of its securities. Even after a small 
business goes public there may be very little liquidity in its shares. This lack of liquidity means that, if the company takes a turn 
for the worse or if you suddenly need the funds you have invested in the company, you may not be able to sell your securities. 


Also, it is important to realize that, just because the proposed offering of securities is permitted under Ontario securities law does 
not mean that the particular investment will be successful. Neither the Ontario Securities Commission nor any other government 
agency evaluates or endorses the merits of investments. 


Analyzing the Investment 


Although there is no magic formula for making successful investment decisions, certain factors are often considered particularly 
important by professional venture investors. Some questions to consider are as follows: 


ie How long has the company been in business? 


P, Is management putting itself in a position where it will be accountable to investors? For example, is management taking 
salaries or other benefits that are too large in light of the company’s stage of development? Will outside investors have any 
voting power to elect representatives to the board of directors? 


3 How much experience does management have in the industry and in operating a small business? How successful were 
the managers in previous businesses? 


4. Do you know enough about the industry to be able to evaluate the company and make a wise investment? 

Ss; Does the company have a realistic business plan? Does it have the resources to successfully market its product or service? 
6. How reliable is the financial information, if any, that has been provided to you? Is the information audited? 

Ue Is the company subject to any lawsuits? 

8. What are the restrictions on the resale of the securities? 


There are many other questions to be answered, but you should be able to answer these before you consider investing. If you 
have not been provided with the information you need to answer these and any other questions you may have about the proposed 
investment, make sure that you obtain the information you need from people authorized to speak on the company’s behalf (e.g., 
management or the directors) before you advance any funds or sign any commitment to advance funds to the company. It is 
generally a good idea to meet with management of the company face-to-face. 


Making Money on Your Investment 


There are two classic methods for making money on an investment in a small business: (1) through resale of the securities in the 
public securities markets following a public offering; and (2) by receiving cash or marketable securities in a merger or other 


acquisition of the company. 


If the company is the type that is not likely to go public or be acquired within a reasonable time (/.e., a family-owned or closely-held 
corporation), it may not be a good investment for you irrespective of its prospects for success because of the lack of opportunity to 
cash in on the investment. Management of a successful private company may receive a return indefinitely through salaries and 
bonuses but it is unlikely that there will be profits sufficient to pay dividends commensurate with the risk of the investment. 
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Conclusion 


When successful, small businesses enhance the economy and provide jobs for its citizens. They also provide investment 
opportunities. However, an opportunity to invest must be considered in light of the inherently risky nature of small business 
investments. 


In considering a small business investment, you should proceed with caution and make an informed investment decision based on 
your circumstances and expectations. Above all, never invest more than you can afford to lose. 
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COMPANION POLICY 45-501CP TO 
ONTARIO SECURITIES COMMISSION RULE 45-501 
EXEMPT DISTRIBUTIONS 


PURPOSE AND DEFINITIONS 


Purpose - This policy statement sets forth the views of the Commission as to the manner in which certain provisions of 
the Act and the rules relating to the exemptions from the prospectus and registration requirements are to be interpreted 
and applied. 


Definitions - In this Policy, "private placement exemptions" means the prospectus and registration exemptions available 
for 


(a) sales of securities of closely-held issuers under section 2.1 of Rule 45-501; and 


(b) sales of securities to accredited investors under section 2.3 of Rule 45-501. 


EXEMPTIONS FROM THE REGISTRATION AND PROSPECTUS REQUIREMENTS OF THE ACT 


Interaction of Private Placement Exemptions - The Commission recognizes that a seller of securities may, in 
connection with any distribution of securities, rely concurrently on more than one private placement exemption. The 
Commission notes that where the seller is paying or incurring selling or promotional expenses in connection with the 
distribution, other than for the services of a dealer registered under the Act, the seller may not be able to rely on the 
exemption in section 2.1. The Commission takes the view that expenses incurred in connection with the preparation and 
delivery of an offering memorandum do not constitute selling or promotional expenses in this context. 


Accredited Investor Status For Individuals 


(1) Paragraph (m) of the “accredited investor" definition in section 1.1 of Rule 45-501 refers to an individual who 
beneficially owns, or who together with a spouse beneficially own, financial assets having an aggregate net 
realizable value that, before taxes but net of any related liabilities, exceeds $1,000,000. As a general matter, it 
should not be difficult to determine whether financial assets are beneficially owned by an individual, an individual's 
spouse, or both, in any particular instance. However, financial assets held in a trust or in other types of investment 
vehicles for the benefit of an individual may raise questions as to whether the individual beneficially owns the 
financial assets in the circumstances. The Commission is of the view that the following factors are indicative of 
beneficial ownership of financial assets: 


(a) physical or a constructive possession of evidence of ownership of the financial asset; 

(b) entitlement to receipt of any income generated by the financial asset; 

(c) risk of loss of the value of the financial asset; and 

(d) the ability to dispose of the financial asset or otherwise deal with it as the individual sees fit. 


By way of example, securities held in a self-directed RRSP for the sole benefit of an individual would be beneficially 
owned by that individual. In general, financial assets in a spousal RRSP would also be included for purposes of the 
threshold test because paragraph (m) takes into account financial assets owned beneficially by a spouse. However, 
financial assets held in a group RRSP under which the individual would not have the ability to acquire the financial 
assets and deal with them directly would not meet this beneficial ownership requirement. 


(2) The Commission notes that paragraphs (m) and (n) of the “accredited investor" definition are designed to treat 
spouses as an investing unit such that either spouse may qualify as an accredited investor if both spouses, taken 
together, beneficially own the requisite amount of financial assets or earn the requisite net income. As well, it is the 
Commission’s view that the financial asset test and the net income test prescribed in paragraphs (m) and (n), 
respectively, are to be applied only at the time of the trade such that there is no obligation on the seller to monitor 
the purchaser’s continuing qualification as an accredited investor after the completion of the trade. Furthermore, the 
Commission considers that the references to "years" and “current year" in paragraph (n) mean calendar years or 
current calendar year, as applicable. 


Paragraph (q) of the “accredited investor" definition refers to certain family members of an officer or director of the 
issuer. The Commission notes that officers and directors of an issuer or its affiliated entities are, in effect, treated as 
accredited investors under Rule 45-503 Trades to Employees, Executives and Consultants.

Closely-Held Issuer Exemption 

(1) The exemption in section 2.1 relating to securities of closely-held issuers is available to the closely-held issuer itself 
in respect of an issue of its own securities and to any holder of the issuer's securities in respect of a sale of the 
securities. A closely-held issuer may issue its own securities in reliance upon the exemption in section 2.1 so long

as it is able to meet the criteria for the availability of the exemption in that section. In particular, a closely-held issuer 
may no longer use the closely-held issuer exemption once it has received aggregate proceeds of $3,000,000 from 
trades made in reliance upon the exemption. However, a holder of securities of a closely-held issuer may rely upon 
the exemption in section 2.1 in connection with any resale of the securities so long as the issuer continues to be a 
closely-held issuer after the resale. The issuer does not cease to be a closely-held issuer solely because it has 
raised $3,000,000 in aggregate proceeds using the exemption. 


(2) The Commission notes that a closely-held issuer will generally be in a position to facilitate the use of the exemption 
in section 2.1 for the resale of its securities by limiting the number of its security holders through, among other 
things, use of the share transfer restrictions in its constating documents or in an agreement with its shareholders. 
Once the issuer no longer meets the closely-held issuer definition, a resale of securities distributed under the 
exemption in section 2.1 may only be made in reliance upon another exemption or by complying with the relevant 
provisions of Multilateral Instrument 45-102 Resale of Securities ("MI 45-102"). 


(3) The Commission notes that the limitation on the use of the closely-held issuer exemption in paragraph (a) of 
subsection 2.1(1), which refers to aggregate proceeds of $3,000,000, is based on the aggregate of all proceeds 
received by the issuer at any time from trades made in reliance upon the exemption in section 2.1. Proceeds 
received by the issuer from trades made in reliance upon other exemptions, including exemptions available prior to 
the date when the exemption in section 2.1 first became available, are not relevant. In particular, the proceeds 
realized by the issuer from trades to accredited investors need not be included in determining whether the 
$3,000,000 threshold would be exceeded in respect of any proposed trade under section 2.1. However, if the issuer 
has not filed a report on Form 45-501F1 in respect of a trade with an accredited investor where such a filing is 
required, it will be presumed that the trade was made in reliance upon section 2.1, in which case the proceeds of that 
trade must be counted for purposes of the aggregate proceeds limit. 


(4) The Commission notes that the term "common enterprise" in paragraph (a) of subsection 2.1(1) is intended to 
operate as an anti-avoidance mechanism to the extent that multiple business entities are organized for the purposes 
of financing what is essentially a single business enterprise in order to benefit from continued or excessive use of the 
closely-held issuer exemption. The Commission takes the view that commonality of ownership combined with 
commonality of business plans will be particularly indicative of a "common enterprise". 


(5) The Commission considers that the reference to “the date of the trade" for purposes of the information statement 
delivery requirement in subsection 2.1(2) means the settlement date or closing date of the trade, as applicable. 


Sunset of Pooled Fund Rulings — Prior to the implementation of Rule 45-501 on November 30, 2001, the Commission 
has granted numerous rulings under subsection 74(1) of the Act providing exemptive relief from the prospectus and 
registration requirements to pooled fund issuers in respect of, among other things, the sale of additional pooled fund 
interests to investors that previously purchased pooled fund interests under an exemption. In general, these rulings 
contained a "sunset" provision stating that the ruling would terminate following the adoption of a rule regarding trades in 
securities of pooled funds. Rule 45-501 contains a "transitional" exemption in section 2.12 that exempts the sale of 
securities of a private pooled fund to an investor acquiring at least $150,000 of such securities and, if the fund’s adviser 
is registered under the Act, the sale of additional securities of the same fund to such an investor. The Commission 
considers that this transitional pooled fund exemption, together with the accredited investor exemption in section 2.3 of 
Rule 45-501 which exempts sales of securities to certain types of accredited investors, provide adequate transitional 
relief from the prospectus and registration requirements for trades in pooled fund interests to investors. OSC Rule 81- 
501 Mutual Fund Reinvestment Plans also continues to apply to securities of pooled funds that are issued to investors 
under reinvestment plans whereby distributions of income, capital or capital gains to investors are reinvested in additional 
securities of that pooled fund. Accordingly, the Commission takes the view that the rulings described above expire upon 
implementation of Rule 45-501. The Commission considers that section 2.12 is a "transitional" exemption that maintains 
the status quo for pooled funds until such time as the Commission determines the appropriate regulatory regime for 
pooled funds. 


Trades on an Amalgamation, Arrangement or Specified Statutory Procedure - Clause 72(1)(i) of the Act and section 
2.8 of Rule 45-501 provide exemptions for trades in securities in connection with a statutory amalgamation or 
arrangement or other statutory procedure. The Commission is of the view that the references to statute in these 
provisions refer to any statute of a jurisdiction or foreign jurisdiction under which the entities involved have been 
incorporated or created and exist or under which the transaction is taking place. 


Three-Cornered Amalgamations - Certain corporate statutes permit a so-called "three-cornered merger or 
amalgamation" under which two companies will amalgamate or merge and security holders of the amalgamating or 
merging entities will receive securities of a third party affiliate of one amalgamating or merging entity. Section 2.8 of Rule 
45-501 exempts these trades as the exemption applies to any trade made in connection with an amalgamation or 
merger. 


Other Exemptions - There are various other exemptions from the prospectus and registration requirements that are 
available to sellers of securities in prescribed circumstances, including Rule 45-503 Trades to Employees, Executives 
and Consultants which exempts sales of securities of an issuer to its employees and executives, among others. The 
Commission notes, in particular, that certain exemptions previously contained in Rule 45-501 as it read when it was 
originally adopted are now contained in MI 45-102. Market participants engaged in the purchase and sale of securities 
under exemptions from the prospectus and registration requirements should read MI 45-102 together with Rule 45-501 to 
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ensure that they have duly considered all regulatory requirements applicable to exempt distributions of securities in 
Ontario. 


Applications for Accredited Investor Recognition — Paragraph (u) of the “accredited investor" definition in section 1.1 
of Rule 45-501 contemplates that a person or company may apply to be recognized by the Commission as an accredited 
investor. The Commission will consider applications for accredited investor recognition submitted by or on behalf of 
investors that do not meet any of the other criteria for accredited investor status but nevertheless have the requisite 
sophistication or financial resources. The Commission has not adopted any specific criteria for granting accredited 
investor recognition to applicants as the Commission believes that the “accredited investor" definition generally covers all 
of the types of investors that do not require the protection of the prospectus and registration requirements under the Act. 
If the Commission considers it appropriate in the circumstances, it may grant accredited investor recognition to an 
investor on terms and conditions, including a requirement that the investor apply annually for renewal of accredited 
investor recognition. The Commission notes that section 8.1 of Rule 45-501 provides, as a transitional matter, that a 
person or company recognized by the Commission as an exempt purchaser will be considered an accredited investor for 
the remaining term of the recognition order up to one year from the effective date of Rule 45-501. The Commission 
believes that a person or company previously recognized as an exempt purchaser should have little difficulty qualifying 
as an accredited investor under Rule 45-501 after its exempt purchaser recognition expires, unless the person or 
company has experienced a change in its financial circumstances. 


CERTIFICATION OF FACTUAL MATTERS 


Seller’s Due Diligence - It is the seller's responsibility to ensure that its trades in securities are made in compliance with 
applicable securities laws. In the case of a seller’s reliance upon exemptions from the prospectus and registration 
requirements, the Commission expects that the seller will exercise reasonable diligence for the purposes of determining 
the availability of the exemption used in any particular circumstances. The Commission will normally be satisfied that a 
seller has exercised reasonable diligence in relying upon a particular exemption if the seller has obtained statutory 
declarations or written certifications from the purchasers, unless the seller has knowledge that any facts set out in the 
declarations or certifications are incorrect. In circumstances where a seller has recently obtained a statutory declaration 
or a written certification from a purchaser with whom a further trade is being made on an exempt basis, the seller may 
continue to rely upon the recently obtained statutory declaration or certification unless the seller has reason to believe 
that the statutory declaration or certification is no longer valid in the circumstances. 


OFFERING MEMORANDA 
Use of Offering Memoranda in Connection with Private Placements 


(1) Part 4 of Rule 45-501 provides for the application of the statutory right of action referred to in section 130.1 of the Act 
if an offering memorandum is delivered to a prospective investor in connection with a trade made in reliance upon a 
prospectus exemption in section 2.1, 2.3, 2.12 or 2.13 of Rule 45-501. In this case, the statutory right of action must 
be described in the offering memorandum and a copy of the offering memorandum must be delivered to the 
Commission. With the exception of the government incentive security exemption in section 2.13, there is no 
obligation to prepare an offering memorandum for use in connection with a trade made in reliance upon the above- 
noted prospectus exemptions. However, business practice may dictate the preparation of offering material that is 
delivered voluntarily to purchasers in connection with exempt trades under section 2.1, 2.3, or 2.12. This offering 
material may constitute an “offering memorandum" as defined in Ontario securities law. The statutory right of 
rescission or damages applies when the offering memorandum is provided mandatorily in connection with an exempt 
trade made under section 2.13, or voluntarily in connection with exempt trades made under section 2.1, 2.3 or 2.12, 
including an exempt trade made under section 2.3 to a government or financial institution that is an accredited 
investor. However, a document delivered in connection with a sale of securities made otherwise than in reliance 
upon the above-noted exemptions does not give rise to the statutory right of action or subject the seller to the 
requirements of Part 4. 


(2) With the exception of an offering memorandum that is provided in respect of a trade in government incentive 
securities made under the exemption in section 2.13, Ontario securities law generally does not prescribe what an 
offering memorandum should contain. 


(3) The Commission cautions against the practice of providing preliminary offering material to certain prospective 
investors before furnishing a "final" offering memorandum unless the material contains a description of the statutory 
right of action available to purchasers in situations when the statutory right of action applies and a description is 
required. The only material prepared in connection with the private placement for delivery to investors, other than a 
"term sheet" (representing a skeletal outline of the features of an issue without dealing extensively with the business 
and affairs of the issuer), should consist of an offering memorandum describing the statutory right of action and 
complying in all other respects with Ontario securities law. 


RESTRICTIONS ON RESALE OF SECURITIES 

Incorporation of Multilateral Instrument 45-102 Resale of Securities - Parts 6 and 8 of the Rule imposes resale 
restrictions on the first trades in securities distributed under certain exemptions from the prospectus requirements. 
Different types of resale restrictions are imposed depending upon the nature of the prospectus exemption under which 
the securities were distributed. In each case, the applicable resale restrictions are incorporated by reference to a specific 
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section of MI 45-102. Sellers of securities are reminded that these resale restrictions need not apply if the seller is able 
to rely upon another prospectus exemption in the Act or in a Commission rule in respect of the resale of the securities in 
question. 


COMMISSION REVIEW 


Review of Offering Material - Although sellers of securities who rely upon the private placement exemptions are 
required to deliver to the Commission copies of offering material that they use in connection with the exempt trades if the 
offering material constitutes an “offering memorandum" as defined in Ontario securities law, the offering material is not 
generally reviewed or commented upon by Commission staff. 


Other Regulatory Approvals - Given the self-policing nature of exempt distributions and the fact that offering 
memoranda are not routinely reviewed by Commission staff, the decision relating to the appropriate disclosure in an 
offering memorandum rests with the issuer, the selling securityholder and their advisors. If Commission staff becomes 
aware of an offering memorandum that fails to disclose material information relating to the securities that are the subject 
of the transaction, staff may seek to intervene to effect remedial action.

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COMPANION POLICY 45-102CP 
TO MULTILATERAL INSTRUMENT 45-102 
RESALE OF SECURITIES 


APPLICATION 
Application 
(1) Multilateral Instrument 45-102 ("MI 45-102") has been implemented in all jurisdictions except Quebec. 


(2) Except for sections 2.1, 2.8 and 2.9, Part 2 of MI 45-102 does not apply in Manitoba, New Brunswick, Prince 
Edward Island and the Yukon Territory. 


Purpose 


(1) Ml 45-102 provides that first trades of securities distributed under certain exemptions from the prospectus 
requirement are distributions unless certain conditions are met. The conditions impose restrictions on the resale 
of the securities. If the securities were distributed under any of the provisions listed in Appendix D to MI 45-102, 
the conditions include that the issuer is and has been a reporting issuer for a seasoning period and that a 
restricted period has elapsed from the date of the initial distribution. If the securities were distributed under any 
of the provisions listed in Appendix E to MI 45-102, the conditions include that the issuer is and has been a 
reporting issuer for a seasoning period. If the issuer is a qualifying issuer, MI 45-102 reduces the restricted 
period and seasoning period. MI 45-102 also provides an exemption for a control distribution and a sale by a 
pledgee of pledged securities if the sale would be a distribution for the purposes of securities legislation. 


(2) Nothing in MI 45-102 is intended to restrict the ability of a purchaser to resell securities during the restricted 
period or seasoning period in reliance upon a prospectus or an exemption from the prospectus requirement. 


Transition 


(1) Part 2 of MI 45-102 applies to first trades of securities made on or after the effective date of this Instrument, 
even if the securities were distributed, or acquired by the selling security holder in the case of a trade that is a 
control distribution, prior to the effective date of this Instrument. As a result, in determining whether the 
restricted period in section 2.5 or 2.8 of MI 45-102 or the seasoning period in subsection 2.6(3) or (4) or 
subsection 2.8(2) or (3) of MI 45-102 has expired, a seller making a first trade must determine whether the 
issuer was a qualifying issuer at the date the security that is the subject of the trade was distributed or, in the 
case of a trade that is a control distribution, the date the security that is the subject of the trade was acquired by 
the control person selling the security. In the case of a trade of an underlying security, the seller must 
determine whether the issuer of the underlying security was a qualifying issuer at the date the convertible 
security, exchangeable security or multiple convertible security that, directly or indirectly, entitled or required the 
holder to acquire the underlying security was distributed. 


(2) Items 2.5(2)3. and 2.5(3)3. of MI 45-102 impose a condition that if the security that is the subject of the trade 
was distributed on or after the effective date of MI 45-102, the certificate representing the securities must carry a 
legend disclosing the resale restriction. Certificates representing securities distributed prior to the effective date 
of MI 45-102 do not have to be legended under MI 45-102. 


(3) Form 45-102F1 is required to be filed under subsection 2.7(1) of MI 45-102 if an issuer ceases to be a private 
company or a private issuer on or after the effective date of MI 45-102. Similarly, Form 45-102F2 is filed under 
subsection 2.7(2) of MI 45-102 if the issuer of the securities is a qualifying issuer and the distribution date is on 
or after the effective date of MI 45-102. Form 45-102F2 is filed under subsection 2.7(3) of MI 45-102 if the 
issuer becomes a qualifying issuer in certain circumstances on or after the effective date of MI 45-102. 


Open System Jurisdictions - Sections 2.5 and 2.6 of MI 45-102 do not apply in the provinces of Manitoba, New 
Brunswick and Prince Edward Island and in the Yukon Territory as those jurisdictions do not impose restrictions on 
first trades in securities distributed under an exemption from the prospectus requirement in those jurisdictions unless 
the trade is a control distribution. 


Example of Application of Section 2.5 - If an issuer distributes securities to a purchaser in British Columbia, the 
issuer must file a prospectus or rely upon a prospectus exemption under the securities legislation of British 
Columbia. If the issuer relies upon a British Columbia prospectus exemption listed in Appendix D to MI 45-102, 
section 2.3 of MI 45-102 applies and the first trade of the securities is subject to section 2.5 of MI 45-102. Section 
2.5 provides that the first trade is a distribution unless, among other conditions, a four or 12 month restricted period 
has elapsed. If the British Columbia purchaser seeks to resell the securities into Ontario, a prospectus must be filed 
in Ontario or a prospectus exemption relied upon unless the conditions in subsection 2.5(2) or (3) of MI 45-102 are 


satisfied. 


Reporting Issuer History - If an issuer is a SEDAR filer, reporting issuer history in any of the jurisdictions listed in 
Appendix B will satisfy the reporting issuer history requirements in sections 2.5, 2.6 and 2.8 of MI 45-102. If the

issuer is not a SEDAR filer, the reporting issuer history must be in the jurisdiction of the purchaser of the securities 
that are the subject of the trade. 


Eligibility - Securities that were distributed when an issuer had a current AIF and met the other eligibility 
requirements of a qualifying issuer may be sold in accordance with subsection 2.5(2) or 2.6(3) of MI 45-102, even if 
the issuer is no longer a qualifying issuer at the time of the trade. However, if the issuer subsequently distributes 
securities at a time when it is not a qualifying issuer, purchasers of those securities may not rely upon the reduced 
restricted period or seasoning period in subsection 2.5(2) or 2.6(3) of MI 45-102. 


Legending of Securities - Items 2.5(2)3. and 2.5(3)3. of MI 45-102 require that, for securities distributed under any 
of the provisions listed in Appendix D to MI 45-102 or another prospectus exemption subject to the resale restrictions 
in section 2.5 of MI 45-102, if the distribution date is on or after the effective date of MI 45-102 a certificate 
representing the securities must have been issued that carried a legend stating that, unless permitted under 
securities legislation, the holder of the securities shall not trade the securities before the expiry of the applicable 
restricted period. Placing a restricted period legend on a share certificate is the most practical manner of providing 
certainty as to the applicable restricted period and of ensuring more effective regulation of the exempt market in the 
closed system jurisdictions. 


Calculation of Restricted Periods - The restricted periods in items 2.5(2)2. and 2.5(3)2. of MI 45-102 are 
calculated from the distribution date, that is, the date the securities were distributed in reliance on an exemption from 
the prospectus requirement by the issuer or a control person. For example, if an issuer or control person distributes 
securities under a private placement exemption to a purchaser in Saskatchewan and the private placee resells the 
securities during the restricted period to a purchaser in Alberta under a further private placement exemption, upon 
resale by the Alberta purchaser, that purchaser will determine whether the restricted period has expired by 
calculating the time period from the date the issuer or control person distributed the securities to the Saskatchewan 
purchaser. 


In the case of a trade that is a control distribution, the restricted periods in items 2.8(2)2. and 2.8(3)5. of Mi 45-102 
are calculated from the distribution date, that is, the date the securities were acquired by the control person that is 
selling the securities. 


Underlying Securities - The restricted period or seasoning period applicable to trades in underlying securities is 
calculated from the distribution date of the convertible security, exchangeable security or multiple convertible 
security. 


Employees - Section 2.6 of Ml 45-102 provides that the first trade of securities distributed under an exemption from 
the prospectus requirement for employees is a distribution unless certain conditions are met. If the issuer is a 
qualifying issuer at the distribution date, the conditions include a seasoning period of four months. If the issuer is not 
a qualifying issuer at the distribution date, the seasoning period is 12 months. However, if the securities were 
distributed under an employee exemption or exercise of an option exemption at a time when the issuer was not a 
qualifying issuer and the issuer of the securities subsequently becomes a qualifying issuer after the distribution date 
by filing a prospectus in a jurisdiction listed in Appendix B and listing or quoting a class of its equity securities on a 
qualified market, the conditions include that the issuer is and has been a reporting issuer for a four month seasoning 
period. 


Control Block Distributions - In addition to the provisions of MI 45-102, in particular section 2.8, the provisions of 
National Instrument 62-101 Control Block Distribution Issues may also apply to a trade of securities that is a control 
block distribution by an institutional investor. 


Securities Exchange Take-over Bid or Issuer Bid - Section 2.11 of Ml 45-102 provides relief from the seasoning 
requirement for a trade of securities issued in connection with a securities exchange take-over bid or securities 
exchange issuer bid in circumstances in which, among other things, a securities exchange take-over bid circular or 
securities exchange issuer bid circular is filed by the offeror under securities legislation of the local jurisdiction. The 
basis for this exemption is that a securities exchange take-over bid circular or securities exchange issuer bid circular 
for a formal bid is required to contain prospectus disclosure for the offeror or other issuer whose securities are being 
offered in exchange for the securities of the offeree issuer. In the view of the securities regulatory authority, if a 
take-over bid circular or issuer bid circular is prepared in connection with an exempt bid, the circular must meet the 
disclosure standards in securities legislation relating to the form and content of a take-over bid circular or issuer bid 
circular, as the case may be, for a formal bid in order for the exemption in section 2.11 to be available. If a take-over 
bid circular or issuer bid circular is prepared in connection with a formal bid, the circular must be filed under the 
take-over bid or issuer bid requirements of securities legislation. If the circular is prepared in connection with an 
exempt bid, the circular must be filed by the offeror on SEDAR. 


Resales of Securities of a Non-Reporting Issuer 


(1) For the purposes of section 2.14 of MI 45-102, it is the view of the securities regulatory authority that, in 
determining the percentage of the outstanding securities of the class or series that are directly or indirectly 
owned by residents of Canada and the number of owners directly or indirectly that are residents of Canada, an 
issuer should use reasonable efforts to 
(a) determine securities held of record by a broker, dealer, bank, trust company or nominee for any of them for 
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the accounts of customers resident in Canada; 


(b) count securities beneficially owned by residents of Canada as reported on reports of beneficial ownership; 
and 


(c) assume that a customer is a resident of the jurisdiction or foreign jurisdiction in which the nominee has its 
principal place of business if, after reasonable inquiry, information regarding the jurisdiction or foreign 
jurisdiction of residence of the customer is unavailable. 


(2) Lists of beneficial owners of securities maintained by intermediaries pursuant to SEC Rule 14a-13 under the 
1934 Act or other securities law analogous to proposed National Instrument 54-101 Communication with 
Beneficial Owners of Securities of a Reporting Issuer may be useful in determining the percentages referred to 
in subsection (1). 


Filing of Forms 45-102F1, 45-102F2 and 45-102F3 


(1) Subsection 2.6(2) of MI 45-102 provides that the first trade of securities issued by a private company or private 
issuer made after the issuer has ceased to be a private company or private issuer is a distribution unless the 
conditions in subsection 2.6(4) are satisfied. Subsection 2.7(1) of Ml 45-102 requires an issuer to file Form 
45-102F1 if the issuer ceases to be a private company or private issuer on or after the effective date of MI 
45-102. Form 45-102F1 must be filed in each jurisdiction in which the issuer has ceased to be a private 
company or private issuer and section 2.7 of MI 45-102 has been implemented. Section 2.7 has been 
implemented in Alberta, British Columbia, Newfoundland, Nova Scotia, Nunavut, Ontario and Saskatchewan. 


(2) Subsection 2.7(2) of Ml 45-102 provides that if an issuer, or a selling security holder in the case of a control 
distribution, has distributed securities under a provision listed in Appendix D or E or a provision of securities 
legislation that specifies that the first trade of the securities is subject to section 2.5 or 2.6 of MI 45-102, Form 
45-102F2 must be filed on or before the tenth day after the distribution date if the issuer is a qualifying issuer. 
However, if an issuer has distributed securities under a provision listed in Appendix F or a provision of securities 
legislation that specifies that the first trade of securities distributed to an employee, executive, consultant or 
administrator is subject to section 2.6 of MI 45-102, and the issuer becomes a qualifying issuer after the 
distribution date by filing a prospectus and listing or quoting equity securities on a qualified market, the issuer 
must file Form 45-102F2 even though the issuer was not a qualifying issuer at the distribution date. Form 
45-102F2 must be filed in the jurisdictions of the purchasers of the securities in which section 2.7 of Ml 45-102 
has been implemented, being Alberta, British Columbia, Newfoundland, Northwest Territories, Nova Scotia, 
Nunavut, Ontario and Saskatchewan. Form 45-102F2 should be filed on SEDAR under the issuer's profile 
under "Continuous Disclosure - SHAIF - Other" until the SEDAR filer manual is updated to include MI 45-102 
filings. Purchasers of securities will be able to determine whether the applicable restricted period or seasoning 
period is four months or 12 months from a review of SEDAR filings. 


(3) Section 2.8 of MI 45-102 provides that the prospectus requirement does not apply to a control distribution if the 
conditions in subsection (2) or (3) of section 2.8 are met. Subsection 2.8(4) requires a person or company 
selling securities under subsection 2.8(2) or (3) of MI 45-102 to file Form 45-102F3. Form 45-102F3 must be 
filed whether the distribution date is before or after the effective date of MI 45-102. 


Filings in the Local Jurisdiction - Sections 2.10, 2.11 and 2.12 of MI 45-102 state that section 2.6 of MI 45-102 
does not apply to a trade in an underlying security if the convertible security, exchangeable security or multiple 
convertible security is qualified by a prospectus, a trade of a security issued in connection with a take-over bid or 
issuer bid and a trade in an underlying security if the convertible security, exchangeable security or multiple 
convertible security is qualified by a securities exchange take-over bid circular or issuer bid circular, respectively. 
Each of the exemptions from section 2.6 is subject to a condition that a take-over bid circular, an issuer bid circular 
or a prospectus was filed under securities legislation of the local jurisdiction of the person or company relying upon 
the exemption from section 2.6. Similarly, the exemptions in sections 2.10 and 2.12 of MI 45-102 require that the 
issuer of the underlying security be a reporting issuer in the local jurisdiction at the time of the trade. The exemptions 
in sections 2.11 and 2.12 of MI 45-102 are subject to a condition that the offeror was a reporting issuer in the local 
jurisdiction on the date securities of the offeree issuer are first taken up under the take-over bid or issuer bid. 


AIF REQUIREMENTS 


Filing of Current AIF - Issuers that want to enable their security holders to take advantage of a provision of MI 
45-102 that requires an issuer to have a current AIF may file a current AIF at any time. An issuer filing a current AIF 
for the purposes of MI 45-102 should file the notice and the current AIF, if not already filed, under "Continuous 
Disclosure - SHAIF" on SEDAR selecting the appropriate filing subtype/document type (i.e. either an AIF, amended 
AIF or notice) until the SEDAR filer manual is updated to include MI 45-102 filings. A filer that elects to use a current 
AIF that has previously been filed on SEDAR is not required to refile the document for the purposes of MI 45-102. 


Most Recent Financial Year - Issuers wishing to file a current AIF before they have filed their audited financial 
statements for the most recently completed financial year may include the audited financial statements for the 
financial year preceding the most recently completed financial year. For example, an issuer with a December 31 
financial year end could continue to use a current AIF containing or incorporating by reference audited annual

financial statements for the year ended December 31, 2000 during the first 139 days of 2002, until such time as 
annual audited financial statements for the year ended December 31, 2001 have been prepared and filed in 
accordance with securities legislation. 


Review of Current AIF - An issuer's current AIF may be reviewed at any time and, as a result of this review, 
changes may need to be made to the current AIF. If an issuer is advised by any regulator that its current AIF does 
not comply with securities legislation, any of a wide range of compliance actions may be taken by the securities 
regulatory authorities, from requiring the next AIF to be filed correctly, or a clarifying press release to be issued, to 
more serious actions such as issuing a cease trade order against the issuer's securities, or initiating appropriate 
enforcement proceedings against the issuer and its directors and officers. 


Review before Distribution - If the current AIF is reviewed before a distribution of securities and an issuer is 
advised by any regulator that its current AIF is unacceptable, an issuer will not be a qualifying issuer at the 
distribution date unless the issuer has made the necessary changes to the current AIF. Security holders that acquire 
securities under the distribution will not be able to take advantage of subsection 2.5(2), 2.6(3) or 2.8(2) of MI 45-102. 


Review after Distribution - If the current AIF is reviewed after a distribution of securities, and an issuer is advised 
by any regulator that its current AIF is unacceptable, securities that were distributed while the issuer was a qualifying 
issuer may be sold in accordance with subsection 2.5(2), 2.6(3) or 2.8(2) of MI 45-102 if the other conditions in the 


relevant subsection are met. 


FEES 


Fees - An issuer filing a current AIF under section 3.1 of Ml 45-102 must pay the filing fees for the AIF required by 
securities legislation, unless the current AIF is in the form of a prospectus for which the regulator has issued a 
receipt.

Definitions 
1. (1) In this Regulation, 


“oovernment premises” means premises occupied by the Crown in 
right of Canada or Ontario or a facility that is funded in whole or in 
part by the Crown in right of Canada or Ontario, but does not 
include premises occupied by, 


(a) Canada Post Corporation, the Services Corporation or a sub- 
sidiary of the Services Corporation, or 


(b) social housing, a library, a recreational or sports facility, or a 
radio, television or cable television facility; 


“IMO” and “IMO-controlled grid” have the same meaning as in the 
Electricity Act, 1998; 


“market participant” means a market participant under the Electricity 
Act, 1998; 


“rate protection” means rate protection under section 79 of the Act; 


“remote area” means those parts of Ontario not connected to the IMO- 
controlled grid that, before March 31, 1999, received electricity 
from Ontario Hydro and, at the time subsection 26 (1) of the Elec- 
tricity Act, 1998 comes into force, are receiving electricity from 
Hydro One Remote Communities Inc.; 


“residential premises” means a dwelling occupied as a residence con- 
tinuously for at least eight months of the year and, where the resi- 
dential premises is located on a farm, includes other farm premises 
associated with the residential electricity meter; 


“rural area” means those parts of Ontario connected to the IMO- 
controlled grid that, before March 31, 1999, received electricity 
from Ontario Hydro and, at the time subsection 26 (1) of the Elec- 
tricity Act, 1998 comes into force, are receiving electricity from 
Hydro One Networks Inc.; 


“Services Corporation” has the same meaning as in the Electricity Act, 
1998; 


“Transitional Revenue Allocation Agreement” means the Transitional 
Revenue Allocation Agreement entered into under subsection 3 (2) 
of Ontario Regulation 80/01 by Ontario Electricity Financial 
Corporation, Ontario Power Generation Inc., Hydro One Inc., 
Electrical Safety Authority and the IMO, and available to the 
public from the Ministry of Energy, Science and Technology, as it 
read on October 31, 2001. 


(2) A reference in this Regulation to a municipality referred to in 
Schedules | to 15 shall be deemed to be a reference to that municipal- 
ity as it existed on May 6, 1999. 
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Eligibility for rate protection 

2. In addition to the persons described in subsection 79 (2) of the 
Act, the following classes of consumers in Ontario are eligible for rate 
protection: 


1. Consumers who occupy residential premises in a municipality 
referred to in Schedules | to 15. 


2. Consumers who occupy residential premises in a rural area and 
who, if section 108 of the Power Corporation Act had not been 
repealed by section 28 of Schedule E to the Energy Competi- 
tion Act, 1998 and electricity had continued to be distributed by 
Ontario Hydro, would have been entitled, pursuant to section 
108 of the Power Corporation Act as it read on March 31, 
1999, to pay Ontario Hydro a discounted rate for the electricity 
they consumed. 


3. Consumers who occupy residential premises in an area referred 
to in Schedule 16, if Ontario Hydro distributed electricity in the 
area before December 16, 1997 and electricity in the area is 
now distributed by a distributor connected to the IMO- 
controlled grid, other than a subsidiary of Hydro One Networks 
Inc. 


4. Consumers who occupy premises, other than government 
premises, in a remote area. 


Amount of rate protection: market opening to Dec. 31, 2002 

3. (1) For the period from the day subsection 26 (1) of the Elec- 
tricity Act, 1998 comes into force to December 31, 2002, the total 
amount of rate protection available for eligible consumers is the sum 
of the 12 amounts set out in the second row applicable to 2001 in 
Schedule 2 of Appendix 3 of the Transitional Revenue Allocation 
Agreement. 


(2) For the period from the day subsection 26 (1) of the Electricity 
Act, 1998 comes into force to December 31, 2002, the Board shall 
calculate the amount of rate protection for individual consumers 
referred to in subsection 79 (2) of the Act and in section 2 of this 
Regulation in a manner that ensures that the total amount of rate 
protection for those consumers is equal to the total amount of rate 
protection available under subsection (1), according to the following 
rules: 


1. For each municipality referred to in Schedules 1 to 15, the 
Board shall take reasonable steps to ensure that, for each month 
in a period set out in the Schedule that applies to that munici- 
pality, the total amount of rate protection for consumers in the 
municipality who are in the class described in paragraph 1 of 
section 2 is the total monthly amount set out for that period in 
that Schedule. 


2. For each of the areas referred to in Schedule 16, the Board 
shall take reasonable steps to ensure that, for each month, the 
total amount of rate protection for consumers in the area who 
are in the class described in paragraph 3 of section 2 is the total 
monthly amount set out for that area in Schedule 16. 


3. The Board shall take reasonable steps to ensure that an amount 
equal to the sum of the 12 amounts set out in the second row 
applicable to 2001 in Schedule 2 of Appendix 3 of the Transi- 
tional Revenue Allocation Agreement, less $127 million, is 
used to provide rate protection to consumers who are in the 
class described in paragraph 4 of section 2. 


4. After paragraphs 1, 2 and 3 are complied with, the Board shall 
take reasonable steps to ensure that the remainder of the total 
amount of rate protection available under subsection (1) is used 
to provide rate protection to the persons described in subsec- 
tion 79 (2) of the Act and the consumers who are in the class 
described by paragraph 2 of section 2. 


(3) If subsection 26 (1) of the Electricity Act, 1998 does not come 
into force on January 1, 2002, the following amounts shall be prorated 
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to reflect the part of that year that subsection 26 (1) of that Act is in 
force: 


1. The total amount of rate protection available for eligible con- 
sumers under subsection (1). 


2. The amount referred to in paragraph 3 of subsection (2). 


Amount of rate protection: 2003 and 2004 

4. (1) The total amount of rate protection available for eligible 
consumers in each of the years 2003 and 2004 is $127 million, plus 
the amount calculated under subsection (2) for the year. 


(2) For each of the years 2003 and 2004, the Board shall calculate 
the amount by which Hydro One Remote Communities Inc.’s fore- 
casted revenue requirement for the year, as approved by the Board, 
exceeds Hydro One Remote Communities Inc.’s forecasted consumer 
revenues for the year, as approved by the Board. 


(3) For the purpose of subsection (2), Hydro One Remote Com- 
munities Inc.’s forecasted consumer revenues for a year shall be based 
on the rate classes set out in Transitional Rate Order RP-1998-0001 
made by the Board and on the rates set out for those classes in the 
most recent rate order made by the Board. 


(4) For each of the years 2003 and 2004, the Board shall calculate 
the amount of rate protection for individual consumers referred to in 
subsection 79 (2) of the Act and in section 2 of this Regulation in a 
manner that ensures that the total amount of rate protection for those 
consumers is equal to the total amount of rate protection available for 
the year under subsection (1), according to the following rules: 


1. For each municipality referred to in Schedules 1 to 15, the 
Board shall take reasonable steps to ensure that, for each month 
in a period set out in the Schedule that applies to that munici- 
pality, the total amount of rate protection for consumers in the 
municipality who are in the class described in paragraph 1 of 
section 2 is the total monthly amount set out for that period in 
that Schedule. 


2. For each of the areas referred to in Schedule 16, the Board 
shall take reasonable steps to ensure that, for each month, the 
total amount of rate protection for consumers in the area who 
are in the class described in paragraph 3 of section 2 is the total 
monthly amount set out for that area in Schedule 16. 


3. The Board shall take reasonable steps to ensure that an amount 
equal to the amount calculated under subsection (2) for the 
year is used to provide rate protection to consumers who are in 
the class described in paragraph 4 of section 2. 


4. After paragraphs 1, 2 and 3 are complied with, the Board shall 
take reasonable steps to ensure that the remainder of the total 
amount of rate protection available under subsections (1) and 
(2) is used to provide rate protection to the persons described in 
subsection 79 (2) of the Act and the consumers who are in the 
class described by paragraph 2 of section 2. 


Compensation for distributors 

5. (1) With respect to rate protection provided after subsection 
26 (1) of the Electricity Act, 1998 comes into force, the Board shall 
calculate the amount of the charge to be collected by the IMO under 
subsection (5) for each kilowatt hour of electricity that is withdrawn 
from the IMO-controlled grid, as determined in accordance with the 
market rules, for use by consumers in Ontario, so that the total amount 
forecast to be collected is equal to the total amount of rate protection 
to be provided. 


(2) At least 60 days before the end of each calendar year, the IMO 
shall submit to the Board, 


(a) a forecast of the number of kilowatt hours of electricity that 
will be withdrawn from the IMO-controlled grid, as determined 
in accordance with the market rules, for use by consumers in 
Ontario during the next calendar year; and 
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(b) supporting documentation for the forecast. 


(3) The forecast shall be derived from information submitted to the 
Board under section 19 of the Electricity Act, 1998 in respect of the 
next fiscal year 


(4) The IMO shall give a copy of the forecast and supporting 
documentation to Hydro One Networks Inc. 


(5) The IMO shall collect the charge calculated by the Board under 
subsection (1) from market participants and any other person who, 
with the approval of the IMO, withdraws electricity from the IMO- 
controlled grid for use by consumers in Ontario. 


(6) A distributor or retailer who bills a consumer for electricity 
shall aggregate the amount that the consumer is required to contribute 
to the compensation required by subsection 79 (3) of the Act with the 
wholesale market service rate described in the Electricity Distribution 
Rate Handbook issued by the Board, as it read on October 31, 2001. 


(7) Each month, the IMO shall pay the charges it collected under 
subsection (5) in the preceding month to Hydro One Networks Inc. 


(8) Hydro One Networks Inc. shall pay the amounts it receives 
under subsection (7) into a separate account. 


(9) Each month, Hydro One Networks Inc. shall, from the account 
referred to in subsection (8), pay distributors the compensation to 
which they are entitled under subsection 79 (3) of the Act. 


(10) If the amount collected under subsection (5) in the period 
from the day subsection 26 (1) of the Act comes into force until 
December 31, 2002 exceeds the total amount of rate protection 
available for eligible consumers under subsection 3 (1) in that period, 
the excess shall be applied against the amount necessary to 
compensate distributors who are entitled to compensation under 
subsection 79 (3) of the Act for 2003. 


(11) If the amount collected under subsection (5) in the period 
from the day subsection 26 (1) of the Act comes into force until 
December 31, 2002 is less than the total amount of rate protection 
available for eligible consumers under subsection 3 (1) in that period, 
the difference shall be added to the amount necessary to compensate 
distributors who are entitled to compensation under subsection 79 (3) 
of the Act for 2003. 


(12) If the amount collected under subsection (5) in 2003 exceeds 
the total amount of rate protection available for eligible consumers 
under subsection 4 (1) in 2003, the excess shall be applied against the 
amount necessary to compensate distributors who are entitled to com- 
pensation under subsection 79 (3) of the Act for 2004. 


(13) If the amount collected under subsection (5) in 2003 is less 
than the total amount of rate protection available for eligible consum- 
ers under subsection 3 (1) in that period, the difference shall be added 
to the amount necessary to compensate distributors who are entitled to 
compensation under subsection 79 (3) of the Act for 2004. 


(14) Any interest or other income earned on the account referred to 
in subsection (8) shall be held in the account and shall be used for the 
purpose of subsection (9).
